THE TOY FAIR FOR 1922. 


ESS like an orgy but more like an orderly banquet, 
the menu for the New York Toy Fair is prepared. 
The retailers of the country can take their seats the early 
part of February and have the courses served. There is 
little duobt that the most exacting taste can be satisfied. 

There will be a somewhat smaller number of exhibitors 
at the coming Fair, than were witnessed last year, but 
this will not detract from the value of the exhibit. It 
will rather add to its value because there will not be such 
an excess of superficial products to inspect. The per- 
centage of worth-while lines will be much higher. 

One of the old landmarks of the New York Fair has 
disappeared. The Union Square Hotel has closed its 
doors. The well-known firms who exhibited their lines 
there for many years will be found on the eighth floor 
of the Breslin Hotel, making this exhibition place eveu 
more attractive and important than formerly. About 
sixty firms will show their lines at the Breslin, five 
floors being utilized for the displays. At the Hotel Im- 
perial approximately one hundred and fifty lines will be 
found. This makes a most formidable and interesting 
array of toys to be found at these two hotels, both sit- 
uated on Broadway and but a short distance apart. 

In addition to the above named exhibits, there will be 
unusually impressive showings of both domestic and im- 
ported lines at the permanent New York salesrooms and 
offices of hundreds of toy manufacturers, factory agents 
and importers. Such buildings as the Fifth Avenue 
Building, the American Woolen Building, Bush Terminal 


Sales Building are already known as important exhibition | 


places for toy lines. In addition, the Union Square dis- 
trict houses hundreds of well-known toy firms.

The retailer who fails to make his appearance in New 
York sometime soon after February first will let slip 
the opportunity of witnessing a Toy Fair that will stand 
out as unique in the history of the American toy industry. 
It will witness a return to normal after the inflation 
period of the last few years. Domestic and imported toys 
will vie with each other as of yore. Real values will be 
offered and the right prices made. The toy business of 
1921 was sufficient to reduce retailers’ stocks and the trade 
should be in a position to talk business. 


FAITH IN 1922. 


Blind indeed is he who cannot see the advance 
toward business recovery which has taken place dur- 
ing the past year. True, there are still many unfavor- 
able influences. There has, however, been a distinct 
trend toward betterment. Take as just one specific 
example the advance in bond prices and the eager- 
ness with which new issues have been oversubscribed 
even in spite of the lower interest they provide for. 

So well defined has been the forward movement as 
to warrant the prediction that business during 1922 
will be better than in 1921. 

After every great war there has been a gradual re- 
turn to prosperity, followed by a period of exceptional 
activity. How long it will be before such conditions 
develop in the current period of the world’s history no 
one can attempt to‘say with accuracy. 

But experience shows that the return of prosperity 
and activity is just as certain as the recurrence of the 
seasons. And, as said, the developments of the year 
now closing already point unmistakably to further 
progress along the up-grade. 

The men and firms that believe this and act accord- 
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ingly are the ones who will do the biggest business 
during the coming year. 


MERCHANTS TO MEET IN CHICAGO. 

Retail merchants from twenty-nine states will meet in 
Chicago, Wednesday morning, February 15, in the Red 
Room at Hotel La Salle for the opening session of the 
two-day Convention of the Interstate Merchants Council. 

This organization developed during the past few 
months by the Interstate and Foreign Trade Committee 
of The Chicago Association of Commerce has a large 
membership of well-rated retail merchants located in 
twenty-nine states. 

The Convention program is made up of discussions 
covering business plans and ideas, the speakers being for 
the most part successful retail merchants who will tell 
the Convention of the things they have done to build 
business in their own stores. | 

For this Convention the railroads have granted a con- 
cession of fare and one-half for the round trip on the 
identification certificate plan. 

A certificate will be sent to every member of the Inter- 
state Merchants Council by headquarters and all the mer- 
chant needs to do is to take this certificate to his local 
ticket agent, turn it in and buy a return trip ticket to 
Chicago at a rate of fare and one-half for the round trip. 

This eliminates the necessity of having the ticket vali- 
dated in Chicago and assures the members of the Inter- 
state Merchants Council special fare which has been 
provided for them. 


KEEP THE WORK BENCH IN AMERICA. 


Some of the Reasons Why American Valuation Plan 
Should Govern Import Duties. 


“Ford buys auto plant in Germany.” 

“Yale locks to be made in Hamburg, Germany.” 

“American Woolen Mills buy eight factories in Ger- 
many and Czecho Slovakia.” 

“Germany crowded with American buyers.” 

“Krupp Gun Works in Germany employs more 
workers than during the war.” 

These are some of the headlines which have ap- 
peared over recent articles in the newspapers of 
America. 

Summed up they mean stagnation for American 1n- 
dustry and reduced wages for this country’s thousands 
of workers and wage-earners. Men, who gladly gave 
up their jobs in factories here that justice might be 
gained in the War with Germany, are today wonder- 
ing if they will have to go back and ask Germany for 
employment. For over there factories are working 
full time and many are operating night and day. 

Three very well known American manufacturing 
concerns are mentioned above. Each employs thou- 
sands of workers. What they have been forced to do 
is but the forerunner of what more will be compelled 
to do, whose plants in this country have been closed 
by competition from Germany, where labor is paid but 
a tenth what it is here and where currency has depre- 
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ciated from about 24 cents to about one half of one 
cent or more than 98 per cent as compared with the 
American dollar. 

There is before Congress today a tariff bill, designed 
to provide adequate protection to the American manu- 
facturer and wage earner. In view of the unsettled 
conditions abroad and the depreciated currencies, it 
provides that ad valorem rates of duty on imports be 
assessed on the American value of the article and not 
on the foreign value, or the foreigner’s invoice, as at 
present. 

With foreign values varying greatly, ad valorem 
rates of duty when applied to them set a premium on 
cheap labor—that is, any rates determined by Con- 
gress to afford protection against imports from Ger- 
many will result in a prohibitive duty or an embargo 
against similar goods made in England, France and 
other countries which pay wages nearer those in this 
country and whose standards of living are much like 
America’s, and whose currencies have not depreciated 
as much as Germany's. 

Importers, who are nothing more than American 
agents for foreign manufacturers and who give em- 
ployment only to a small clerical force in this country, 
and retailers, who prefer to buy from the cheap labor 
countries because they can sell at ten times the profit 
made on handling American goods, are bitterly op- 
posing the American valuation plan. They claim 
that if the duty is raised on cheap foreign made goods, 
imports will stop and workers will have to pay more 
for practically everything they buy. An interesting 
and perhaps appealing argument but absolutely false. 


Imported Goods Bring Long Profits. 

Imported articles never have been sold cheaper in 
the stores, even though bought at a much lower figure 
than similar products in America. For instance, you 
go into a store to buy a pair of gloves. The clerk 
will show you a pair of American made, retailing at, 
say, $3.00. Then he will bring out another pair, 
priced $3.50 or $4.00, explaining: “Here’s a fine 1m- 
ported glove. We have to charge a little more for 
these since there is considerable expense in shipping 
them from France or whatever the country may be.” 

The same holds true with practically every imported 
article. Although purchased by the retailer at much 
below the American manufacturer’s wholesale price, he 
generally charges more because the public does not 
know his purchase price, and is not aware of the 
ridiculously low costs of goods abroad. 

Former Secretary of the Treasurer, Leslie M. Shaw, 
declares that this Government is losing from $100,- 
000,000 to $500,000,000 a year as the result of import- 
ing frauds and undervaluations under the present law, 
an evil which the American valuation plan will cor- 
rect. This money instead of going into the pockets 
of the foreign manufacturers and the importer should 
be turned into the coffers of the U. S. Treasury and 
would somewhat relieve tax burdens on the American 
public. |

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PREPARE YOURSELVES FOR OPPORTUNITIES CERTAIN TO COME. 


HE great part organization plays in the success of 
a retail store and how important it 1s that employes 
of a firm lend themselves readily to the building up of 
an efficient one, was the theme of an address delivered 
by Sidney Baer of the Stix, Baer & Fuller Dry Goods 
Co., St. Louis, before the “Pep” Club of the store re- 
cently. The club is formed of employes of the firm who 
pledge themselves to help business in departments other 
than their own by taking customers to them and seeing 
to it they are waited on satisfactorily. 
Will Be Rewarded If Successful 
Mr. Baer, who was the guest of honor at the meeting, 
said a firm cannot be successful without proper organ- 
ization and that with it, a firm cannot easily fail. 
“People in an organization must have responsibilities 


placed upon them by members of the firm and they must 
be judged by the results they attain with the liberties 
they are granted in their various lines,’ Mr. Baer said. 
“When the reckoning time comes, if a person has had 
full sway over what he has been set to do, he receives 
the full reward if he succeeds, and if he fails, he has 
no alibi to offer. 

“Members of the firm, in order to have the time they 
need for the making of plans for furthering the firm’s 
interests and other like things must place responsibilities 
away from their offices as far as possible. In turn, buy- 
ers must do the same thing, so they shall be free to do 
the things required of them and, all in all, this sort of 
scheme brings about a firm run on a plan comparable 
to a democratic form of government. 
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Toy Dealers Report on Trade 


Retailers and jobbers tell how past year compared with preceding one as to volume of busi- 


ness and stocks carried over. 


UR annual reports from retailers and jobbers on 

trade conditions at the close of the year is presented 
on this and the following pages. Firms in large and small 
cities contribute to this symposium, our object being to 
get a cross section of the trade from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and to learn the views of all the different factors 
in the distribution of toys. 

Remembering that 1921 was a year of terrific re-adjust- 
ments and of widespread business depression and unem- 
ployment, it is not surprising that many dealers are going 
to act cautiously during the early stages of the current 
year. This feeling is only natural and it exists in all 
lines of business. But nevertheless the reports are en- 
-couraging, and furnish the basis for the belief that 1922 
will be a substantial and profitable year for the majority 
of dealers and manufacturers. 

The questions which were asked of the retailers and 
jobbers were the following: 

How did business in 1921 compare with 1920? 

How does stock on hand now compare with stock car- 
ried over from 1920? 

What tovs sold best during 1921? 

“What are the prospects for 1922? 

How will your early purchases compare with your first 
orders last year? 

How are import toys selling? 
or less of them than last year? 

Any general remarks to offer about prices, quality of 
geods, or any other feature? 


Little Rock, Ark.—Our 1921 business was only about 
8o per cent that of 1920. We carried less stock over. 
Better class wheel goods and dolls sold best with us. Our 
early purchases will be about the same as last year. Im- 
port dolls are selling well; also cheap jobbing toys. We 
will handle more of these articles—Wheel toys were too 
high, but will be on a better basis this season.—Sanders 
& Co. 

Selma, Ala—-Our 1921 business was about the same 
as 1920. We carried over a larger stock. Popular priced 
toys sold best and those that showed decline and especially 
imported dolls. Our early purchases will be less than 
last year. Our purchasing will depend entirely on value. 
—Tepper Bros., M. B. Hague, toy buyer. 

Santa Barbara, Calif—Our 1921 toy business was 
$4,836.26 less than 1920. Have more stock on hand. 
Mechanical toys sold best. Prospects for 1922 do not 
look very good.—M. F. Berkey. 

Oakland, Calif.—We had a 25 per cent increase in toy 
business during 1921. Carried over about the same stock. 
Mechanical toys sold best. Prospects for 1922 are good. 
We will place our orders late this year. We do not handle 
import toys.—John Brauener Co.

Also give views as to buying for 1922 and general outlook. 


Anaheim, Calif—We had a 48 per cent increase in 
toy business during 1921. Carried over 20 per cent more 
stock. Domestic toys sold best. Prospects for 1922 are 
good. Our early purchases will be about the same as 
last year. Import toys did not sell as well as formerly. 
Whether we will handle more or less of them depends 
on the market. The trade is demanding quality in toys.— 
L. B. Weber. | 

Long Beach, Calif.—Our 1921 business was better than 
1920. We will carry over 50 per cent more stock. Im- 
ported toys sold best. In American toys, wagons and 
wheel goods sold best. Prospects for 1922 are good.— 
C. C. Lord & Co. 

Sacramento, Cal.:—The year as a whole was quite 
satisfactory. The season with us opened early and held 
up well despite very bad weather during the big weeks. 
It was a splendid season and we broke all records. 


- Foreign goods were in big demand. 


Imported dolls were well made and sales were very 
heavy at good prices. 


Experience of the last few seasons, particularly the 
one just past, shows that people have become educated 
as to the wisdom of buying the better class of goods. 
They buy perhaps fewer pieces for each child but what 
they do buy is better and the average amount spent on 
each child runs probably 150 per cent to 200 per cent 
more than it did prior to the war. 


We find that there is virtually no demand for many 
domestic large toys, such as swing horses, etc., due to 
the excessive cost and the very indifferent quality. Hale 
Bros. By J. P. Epwarps. 


San Diego, Cal.—We had a very much larger Christ- 
mas business this year than last, though volume business 
was a little later in starting. Our stocks were so thor- 
oughly sold that we are rushing new goods to meet pres- 
ent demands, as our toy store is open throughout the 
year. 


Dolls, mechanical games, children’s books and sport- 
ing goods were the best holiday sellers, though wheel | 
goods business was satisfactory. 


There is every reason to believe that business for 1922 
will see a “banner year,” and our purchases will probably 
be increased from 33 to So per cent. 


Our preference is naturally for toys of domestic manu- 
facture, but there is so much variety in import toys, and 
the public demand for novelties so insistent, that the 
classes of stocks sold the past season were about equally 
divided. As you know, price and delivery are the two .-

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Pueblo, Colo.—Our toy business for 1921 was about 
80 per cent that of 1920.

New Haven, Conn.—We had about the same trade in 
1921 but on a considerably smaller basis making income 
smaller, about 8 per cent. The more expensive toys prac- 
tically remained to be carried over. Stock as a whole 
much more to be carried over. Small and inexpensive 
toys sold best. If labor conditions do not improve we 
expect the same results as last year. Imported popular 
priced toys sold very well. It will depend on the tariff 
situation whether we buy same amount as last year. The 
public seems to call for a great deal more value for a lower 
price than they used to. Lower prices seem to be in de- 
mand.—L. L. Rosenberg & Co. 


Torrington, Conn.—We did 25 per cent less business 
in 1921. We have about the same amount of stock left 
over. Mechanical toys sold best. Prospects for 1922 
are not very good. Our early purchases will be about 
two-thirds of last year. We will handle more imported 
mechanical toys, but not dolls—Worman Rawlinson Co. 

Waterbury, Conn.—Our 1921 toy business was about 
half that of 1920, and we carried over about half as much 
stock. The prospects for 1922 are only fair. Our early 
purchases will be about the same as last year. We will 
handle more imported toys this year.—Davis & Nye. 

Jacksonville, Fla—Our 1921 business was about the 
same as last year. Same amount of stock carried over. 
Everything sold well except velocipedes. I am going to 
make 1922 good. Our purchases will be about the same 
as last year. Will handle about the same amount of 1m- 
port toys as last year. Dolls sold extra well—Kohn 
Furchgott Co., John Leu, toy buyer.

Aurora, Ill.—We did 20 per cent less business in 1921.

Logansport, Ind.--Our 1921 toy business was about 
25 per cent short of 1920. We have less stock on hand 
because we bought less and sold from goods carried over 
from year before—much of it at a loss.

We think the prospects for 
1922 are better. The prices of some, or most, domestic 
toys remain entirely too high and the public refuses to 
buy them. This is especially true about chairs, small 
furniture and other wooden toys. The idea of the Amer- 
ican toy manufacturers holding the prices up Just as long 
as they think the public will stand for it is what is driving 
the retailer to imported toys.—I. Oppenheimer & Sons.

Atchison, Kans.—We did 21 per cent. less business in 
1921. And carried over g per cent more stock. The 
medium and less expensive toys sold best. Prospects 
are about the same as in 1920. There will be no great 
toy business done until prices are reduced a very great 
per cent. They are in most cases the same as in 1919, 
which is too high—D. G. Ramsey Co. 


Wichita, Kans.—-1921 was the best year we ever had 
in volume as well as money sales. Stock carried over this 
year is about the same as last. Dolls and the larger toys 
sold best. The prospects for 1922 are good. Our early 
purchases will be practically the same as last year. We 
will handle about the same number of imported toys as 
last vear. We would suggest in order to further the 
sales of American made goods reasonable prices and new 
novelties as well as superior quality or make-—Orr Book 
& Staty. Co. 


Louisville, Ky—Regarding toy business for 1921, 
would say that our business for the year showed a slight 
Increase over 1920 and our stock on hand shows a slight 
decrease on the first of the year. 


We find that during the Xmas holiday the moderate 
priced toys sold the best and that there was not as large 
a demand for high priced stuff, as in former years. Ve- 
locipedes did not sell as well with us as in other years, 
but there was a larger sale on coaster wagons. As the 
price of coaster wagons was reduced late in the season 
and the price of velocipedes was not reduced, it would 
seem that reducing the prices had an effect upon the sale. 


We make the gerater part of our purchases during the 
month of February in New York and expect to purchase 
as much as we did last year. We believe that the lower 
prices for 1922 will stimulate buying, but that it will re- 
quire the sale of a much larger quantity to equal the vol- 
ume. We hardly believe that the volume of business in 
money for 1922 will exceed the business of 1921. With 
the exception of dolls, we handle very little imported 
goods. We believe that it is up to the American Manu- 
facturers to improve their system of inspecting their 
goods and packing before shipping them, as a great deal 
of goods have reached us this year in a damaged and un- 
salable condition—The Sutcliffe Co.

Boston, Mass.—We had a 20 per cent increase in sales 
over 1920. Stock carried over is about 50 per cent less.

We will handle no more import toys excepting 
dolls and tree ornaments. American made toys in my 
opinion are built to use and last a little while anyway, 
but the general run of import toys are simply made to 
look at, and I claim in the long run there is more loss 
than profit in buying import toys.

Worcester, Mass.—We suffered the business depres- 
sion with all other merchants of our city. Our early pur- 
chases will be about the same as last year—N, A. Bout- 
well Toy Shop. 


Waterville, Me.—Our business on toys was practically 
the same as during 1920. Our stock on hand 1s about 
the same in value but much better assortment and quality. 
Dolls, games, books, mechanical trains and toys were 
good, but friction toys were slow.

As I was not authorized to purchase toys until 
the middle of October it seemed almost impossible to 
secure enough toys and especially the good sellers to do 
anything like the amount of the previous year. It was 
necessary for me to go out in the market as far as Chi- 
cago to meet the demands expected of me, this proves 
the old adage “Where there’s a will there’s a way.” 

I am carrying over a little more stock than last year, 
owing to the fact that some of the stock was not received 
until December 24th. It is almost impossible to say what 
toys sold best as everything went although there was 
a little slump in dolls and automobiles. Purchases only 
on imports will be early this year as we had excellent suc- 
cess with our late purchases on imported toys. As for 
suggestions, I predict this to be the banner year as it has 


already started by doubling the figures on sales of last

New York City.—Business for 1921 compared very 
favorably with that of 1920. Stock on hand about the 
same.

Cleveland, Ohio.—We did about 5 per cent less business 
on toys im 1921, and carried over about 10 per cent less 
stock. The lower priced toys sold best. January 1s start- 
ing very slowly and cannot tell what the prospects for 
1922 will be. Our early purchases will be about the same 
as last year. Import toys are selling well. We will prob- 
ably handle more of them. Most domestic toys were 
offered by manufacturers at “peak” prices and cannot be 
sold on that basis.—The Stearn Co. 

Dayton, Ohio.-—Our 1921 toy sales increased nearly 
50 per cent. We have less than two-thirds the stock we 
had a year ago. Mamma dolls, electric toys and boys’ 
sporting goods sold best with us. We expect to make a 
good increase during 1922. We will need more goods 
than last year—Rike-Kumler Co. 

Akron, Ohio.—General business for the year 1921 was 
far below that of 1920, however, the toy line was fair 
during the year compared to our other lines, and the 
Christmas business good, that is Christmas week, and if 
the other weeks of December had been im proportion the 
toy trade would have been excellent. 

Our carried over stock will about equal that from 1920 
but this will probably be sold up before our 1922 Chnist- 
mas stock arrives.

When we placed our orders the first part of 1921 we 
were well pleased with the majority of prices as most 
manufacturers had made radical reductions, but we found 
our customers demanding that goods be sold at prices 
even lower than pre-war. We believe their belief in these 
reductions was due to too much newspaper notoriety as 
regarded the lowering of prices on all lines of merchan- 
dise.

Pennsylvania 


Philadelphia.—In reply to your request of December 
6, we are pleased to answer your questions as follows: 
1921 was the largest year in our toy business. Stock 
carried forward is less than in 1920. Games, blocks and 
electric trains sold best. Too early to prophesy as to 
prospects for 1922. The season is not sufficiently far 


advanced to make any statement as to our first orders as | 


compared with early orders last year. Imported toys 
were excellent sellers. Regarding next year can report 
more intelligently later on. 


If I may be permitted to suggest—the average Ameri- 
can toy manufacturer should take time to study some of 
the reasons why imported toys, similar in construction 
and design to the American toys, always outsell the latter. 
The packing of some of the American manufacturers can 
be greatly improved upon, especially iron. 


I would also suggest the study of using soft pastel 
shades on iron toys. The detail which makes the average 
European toy so attractive to the eye is noticeably lack- 
ing in many American toys. If you will carefully go 
over the majority of the metal toys, excluding electric 
trains manufactured in America, you will, no doubt, come 
to the conclusion that the most manufacturers buy one 
barrel of red and one-half barrel of green paint and mix 
up a gallon of gold paint; whereas the European manu- 
facturers making similar toys will use anywhere from 
three to five soft pastel shades, which add greatly to the 
looks of the toy and I believe I can say without contra- 
diction that the average purchaser today, at Christmas 
time, buys on looks. 


I do not wish to convey a thought that I am criticizing 
the American toys in a disparaging way. My thoughts are 
entirely constructive, as I am very anxious to see the 
American toy business go forward and I cannot feel that 
heavy red and green paints are particularly pleasing to a 
child and they are not appreciated by the best adults. 
This is shown many times during the day by putting 
them side by side as I have done to see the customer select 
the European toy with its soft tinted shades and pay more 
for the latter —Strawbridge & Clothier, by H. R. Lands- 
downe. 


Altoona, Pa.—QOur toy business was short about 75 
per cent this year. We carried over one-fourth more 
stock than we did from 1920. Dolls, teddy bears, me- 
chanical toys and toys to sell at 25 and so cents each 
sold best. It is too early to say much about prospects 
for 1922. We hope for better things. Prices are still 
too high. American dolls are very well made but are 
too high priced—-H. R. Shasor, toy buyer for Wm. F. 
Gabel & Co. 

Braddock, Pa.—Our 1921 business was below that of 
1920, and the stock carried over is slightly larger. Low 
priced toys sold best, the plain, substantial kind. Pres- 
ent prospects indicate that there will be no change during 
1922. Our early purchases will be more conservative than 
last year—Katz & Goldsmith. 

Easton, Pa.—QOur 1921 business was about the same 
as 1920. We will carry over 25 per cent more stock. 
Mechanical toys and dolls sold best. Prospects for 1922 
are not as good as 1921. Our early purchases will be 
Io per cent less.—-Bon Ton Co. 

Johnstown, Pa.—Our 1921 toy business was about 20 
per cent less than 1920. We carried over about the same 
amount as we did in 1920. The toys that sold best were 
those that did not run into money. Prospects for 1922 
are about the same as they were for 1921. Our early 
purchases will be about the same as last year. Import 
toys are selling well—Penn Traffic Co., G. F. Succop, 
toy buyer. 

Stroudsburg, Pa.—Our Christmas business was better 
this year. We carried over less stock. Dolls and games 
sold best. Prospects for 1922 are good. Our early pur- 
chases will be about the same as last year. We are selling 
less imported toys this year—A. B. Wyckoff. 


Titusville, Pa——The toy business with our three stores 
was only about one-half what it was in 1920. We are 
carrying over a great many goods. There are many items 
where we will not need to buy any for 1922. We will 
say that our purchases this year will not be one-half what 
they were in former years. We are not looking for any 
better business in 1922 than we did in 1921. 


One of the reasons that business has been off on toys 
is on account of the high prices. It is high time that the 
American toy manufacturers sat up and took notice. It 
is all right for the American toy manufacturers to urge 
dealers to sell American toys, but the large department 
stores and mail order houses are selling imported goods 
that are much less in price, and the smaller dealers are 
going to buy imported goods to a certain extent unless 
the American manufacturers prepare to market their 
products at a fair price. These are facts we are giving 
you and we wish there was some way that the American 
toy manufacturers could view these matters in the light 
that we do, and we are satisfied that the average dealer 
in toys feels about as we do in the matter—United Hard- 
ware & Supply Co., S. S. Bryan, Treas. 
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Providence, R. I.—Our 1921 toy business was better 
than 1920. We have less than half the stock on hand. 
Good, well made toys sold best. 1922 should be as good 
‘or better as this year. Our early purchases will be about 
the same as last year.—Imported toys are selling O. K. 
Will use some.—Shepard Co. 

Sioux Falls, S. D.—Our 1921 toy business was 10 per 
cent less than in 1920. Our stock on hand now is very 
much less than that carried over from 1920. The pros- 
pects for 1922 are for a good, normal year. Our early 
purchases will be much less than 1921. Import toys sold 
‘very big. Domestic makers must get prices down.— 
Fantle Bros. & Danforth Co. 

Petersburg, Va.—Business as a whole for the year 1921 
‘was not as large as the year 1920. But our holiday busi- 
ness in 1921 was larger than in 1920. It was surprising 
how on the last few weeks the people turned the money 
loose, and we recovered rapidly from the losses of the 
previous months. The cause of this extra money being 
‘spent we think was the fact that in this section the 
Christmas Saving Club has reached an important factor 
‘and the situation was relieved when the banks turned this 
money loose. Our stock will inventory about the same 
this year as it did last year. 

The trade in general are buying the better grade of 
toys, and the practical toys, for that reason American 
‘made toys will make better inroads in the future than 
we have in the past. We believe this year will be our 
banner year in toys and we are going to make our pur- 
chases accordingly. 


We still intend to carry a certain line of import toys, 
but where it is possible we are replacing these with do- 
‘mestic toys. Some of our American manufacturers must 
reduce prices in order to stay in the game, but we believe 
the Toy Fair this year will show us that they intend to

Spokane, Wash.—Volume of business for 1920 and 
1921 exactly the same. Nineteen hundred and twenty- 
one stock carried over about 40 per cent less than 1920. 
Medium priced toys sold best. Prospects for 1922 are 
‘good. Our earlier purchases will be heavier. Imported 
toys were about 15 per cent of our 1921 stock. Will 
handle less in 1922. Last year offered the first oppor- 
‘tunity in this community for the toy buying public to 
compare German toys with American made toys and as 
the former will undoubtedly suffer in the comparison, it 
is to be expected that the sale of import toys will not 
‘be so large as 1921; consequently our purchases on these

Charleston, W. Va.—Our general business was nearly 
as good as 1920; toys better. We carried over less stock. 
Mechanical toys sold best. We hope for better business 
In 1922 as miners’ strikes are to be settled on a new scale. 
Our early purchases will be about the same.—Import toys 
sold fair. Too poorly constructed and too easily broken. 
We will handle less of them this year. We will stick 
more this year to American made toys.—Coyls & Rich- 
ardson, W. D. Hoy, toy buyer. 

From an important city in Wisconsin we receive the 
following report: 

Dolls and games are carried in connection with our 
book department so we can only speak in a general way 
regarding them. Dolls went well and our first stock sold 
out quickly; we re-stocked in a small way and part of 
this second stock was sold. Some of the imported dolls 
did not hold up well and have given us a good deal of 
grief. We did not experience as much trouble with the 
domestic dolls. Games went quite well but did not clean 
out as well as the first stock of dolls. Doll buggies are 
carried in the same department but we carried over, from 
the year before, a sufficient stock and made it a point to 
sell out this stock instead of buying new stock for 1921. 

Mechanical toys, toy trains, toy automobiles, wheel toys 
and in fact practically everything except the items men- 
tioned in the paragraph above, are carried in our regular 
toy department which opens November Ist and closes 
about December 31st of each year. This department 
showed an increase in sales by dollars of about one-half 
over 1920. 

We carried over just a little less from 1921 than from 
1920. Our aim is to close out everything possible to avoid 
warehouse and packing charges on goods carried over. 

The toys that seemed to sell best were mechanical toys 
and novelties of various kinds. Many of the old staples 
failed to go well and will not be re-stocked. Among the 
wheel toys, those made of metal seemed to sell best in 
Oshkosh. We attribute this to the fact that many wood 
wheel toys are manufactured in Oshkosh and in various 
ways are distributed direct to the consumer while the 
metal wheel toys are manufactured mostly in the East 
and are less common among the local people for which 
reason they sell better here. ° 


Regarding toy business for 1922, we suppose toy busi- 
ness will be as good as 1921, depending to a certain extent 
on the unemployment problem. 


Regarding our purchases for 1922, they will be gov- 
erned to a great extent by the result of investigation at 
the New York and Chicago toy fairs. Therefore if prices 
in effect at these two fairs seem sufficiently lower we will 
purchase more in April than last year, although our pol- 
icy 1s to place orders at the fairs only when we get the 
terms we consider right and where we can not get the 
right terms and rating we bring the memorandums home 
and make much closer comparisons and then place the 
order by mail.

As a mother I'd like to plead with the manufacturers 
to invent some kind of a stout, substantial holder at the 
end of the balloon string that would make it easy for little 
folks to grasp their baloons. Balloons are such favorite 
toys with children, and yet I think most parents hate them 
because they cause so many heartaches and tears and un- 
pleasant scenes on trips to town or special outings. 

I remember one time when I undertook to have the 
two small children see a circus parade, and while waiting 
during the usual delay, bought each child a balloon. Many 
were the lost balloons soaring above the crowd, but my 
wee boys clutched theirs tightly, and all went well until I 
started across the street with my toddlers after the parade 
had passed. 

Of course, “Bob Bill” chose this opportune time to 
stretch out his cramped fingers a little bit, and like a bird 
out of a cage, the pretty blue balloon flew away. It did 
not soar high, however, but went skipping gaily down 
the street, serenely unconscious of the terrible traffic that 
endangered its fragile self. 

As swift as the truant balloon, “Bob Bill” darted from 
my restraining hand and started in pursuit. I dared not 
desert the other baby and gave a startled scream that 
brought swift action from the onlookers. Someone 


~ checked Bob's dangerous course, and someone dashed to 


the rescue of the reckless balloon. I held “Bob Bill” with 
a grip of iron while the dancing baloon was being so 
kindly recovered, and soon his sobs ceased as once more 
he held his precious balloon.

‘‘Daddy” made a jump for the elusive string but could 
not reach it. Clerks and manager seemed too rushed to 
furnish another balloon, so daddy made another attempt 
from a footstool. This was useless, also. Then he stood 
on the arm of the chair and hooked a button-hook about 
the string after several attempts that nearly unbalanced 
him. By that time his antics were causing much amuse- 
ment and interest, and the manager offered tardy assist- 
ance.

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Exquisite Doll Display by Lord & Taylor 


What could be better calculated to stop the passerby 
on Fifth avenue than this charming window of dolls in 
peasant costume installed during the holiday season by 
Lord & Taylor. New York? It is especially designed 
to give the idea that dolls can be things of art as well 
as playmates for children. 
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Christmas Scenes in Paris Stores 


Interesting Holiday decorations seen 1n large department stores of French capital. Dolls are used 
to depict scenes from folklore. Spanish Bull Fight, Life in Zululand are features of display 


LTHOUGH the Christmas decorations and window 

displays of the Paris department stores are very sim- 
ple and economically gotten up as compared with pre-war 
times, they have taken inspiration from very varied 
sources, and prove to be interesting as well as amusing to 
the crowds of children and grown-ups who gather about 
them daily. Little dolls of about five inches are used by 
all the stores for the figures of the different scenes de- 
picted. These little dolls are extremely lifelike, being 
handmade in cloth, and each one given a special person- 
ality. 

The Grands Magasins du Louvre, for instance, have 
used them in a series of window displays, representing, 
one a Spanish bull fight, one a scene in the Bois de 
Boulogne, in which types of Paris life are presented, in- 
cluding American and English tourist couples, etc. The 
most important window represents Indian festivities, with 
the palaces, Hindu temple door, etc., very carefully gotten 
up in painted cardboard. 

Hindu inspiration is also seen in the interior decoration. 
One of the main halls is entirely decorated with painted 
panels representing Hindu divinities and from the ceil- 
ings hang huge fairy birds dotted with colored electric 
lamps. Among the toys for sale there are several elab- 
orate elephants carrying the Indian couch or mounted 
with Indian soldiers. 

Zululand-Life Scenes at Galaries Lafayette 

A very amusing series of Zululand life sceneries 1s 
shown in four windows of the Galeries Lafayette on the 
Boulevard Haussmann. Here the dolls are little negroes, 
very well made and clothed. All this little world is ani- 
mated electrically in an amusing way. 

The toy department on the ground floor does not show 
any elaborate decoration; it simply consists of the p-. - 
ular rows of little flags of all countries, but these are in 
such numbers and so well arranged that the effect is gay 
and attractive. 

This store is giving a lot of space to mechanical and 
electric toys and as a demonstration, they have among 
other things a miniature Eiffel Tower, about four yards 
high with a set of small airplanes going around. The 
little flags decoration mentioned is seen in most of the 
stores and toy shops. 

At the Printemps 

The Printemps, which usually devoted the main hall of 
the building destroyed to their Christmas decoration, 
have employed three or four windows in one of the an- 
nexes, and have done it so effectively that, although sit- 
uated on a back side street, the displays are attracting 
crowds at every hour of the day. One window on the 
Rue de Provence is in the gothic style and illustrates the 
“Legende de Ste-Odile,’ Alsace patron saint. It is the 
reproduction of the story and drawing which won the 
first award in the last competition organized by the 


Printemps among French children. Other windows re- 
produce traveling fair attractions, merry-go-rounds, gym- 
nastic demonstrations and all sorts of comical shows 
which are made really amusing even for the grown-up, 
by the antics of the animated dolls. 


The sale of toys ‘is made in a recently opened annex 
of the store and this arrangement seems to be satisfac- 
tory. 

Bon Marche Lavish With Decoration 

The Bon Marche, of all the big Paris stores, is the 
one which has devoted the most place to Christmas deco- 
rations. Almost all the ground floor is decorated, part 
of it with painted canvas covering the pillars and bal- 
conies, or with luminous columns placed at each corner 
of the counters and made in the fashion of Japanese lan- 
terns. The main decoration is in a circular hall with a 
central stairway which has been used to build up the 
whole decoration. 


Village Church on Christmas Eve 

On the first landing of the stairway is a rather large 
cardboard construction representing a village church on 
Christmas night; on each side of the foot of the stairway 
is a picturesque village house. On the roof of one is 
“Bonhomme Noel” (Santa Claus) loaded with toys and 
throwing them through the chimnéy. This is the good 
children’s house. On the roof of the other is a “Pere 
Fouettard” carrying an old broom. This is the naughty 
children’s house. Both little houses are used as counters 
for the sale of dolls and candies. The balconies around 
the hall are entirely camouflaged by large painted panels 
.ig the children’s paradise, scenes of bright blue 
..s and luminous clouds in which ride fantastic cars 

loaded with toys, electric stars and. comets. 


A Weird Decoration 

One of their windows, although not a Christmas dis- 
play, is worth mentioning. It is an illustration of Ra- 
belais’ famous work “‘Gargantus,” and represents an enor- 
mous personage in the fashion of the time, sitting at a 
table with huge chickens and pieces of food and an army 
of tiny valets to serve him. This window is in honor of 
the “French Cooking Week” now going on. 

One of the toy specialty shops along the Rue de Divon 
is attracting the public’s curiosity with a huge Harlequin, 
several stories high, the feet of which are just above the 
entrance door of the shop, whereas the head reaches the 
top of the building. 

The Trois-Quartiers are featuring a very practical idea 
in their window displays on the Rue Duphot. Each of 
a series of four or five windows is devoted to articles of 
the same price. There is a window where everything 
displayed is sold at 5 francs, one at 10 fragcs, 15 francs, 
20 and 30 francs, and each window contains a good 
variety of Christmas and New Year’s gifts. 
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Christmas Toy Stunts in St. Louis 


Special effort made to place goods 1n most artistic 


surroundings. 


HRISTMAS toy displays in St. Louis department 

stores and shops directed their appeal more to 
the intellect of the child this season than did those of 
former years. 


As a hint of the modern tendency in the world of 
make-believe, electrical and mechanical toys were fea- 
tured this season in the window displays as well as in 
the toy departments. So great was the emphasis on 
these types of playthings that everything in toyland 
seemed to be moving. Even Santa Claus bobbed his 
head approvingly at the youthful visitors or revolved 
swiftly on an imitation cake of ice that greatly re- 
sembled a real one. 


That jolly old fellow whom children have been 
taught to think of in connection with the Yuletide was 
less in evidence in St. Louis this year. Several de- 
partment heads explained that they were devoting less 
attention to the Santa Claus appeal because the child 
of today has little faith in him. Instead of “Santa 
Claus’ Headquarters” which the toy departments for- 
merly were called “Toytown,” “Toy Land” and “The 
Toy Shop” were the official titles. 

Special efforts were made this.-Christmas to offer 
not only attractive merchandise, but the place it in the 
most artistic surroundings. So well did several of 
the stores succeed that a Christmas atmosphere pre- 
vailed throughout the toy: centers. Advertising, too, 
expressed the holiday spirit. aes

An advertising and entertainment featufe! 27497 
the children liked was arranged by the Scruggs-Vatr- 


dervoort-Barney Company. Advertisements appear- 
ing in the Friday papers of December 2, 9 and 16 in- 
vited the children and their parents to “The Dance of 
the Toys” in the Vandervoort Music Hall on the fol- 
lowing day. The hall located on the fifth floor of the 
store is equipped with properties of a small theater. 


When the guests had packed the hall they were 
treated to a real Christmas entertainment with mem- 
bers of the Children of America Loyalty League pre- 
senting the program. First Santa Claus appeared, 
and in wishing them all a Merry Christmas, told them 
that they could leave their orders for gifts in the Van- 
dervoort Toy Shop as he was hurrying off to Chicago 
and would be unable to talk to each one personally. 


Then followed songs and dances by children dressed 
as dolls, teddy bears, little Tin Soldiers and other toys. 
The program ended with “The House That Jack 
Built,” in which the children recited in succession 
lines from the nursery rhyme, presenting a toy from 
the Vandervoort shop as an illustration. 

Attractive programs were given out. On one side 
was the list of entertainment features and on the other

a sketch of Santa Claus with a group of children about 
him. Below the sketch was “A Letter from Santa 
Claus,” which read: 

“Dear children: 

“T’ve sent the very best toys my elves can make, 
and you'll find them in the Toy Shop at Vandervoorts. 
I don’t believe I’ve ever had such a variety and num- 
ber of playthings as I’ve cellected this Christmas. 
Stop in with mother and see them. 

“Yours for a Jolly Christmas.—Santa Claus.” 

And below the letter this reminder: 


Visit the Toy Shop—Basement 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney. 


Following the completion of the program, the chil- 
dren were taken for a tour of the shop, and, of course, 
many parents who accompanied them made selections 
then for Christmas gifts. 


Lots of Toys Placed in Windows. 

Vandervoort’s used one corner window throughout 
the Christmas season to display articles from the Toy 
Shop. In addition the store carried out the idea of 
placing several small toys in every other window of 
the store. This served to bring the Toy Shop to the 
attention of the window shopper. 

Wherever possible these little displays corresponded 
with the principal one. In a window showing Indian 
suits and other play togs for children there was a 
corner devoted to toy cannons, small pistols and other 
war toys. In an educational exhibit appeared a toy 
talking machine. With the costume display was 
shown a carefully dressed doll and a doll trunk filled 
with pretty clothes. 


Toyland at Famous-Barr’s. 


The Famous-Barr Company which devoted great at- 
tention to its toy department with special displays and 
newspaper advertising, selected the basement balcony 
as the setting for Toyland. Entrance was gained via 
stairways decorated to resemble chimney corners. 
This same idea of the chimney corners with Santa 
Claus appearing at various intervals was maintained 
throughout the entire department. <A design repre- 
senting icicles and snow around at the point where the 
walls and ceiling met was very effective as was a 
decoration of tinselled festoons. 

This store gave more window space to toys than 
did any other St. Louis store. These displays were 
of such an unusual and attractive type that crowds 
stood in front of them from early in the morning until 
late in the evening. 

One corner window and three adjoining ones at one 
of the busiest locations in St. Louis were devoted to 
the toys. The corner window displayed toys of high- 
est grade. The central figure which first attracted

the eye was an electric teeter go-round upon which two 
pretty dolls were swinging. An electrical train, a life- 
size pony, a toy theater, and a host of other things 
were included. ) 

An effect of animation was produced in the next two 
windows by unique backgrounds. In the first, by 
means of an electrical arrangement, a clown seated in 
a small sait boat moved back and forward in an imita- 
ticn sea, always on the point of being eaten up by a 
monstrous serpent which opened its mouth in realistic 
fashion. The children obtained much enjoyment out 
of watching the perils of the clown as they did the 
antics of animals tugging at a rope—the background 
of the second window. .\ miniature stable filled with 
horses was placed in the center of this first display 
while a castle placed rather higher above a tield of 
soldiers, beth infantry and cavalry, formed the feature 
of the other window. 

The last of the group was devoted exclusively to 
dolls and doll furniture. Santa Claus was there, re- 
volving on an icy table in the center of the window 
with the dolls and doll accessories all about. 


At the Grand Leader. 


A corner window featuring both electrical and me- 
chanical tovs and an adjoining window made up the 
display at the Grand J.eader Department Store. A 
doll which danced on a revolving table, animals that 
nodded their heads irrespective of time, a toy monkey 
that performed upon a rope suspended from the top 
of the window—all these served to add to the popular- 
ity of the corner. 


But it was the arrangement of the toy departinent 
of “Toytown” on the fifth oor which served to make 
one enthusiastic over toys and to give a feeling of 
satisfaction at finding things in a specific place. 

“Toytown” was arranged in squares with each type 
of article separated from the others. Gunde posts just 
like one finds to mark the streets of a city, told the 
customer where to find just what he was seeking. 
There was Wooden Way with horses and wagons, 
clowns, tenpins, Humpty Dumpty circus scts, etc. ; 
Zoo Drive offering teddy bears, cats, dogs. elephants, 
monkeys, cows and horses; Game Square with check- 
crs, dominoes and every other kind of game imagin- 
able; Iron Highway where were the stoves, scales, 
banks, fire engines, wagons, moving picture chimes, 
etc.; Railroad Terminal with imported mechanical 
trains, clectrical trains, trolleys, trackless railways, 
bumpers, tunnels, switches and the hke; Toytown 
Speedway with its automobiles, doll carriages, veloci- 
pedes, hand cars, skudder cars, rocking horses, sleds 
and chairs; Doll Palace where dwelt many pretty dolls 
from several nations; and Dish Highway with enam- 
eled tea sets, aluminum wear, imported dinner sets, 
etc. 


Another attractive advertisement gotten out by this 
same firm was headed A B C Specials. Black initial 
“letters were placed in alphabetical order down two

columns—half in one and half in the other—followed 
by the name and description of a toy beginning with 
the same letter. 


The Junior Herald, a page advertisement issued by 
the store once each week in a daily newspaper was full 
of toy news during the Christmas season. This has 
proved an excellent plan of advertising things for 
youthful customers. It always is written in a style

One of the first requisites for getting these cards,.

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is a good window display, and an excellent example 
of this is that of the Haines & Essick Co., Decatur, 
Ill. The wall was covered with large fancy Valen- 
tines—for many still cling to these lace paper and satin 
sentimental tokens—while severa! tables, covered with 
white erepe paper spreads stamped with red hearts, 
held red rose bon bon dishes, place cards showing 
little dancers in red skirts, and red crepe paper lamp 
shades. Scattered over the floor and adjoining tables 
were red cardboard hearts and paper caps of 1ed or 
white. 


Another firm had the background of their window 
covered with white crepe paper studded with red 


hearts. In the center was a large heart, within a 
circle of red roses; while in the corner was a vase 
filled with crimson roses. Large red satin boxes held 
de luxe chocolates, while others were filled with red 
envelopes, and red, gilt edge cards, for invitations to 
a Valentine party. Strewn about the window were 
rolls of crepe paper sprinkled with hearts, paper nap- 
kins in heart and dart designs, and cream envelopes 
sealed with red hearts. There were heart shaped 
moulds for ices, and heart shaped cutters for cakes 
and cookies; together with place cards, dance pro- 
grams and favors, as well as post cards and little leaf- 
lets of Valentine greetings. 

George Roe, San Antonio, Texas, featured school 
supplies and Valentines for children. In the center 
at a desk was seated a small boy busily engaged draw- 
ing a heart and arrow ona scratch pad. On the desk 
was a set of water colors for painting the sketch, as 
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well as scissors, a bottle of muciiage, strips of red and 
gold paper, lace paper and many small pictures. A 
card suggested: 

Let the children have the fun of making their 
own Valentines. We have all the material. 
Let them bring their pennies and buy what they 
choose. | 


Stamp Desk at Marshall Field’s. 


A little convenience that did much to create good 
will and increase the Valentine trade was the stamp 
desk established by Marshall Field & Co., Chicago. It 
was placed at the end of the Valentine and greeting 
card department, and here stamps of all denomina- 
tions were sold, while there were pens and ink in 
abundance. A person could purchase his Valentines, 
address, stamp and mail them right here and thus 
avoid a trip to the post office. The use of the Valen- 
tine as a gift suggestion was carried out in a number 
of the departments. For example, in the doll section 
there was a large lace paper Valentine, 3x4 feet, in 
the center of which instead of the conventional hearts 
and flowers was placed a large doll. 

The Maison Blanche, New Orleans, La., called at- 
tention to their cards and gifts for Valentine Day by 
placing in their window a regulation U. S. mail box 
attached to a post. Near it stood a little miss of six 
in white dress, with a big envelope in her hand, which 
she was reaching up to place in the mail box. The 
letter was addressed to “Mr. Dan Cupid,” and was 
sealed with a big red wafer. A long panel at one end 
of the display was filled with Valentine postcards ; 
while another held lace paper Valentines. The floor, 
covered with billows of red silk, was strewn with cards 
and envelopes, long and slender, or buff or silver, each 
with a large red heart in the center and an appropriate 
Valentine sentiment, such as: 


Come fill this empty heart of mine and be my lovely 
Valentine. 


If you accept this ring from me your faithful beau 
I'll ever be. 


A Lincoln and Washington Window. 


For the merchant who wished to make a combina- 
tion display of the February heroes, the Washington- 
Lincoln window of the Haines & Essick Co., Decatur, 
lll., is commendable. Suspended from the top was a 
large flag, high on the wall were steel engravings of 
both Washington and Lincoln, while on the floor were 
life-size framed paintings of these two presidents. In 
the center was a table, with place cards and favors, 
bon bon dishes and crepe paper napkins, all in red, 
white and blue, suitable for a patriotic dinner or 
luncheon. There were also rolls of red, white and blue 
paper for making decorations, and many Washington 
and Lincoln post cards. Holding the place of honor 
was an illumined copy of Lincoln’s Gettysburg address 
pasted on heavy cardboard. Candlesticks with red, 
white and blue shades; cards with sentiments from 
each of the presidents; shields, fancy caps, and roll 
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of tricolored paper were displayed; while down in 
front was an interesting collection of Lincoln relics. 
The whole window attracted much attention and inci- 
dentally offered suggestions as to paper decorations 
and many little novelties appropriate for a dance or 
dinner on either Washington or Lincoln’s birthday.— 
Another Good Valentine Window. 

Evans, Philadelphia, had a window that attracted 
young and old. Suspended by red ribbons from the 
ceiling were scores of red cardboard hearts. High on 


the wall was a big heart studded with small red bulbs 
on which cupid was painted. The window was ar- 
ranged in a series of shelves filled with Valentine 
novelties. There were kewpie dolls with red sashes, 
little cupids of marble or composition, quaint Valen- 
tine cardboard cut-outs, lace paper Valentines, book- 
lets, Valentine stationery, heart-shaped boxes of candy, 
lamp shades and all kinds of paper decorations, while 
in the center, tied with red ribbons, was a mass of red 
carnations and green foliage. °

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SOME OBSERVATIONS FOR 1922. 


By J. H. Tregoe, Secretary-Treasurer, National 
Association of Credit Men. 


HE year 1921 will pass into history as furnishing 

a complexity of problems more difficult, more in- 
tricate and more significant than any year of the pres- 
ent generation. We have passed through the year 
with no more serious mishaps than would come to us 
in regular course, as a result of indulgence in over- 
optimism and overfeeding in unwarranted expecta- 
tions. A glance backward tells us clearly enough that 
we have suffered under our inability to estimate cor- 
rectly the disorders of an overburdened economic con- 
dition. As we look back we can see that too much 
stress was being laid at times upon surface conditions 
and too little analysis given to basic conditions. 


There has been in the past thirty days a smaller 
visible movement of business on the surface. In a 
number of seasonal lines demands have decreased for 
the reason that the rather feverish demands which ac- 
celerated business in October and a part of Novem- 
ber have left goods on the shelves, and unseasonable 
weather in many sections of the country has been 
responsible for disappointments in retail sales. 


We believe the most serious factor in the present 
situation is the distressful condition in which the 
farmer finds himself. We have made a great god of 
industry, have devoted too little attention to the effh- 
ciency of our land, and because of this neglect are now 
passing through a most difficult period. In most of 
the agricultural sections the farmer is doing his level 
best to liquidate old debts; he cannot purchase new 
equipment; his home requirements are reduced to a 
minimum, and the store supplying the farmers are as 
a consequence getting little business. Collections are 
also very slow. Many accounts are positively frozen 
and the outlook is that they will continue frozen until 
the coming new crop. We emphasize this situation in 
the hope that consciousness may come to the business 
public of the need of devoting more consideration to 
our agricultural problems. We must also turn the 
eyes of the farmer from Congress to the land; must 
build up the efficiency of the farmer, fully recognizing 
that the country cannot be prosperous with its agricul- 
tural interests in distress. 


Though business on the surface has slowed down 
and many a concern is passing through a crisis as a 
result of an accumulation of untoward circumstances, 
yet we are glad to say that basically the improvement 
noted before has continued and there is more reason 
for confidence than ever. We feel safe in saying this 
because, first of all, the international situation is im- 
proving, and one of the things that give us confidence 
here is that we of America are beginning to recognize 
the need of lending a hand to Central Europe. We 
now see that enlightened selfishness suggests a spirit 
of helpfulness to the sorely tried peoples there. 
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A “Half Flight Down’ Doll Shop 


Interesting story of how Brodeur’s Doll Shop tn Indianapolis 


was finally located 1n basement adjoining Monument Circle 
(By SHIRLEY WARE) 


NLY a few years ago, before store space became 

.a thing to seek for, the Monument Circle of In- 
dianapolis resembled a forsaken village, where only 
the street loafer sat himself down upon the monument 
steps to rest. It seemed a pity, too, for this was one 
of the show places of the Indiana capitol, and then new 
business came along and changed these conditions. 


Rents were steadily increasing, as were demands for 
space, and shops and stores that had to have down- 
town location again sought the circle. A moving 
picture theater selected it as a desirable location and 
there followed in its wake several other businesses. 
After a while rentals became steep on the circle and ex- 
clusive shops sought space in vain, for evervwhere 
shops were crowded. 


It was about this time that Mr. Brodeur, who con- 
ducted a doll hospital in a location he felt could be 
bettered, strolled around the circle hoping to find 
space there for a business that he was certain would 
grow if transplanted into space so thickly settled and 
‘Yime and again he searched for space, 
And then came the idea 


well traversed. 
but found nothing available. 
of a basement shop. 


Space after space was inspected with the same re- 
suit. The buildings had not been constructed with 
the idea of “letting” the basements, and they were 
merely storage places for the higher-up floors. At 
last a small space seemed possible because of its win- 
dow that opened out upon the street, while the first 
Noor of the building was entered from a series of steps 
that allowed light into the basement space. Only 
Mr. Brodeur had been able to see possibilities here, 
and the imagination had to be drawn upon extensively 
even in his case. 


Nevertheless, the space was contracted for, and a 
crew of painters set to work. It was necessary to 
change steam pipes and Mr. Brodeur spent over five 
hundred dollars putting the room in readiness for his 
occupancy, but he felt that even this expenditure 
would prove itself helpful, and so it has. 


The room was painted white and a door cut out to 
the street, where.a half-flight of steps lead to the Doll 
Hospital and Doll Shop under the owner’s name. 
Several shelves are built around the three sides of 
that part of the shop given over to display, and a 
partition separated this: space from the workroom. 


| Mr. Brodeur, his wife and two daughters, find a profitable and pleasant business in repairing and selling dolls. 
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where a very nice business has been going on for over 
a year, increasing month after month since the big 
holiday business of last year. 


Although the doll hospital business had been formed 
before taking this new space, it has greatly increased 
and the sale of dolls has surprised the owners. There 
are bisque dolls, metal dolls, rag dolls, wax dolls, 
wooden dolls—in fact, every sort one can imagine; 
and, although Mr. Brodeur admits he has been sorely 
tempted, so far no other toy merchandise has crept 
into the shop. He feels he prefers that 1t be known 
as a doll shop instead of a toy store. And then it 
must be taken into consideration that space is- not 
plentitul and a doll will take up no floor space and 
only a few inches of shelf space, whereas wheel toys 
will crowd the fioor and require many times more the 
display as the doll, with little if any more profit. 


From Sign Painter to Doll Doctor. 


Mr. Brodeur found his business in a peculiar way. 
Several vears ago he was known about Indianapolis 
only as a sign painter and wax-figure artist. He en- 
joyed a very nice business from different retail stores 
until there became less demand for wax figures. Hav- 
ing a friendly acquaintance with many stores through 
wax figure work, he was given dolls to repair, and 
after a while his name began to creep into toy and 
doll departments of stores until whenever anyone 
wished a doll repaired, his name was given them. 


When taking the new location a stock of dolls and 
dolls’ parts was added until the shelves are now 
crowded with stock. The most popular doll during 
the holiday season is that selling around $3.00 to $10.00, 
Mr. Brodeur asserts, while the remainder of the year 
the popular price is $1.50. 


The one display window has been so arranged as to 
take fullest advantage of its sales’ value. A series of 
shelves has been built a distance of about 20 inches 
apart and this framework sets within the window 
frame. The doll display is changed from time to time 
and they are placed upon these shelves. 


Wife and Daughter Attend to Sales. 


Mr. Brodeur takes care of the hospital work, while 
his wife and daughter attend to sales, arranging of 
stock, shipping, etc., and he informs that he has a 
family of daughters who will be converted into sales- 
people as soon as the business expands to that extent. 


A lively out of town business has been created in 
repair work through newspaper advertising and many 
packages left for repairs are mailed out parcel post, 
with charges collect. The check system is used to 
designate the dolls in for repair, part of which is given 
the customer and the other part is attached to the 
package. When the doll is left for repair, it is 
wrapped in a package to itself and each doll is handled 
separately in the hospital so as not to confnse the 
parts. If it must be left to stand, it is wrapped with 
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the remaining parts and put in a box to itself. The 
checks are itemized so the customer will know at a 
glance what constitutes the total charge, as follows:

' Although Mr. Brodeur’s business has grown to its 
present scope because he has made an effort to secure 
the business, yet he has stood out in the minds of 
other merchants because he conducted a one-business, 
and through this concentration he will in time become 
better known and command a broader field. His in- 
tentions are to speed to this goal through advertising, 
which will increase both local and out of town busi- 
ness, and if the sale of dolls will subsist throughout 
the year, and he believes it will, he has no idea of 
branching into other toys.

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Local Calendar as Applied to Toys 


By WANDA MOORE 


HY do toy merchants always display their wares in 

medley? We know the public want toys and may 
be moved to buy more toys if they are shown to them, 
but the psychology of salesmanship has taught us many 
lessons in the last few years and one of them is that as 
far as window displays are concerned a few articles 
artistically presented arrest the attention of passers-by 
better than a display of this and that and the other thing, 
as for the average person’s wants it is too apt to be “the 
other thing.” 

On the supposition that the calendar touches most hu- 
man needs and emotions, a merchant who makes his win- 
dow displays bear some reference to the seasons (other 
than Christmas) will find he outleads his competitors in 
sales. Then, too, local events can be represented in clever 
miniature with an average stock of toys and the result 
will be apparent in the number of people looking in the 
shop window—and of course that leads to greater sales. 


Ouija Boards Went Like Hot Cakes 


Two winters ago Sir Oliver Lodge visited Boston, 
Mass., to give his lectures of the Spirit World which at 
that time were creating a good deal of attention. As a 
result of advance press notices of his coming, not a Ouija 
board was obtainable in any toy shop by the time he 
reached the city, so great had been the demand for them. 
If any one merchant had anticipated this rush and stocked 


up plentifully with the boards he would have reaped 2 
rich reward for his foresight. 

Suppose this policy is further developed: When a Dog 
Show comes to town have a toy dog show as a window 
display and stock up with dogs, big and little dogs, simple 
and mechanical dogs, some in cages if possible and some 
with “blue ribbons.” It is easy to supply ‘local color” 
and instead of a commonplace assortment of toys in the 
window there will be an amused crowd looking at the 
“winners” and many toy dogs will be sold. 


Use the Circus 


Does the circus come to town? More animals in evi- 
dence but also clowns, acrobats, tiny tents and the para- 
phernalia of circuses beloved by most big and little folk. 
The same would be true of the arrival of a “motor show” ; 
a display of toy automobiles; a yacht race, toy boats on 
a cleverly arranged mirror; time for travel, toy railway 
trains, engines, anything pertaining to locomotion; out- 
ings, toy cameras, fishing games, “pop” guns for the 
shooting season, toy “farms” and “mooly” cows grazing 
on “real make believe grass.” 

If there is a county fair in the neighborhood with 
“races and baby show” then it can be a choice between 
a window display of “steeple chases” or an opportunity 
to have a baby show of dolls, asking the children of the 
town to vote on the “pretttest,’ the one that weighs the 
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most, or what you will. This would prove a most taking 
card to interest the child population of the town. 

Does the theatre season begin? Bring out the toy 
theatres and Punch and Judy into the window. Is there 
talk in the papers of building depression and housing 
shortage—display a “village” in the window with your 
doll houses and little signs “To Let” and “For Sale.” 

Doll Houses De Luxe 

Speaking of doll houses a good many firms which do 
not make toys as their main line are bringing out some 
effective little buildings as a side product. One firm in 
Massachusetts that sells window screens (The American 
Screen Co., Brookline) has some well built doll houses 
painted to represent brick that retail for $10.00 two 
stories) and one with an additional story for $18.00. 
They send out a simple illustrated folder on request with 
samples of the wall papers with which the different rooms 
of the doll houses are papered. 

A firm in Providence, Rhode Island which makes 
Colonial doll furniture (The Roger Williams Toy Co.) 
also makes doll houses which it advertises in its booklet 
for households which have not been fortunate enough to 
have a doll house already handed down from generation 
to generation. This is an excellent point to stress for 
the children of today love doll houses as much as the 
little children in the past and if more households could 
think of them as heirlooms there would be more sold. — 


Reproduction of Colonial Furniture 

The doll furniture made by this firm is extremely in- 
teresting as it is made in actual miniature of Colonial 
furniture—true in every detail to well known specimens 
. treasured by private collectors or historical societies. 

There is the “Mount Vernon Four Poster Bed” and 
the “Salem Four Poster Bed”; “Priscilla and Hearthside 
Chairs” and a wagon seat chair with rush seat, Grand- 
father’s clock, Windham mirrors, Great-grandmother’s 
rag rugs, “Piecrust” and “Tip-top” tables and a “Nar- 
ragansett Cradle” which is a dainty replica of a family 
cradle now in the museum of the Rhode Island Historical 
Society. 

Some of this doll furniture is being sold to women for 
jewel cases and more could so be sold if merchants would 
place it where it could come to the notice of the “smart 
set.” Many fashionable women like such novelties for 
their dressing tables or as an oddity to give as “favors” 
at some function. Many so-called favors are so flimsy 
that they serve only for a moment of fun and must be 
thrown away, but a bit of toy furniture which is useful 
and a fascinating miniature of Colonial products could 
well be pushed to advantage by enterprising merchants. 

Suitable pieces for jewel cases are the replicas of Peter 
Stuyvesant settees, the seat of which lifts up to disclose 
a jewel box, the little “Lowboy” with four real drawers 
and the “Gloucester Treasure Chest.” 

These toys are made in several color schemes, painted 
red with green decorations, painted yellow with red or 
black designs, Japanese lacquer (black and gold) and for 
grown people real mahogany. 

- Of course with window displays and with selling toys 
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as favors it is the intention to impress adults rather than 
children but the window displays will do both and when 
a child’s demands and a parent’s interest are synonymous 
it is “lucky” for a merchant but perhaps, after all, “luck” 
is the result of clever forethought. I wonder! 


JOHN E. TRAVERS DEAD. 


It will be sad news to the trade and a shock to his 
friends to hear of the death of John Edward Travers, 
for about twenty years the southern representative of 
the Riemann, Seabrey Co. 

Taken ill of a sudden and contracting pneumonia, 
he passed away within a few days. Mr. Travers died 
at his home, Rutherford, N. J., on December 22nd last 
at the age of 53, after forty years of honest endeavor. 
Beginning as an errand boy and office helper at the 
age of thirteen with the McKee & Harrington Baby 
Carriage Co., Lyndhurst, N. J., which was then his 
home town, he started a career which during his entire 
lifetime associated his name with the wheel goods 
industry. 

His progress was rapid, but due entirely to his own 
efforts, hard work, and that factor which is most im- 
portant for one’s success, stick-to-it-iveness. 

After the reorganization of the company under the 
name of Lyndhurst Bicycle Co.. he was made man- 
ager of the Newark store, where he remained until 
1900. About that time he made arrangements with 
the Whitney Reed Chair Co., of Leominster, Mass., 
now called the Whitney Reed Corporation. He was 
added to the selling forces of the Riemann, Seabrey 
Co., exclusive agents for that factory, and represented 
them in their other lines as well, until his death. 


CAST ALUMINUM TOY UTENSILS. 

An addition to the Wagner Mfg. Co. line of Sidney, 
Ohio, has recently been made in the form of cast alum- 
inum cooking utensils, packed in attractive display car- 
ton. For some time this company has made this in cast 
iron, but are now making them in aluminum also. Their 
cast iron has been made in two finishes, one being pol- 
ished outside and plain inside, and the other being nickel 
plated. 

They make up three different sets: one of three pieces, 
skillet, griddle and kettle; one of four pieces, skillet, 
griddle, kettle and teakettle; and one of five pieces, skil- 
let, griddle, kettle, teakettle and waffle iron. These sets 
will ail be made in cast aluminum as well as in cast iron 
and look very attractive. 


“TUMBLE TOM” IN TOY DEPARTMENT. 

“Tumble Tom,” a clown, was employed by the S. F. 
Iszard department store, Elmira, N. Y., to make their 
toy department popular with the children. The clown 
made himself at home with the children, helped them 
operate the mechanical toys and in other ways sought to 
popularize himself with the youngsters. The Iszard store 
announced his coming with page advertisements in the 


newspapers. 
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WOMEN SMOKERS IN LONDON 


Not Perhaps Toys, But Anyhow Novelties; That’s 
Why We Quote the Following From a 
London Paper 


Among the Christmas gifts for milady this year there 
is a beautiful array of smoking equipment, which includes 
pipes studded with jewels, cigar holders in feminine bags 
for carrying and delicately beribboned containers for the 
boudoir table. It is further proof that women smokers 
are going beyond the cigarette and are trespassing on 
man’s penchant for stronger tobacco. 


A. fashionable Piccadilly shop makes pipes according 
to the design and pattern submitted by fashionable cus- 
tomers. For many years this firm has kept the secret of 
Mayfair's women pipe smokers, accepting and filling or- 
ders on the quiet, but with smoking such an established 
fact among women now it is showing its wares openly. 


There seem to be many styles of women’s pipes, but 
they generally run toward little briers with squat bowls 
and thin black stems.

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AMERICAN TRADE RELATIONS WITH 
EUROPE IN 1921 AND IN 1913 


Furnished by the Department of Commerce, Wash- 
: ington. 

Europe is still cur greatest customer and our overseas trans- 
actions with the countries of that region during 1921 consider- 
ably surpass 1913 figures, says the Department of Commerce in 
a brief estimate for the year based on eleven months statistics. 


The total value of our trade with European countries in 192] 
probably approximated $2,380,000,000, as against $1,499,573,903 in 
1913. More detailed figures will be issued later but even with 
the higher value of the dollar our trade was larger than 1913. 


The United Kingdom is our best customer in Europe and in 
fact in the world, while Germany has risen to second place mn 
Europe as a consumer of American goods. Our exports to Ger- 
many during 1921 exceeded by about $25,000,000 our exports to 
that country in 1913. The final 1921 figures for Germany will 
show an increase in value over 1920. As compared with 1913. 
American exports to Italy in 1921 also show a great increase. 


Imports from Europe to the United States during 1921 were 
approximately $760,000,000, against $864,666,103 in 1913. Ameri- 
can imports from France slightly exceeded in value those of 1913. 
Imports from the United Kingdom werc slightly less than in 
1913, while imports from Germany were less than half the pre- 
war figures.

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Children as Inventors of Their Own Vehicles 


By F. E. SOUTHARD Prestdent and General Manager of the Toledo Metal Wheel Co. 


Editors Note.—Although Mr. Southard has been for thirty- 
five years active head of one of the largest companies manu- 
facturing children’s vehicles, and is an outstanding figure in 
the development of the industry, this is the first article from 
his pen which has been permitted for publication, and his 
observations are therefore doubly interesting. 


T is now over a third of a century since [ first engaged 

in the manufacturing and marketing of children’s ve- 
hicles, and every day of that long period has offered to 
me additional evidence that there is no other business in 
the world possessed of such vast potentialities for good 
to the human race; for physical and mental development 
such as the ancient Greeks, who above all, worshiped 
physical perfection, would have applauded. 


I believe that it strikes at the heart of most of our 
national problems, for show me a race of healthy, out- 
of-door children, and I will show you a future genera-, 
tion of men and women who are eminently qualified to 
fight their own battles and do their own thinking. 


Our factory in Toledo is one of the largest of a group 
which have made our city famous as the world’s center 
for our industry. While we employ the best talent to be 
had for designing our product and perfecting mechanical 
details, we are not at any time unmindful of the advice 
of certain youthful critics who invade our domain from 
time to time and sit in stern and uncompromising judg- 
ment upon our humble efforts for their edification and 
enjoyment. 


The Kids Offer Good Suggestions Themselves 


Years ago, my own children came, with their little 
friends. Many times children were called in from the 
street to try out a new velocipede; to give their opinion 


regarding the lines and coloring of a new automobile or 
wagon, and some of the most fearless and constructive 


criticisms have come from children. 

As 1s pretty generally known in 
the world of toys, we originated the 
juvenile automobile and built and 
marketed the first line of these pop- 
ular vehicles. Through the years 
that they were being developed and 
refined, to keep pace with the rapid 
improvements in the large cars, we 
kept in close touch with the chil- 
dren; we never lost sight of their 
opinions and criticisms, and we ac- 
cepted their suggestions, wherever 
they were compatible with safety 
and the laws of health and hygiene. 


Not only have childden suggested

outright. 


Scooter Invented by a Child 


The Scooter, which has been and still is such a won- 
derful seller (perhaps more popular with boys than girls), 
is but the outgrowth of a child’s invention, a board 
fastened between two wheels salvaged from an old pair 
of roller skates. This crude toy was in use by children 
for some time before we saw its possibilities and so re- 
fined and developed it that today it boasts rubber tires 
on classy disc wheels, and in some cases, roller bearings. 


These are designed to carry the child a long way with 
just a touch of the toe to the pavement, thus saving a 
vast quantity of shoe leather and anxiety on the part of 
parents who frowned upon the destructive proclivities of 
the original toy. 


Then there is the coaster wagon, which 1s also but an 
outgrowth of the child’s peculiar use of his express wagon 
and his insistence upon riding in the wagon and propelling 
it with his foot, rather than drawing it by the handle.

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child’s health or safety, and the consequent peace of 
mind of his elders. | 

For instance, we found that pneumatic tires were not 
practical for velocipedes designed for the use of very 
young children, who cannot be impressed with the danger 
of punctures and are continually getting into difficulty 
with this sort of tire. 

The solid rubber tire offers everything desirable for 
a vehicle used by a child of this age, and when he is 
old enough for a juvenile bicycle equipped with pneumatic 
tires, he can also be taught something of the precautions 
and care they require. 

Likewise we won the enthusiastic approval of the par- 
ents, with our adjustable pedal for juvenile automobiles, 
which enables the vehicles to grow with the child, and 
gives it an element of permanence which such an expen- 
sive plaything should have, out of deference to father’s 
purse.

We have found that our careful investigations and re- 
search along these lines have been amply rewarded by 
the confidence which has been established for our goods 
in the mind of the buying public, and the consequent ease 
with which our dealers make sales. 

Just now, the disc wheel, an adaptation from the large 
automobile, is enjoying unprecedented popularity. We 
are using it on a number of vehicles, such as automobiles, 
coaster wagons, scooters, etc., and have developed an 
extra strong, three-ply steel rim which makes the wheel 
practically indestructible. 

There is never a dull moment in this business ; no chance 
to grow old in spirit or cease to understand the little folks 
who clamor for new, up-to-the-minute amusement. Above 
every other consideration in life, we love to build health- 
ful, entertaining vehicles for children.

Mean- 
time the imports of toys which fell from $8,000,000 in the 
year prior to the war to a little more than $1,000,000 1n 
the year of its close, quickly advanced to $6,000,000 1n 
1920 and $10,000,000 in 1921, so that the imports of toys 
in the fiscal year 1921 were actually greater in value than 
in any vear preceding the war.’’—Trade Record of The 
National City Bank of New York. 


1921 BEST YEAR FOR WOOLWORTH & CO. 

F. W. Woolworth & Co. business for 1921 will ap- 
proximate $147,500,000, a new high record, and about 
$6,000,000 over the total for 1920, which was $140,- 
910,267, which in its turn was the previous high record.

BOOKS. 


The Ullman Manufacturing Co. is putting on the market 
an entirely new line of drawing and painting books. The 
method of printing these books is something entirely new. 
In place of the outline drawings which have hitherto been used 
in books of this character, these books are printed with the 
full details of the pictures, showing all of the shading, etc. 

The original drawings from which the pictures are repro- 
duced cost thousands of dollars and were it not for the fact 
that this firm has been in the art publishing business for 
many years and that these subjects which are copyrighted 
were used for their art publications, they could not succeed 
in producing books of this character and put them on_ the 
market at a reasonable price. The printing is done in the 
photogravure process, something which has never been used 
in making drawing and painting books. The covers are very 
attractive, being printed in full colors and represent some of 
the same objects that are in the inside of the book, so that 
the “young artist” can use them as a guide when painting 
the picture. We predict an enormous sale on them.

A MODERN ALLY OF THE TOY INDUSTRY. 


The toy industry and the John Thomson Press & Manu- 
facturing Company are not new acquaintances; but the alliance 
is relatively a modern one. The application of cutting and 
creasing presses, also “Colts Armory” and Laureate printing 
presses, to the manufacture of toys and novelties, hecomes more 
important when taking into consideration the ever increasing 
number of articles made from paper, cardboard, wood, leather, 
and celluloid, which are already being printed and die-cut into 
various forms, such as dolls, games, animals, soldiers, ete. 
Among the contingent advantages of this system is that parts 
are formed with greater accuracy; and contours can often be 
readily produced which would otherwise be difficult or even 
impracticable of realization. 

Scores of toy manufacturers are using these presses, thereby 
replacing hand-labor, jig-saws, band-cutters, and expensive solid 
dies; which prohibit quantity production at low cost. [land 
coloring, when the quantity is not sufficient to justify the ex- 
pense of lithograph stones, can be dispensed with where “Colts 
Armory” printing presses are installed. 

Costly experiments, with articles which may not prove as 
promising as anticipated, can be eliminated or largely diminished 
by the toy producer who has his own printing equipment. 

In recent years, the firm has had a growing demand for 
presses for unusual purposes; thus if you will look over your 
- work, some antiquated methods may be found which they can 
bring up-to-date, thereby making your output more profitable. 

The advertisement in this issue illustrates the Cutting and 
Creasing Presses above mentioned. 


An ingenious device designed to eliminate danger to small 
children is being put out by the Kiddie-Klask Mfg. Co., of 
Kansas City, Mo. It can he used by the mother when taking 
the child out for a walk, or for use on high chair or laby 
buggy. It is put on over the clothing in a moment and a snap 
fastener holds baby securely. It is different from the ordi- 
nary clumsy harness affairs being light in weight and very neat 
in appearance. It is adjustable for children from four months 
to five years old. 
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IRVIN SMITH BRINGS OUT NEW SUCCESS. 
Wild? Worse! ‘‘Coo-Coo!” 
That is the way people act—grownups as well as children— 
when the play ‘Coo-Coo,” the newest rage in the line of 


‘games. It is a game that “gets ’em going”’—‘the life of the 


party.’ No home, church or lodge gathering is ever dull where 
“Coo-Coo” is played. Any number may play—two or a hun- 
dred. 

This new game is built on the punch-board style. It is made 
of eight sheets of binder board firmly glued together, cut 
3x4%x% inch thick, covered on the upper side with a sheet of 
smooth goldenrod cardboard, with the name brought out in 
white lettering. There are 100 punched holes, forming a square, 
through which is seen a sheet of blue tissue. 

The board is placed on a table in the center of a room. Each 
player in turn must walk to the table and punch out of any 


hole he chooses one of the little slips of paper found therein. 
The player must then do whateber the slip of paper instructs. 
If he is not willing to follow the instruction punched out, he 
is “Coo-Coo.” After all have taken a turn and have done the 
stunt called for, all Coo-Coos must stand together in the center 
of the circle of players. The others will then select one of the 
slips already drawn and all of the Coo-Coos must do this stunt 
together and at the same time. The game can be repeated as 
many times as desired until the slips are all gone. There are 
enough for several parties. 

When you consider the nature of the stunts imposed, it will 
be realized why this game produces so much laughter. One of 
these reads, “Pretend that you are a poached egg looking for a 
piece of toast.’

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BRITISHER’S VIEW OF TOY TRADE 
(Contributed by a Large, World Wide English 
Organization) 

We believe that it is fair to assume that the toy indus- 
try of the world was, prior to 1914, held by Germany, 
Austria, France, Japan, England and America in the 
order named. This held true up to the middle of 1915 
when the order changed to America-Japan, with very little 
difference in the total trade among the then belligerent 
countries. ate 


After the arnistice was signed, another change came 
about with America leading in good well-made mechan- 
ical and educational toys; Germany copying her with 
an inferior grade of goods, but not correspondingly 
cheaper, and with the other countries making quite a lot 
of everything in the way of toys, with nothing in par- 
ticular. Industries started and pettered out, and during 
1920 and 1921, it was a real clever buyer who knew 
where to buy the right goods at the right price with a 
certainty of delivery and price maintenance. 


As this column is mainly concerned with American and 
British toys, we will confine ourselves to the past two 
years in the industry, and mention an interesting phase of 
next February’s activities. As our readers know, last 
year the American manufacturers made a bid not only 
to hold the domestic trade gained and built up during the 
war period, but also to regain some of the export trade 
taken back by Germany during 1920. | 

At the various British exhibitions, America was well 
represented with mechanical ingenuities, dolls and the 
specialties in educational toys for which we are justly 
famous. Good orders were booked; goods were satis- 
factorily delivered, and we believe this coming Christmas 
will see in England, an additional amount of American 


toys sold over last year. 


Now the Britisher’s viewpoint in all trading, is very 
international. .A manufacturer over there welcomes 1m- 
ports. He is also always seeking the opportunity to send 
back on the same ship, some goods of his own make, and 
as we go to press, we understand that a large British 
house with offices in New York, who have purchased 
quite a lot of our toys for distribution in England and 
South America, are organizing a British toy exhibition 
on their premises to be held in February, 1922. 


As far as we can gather, the plan is to get approxi- 
mately twenty of the old established British firms dis- 
playing their goods all under one roof—taking orders in 
sterling—thereby saving the expense of the ocean trip 
for the buyers who could afford to go, and making it pos- 
sible too, for those buyers that could not go abroad be- 
cause of the expense, to also see what Great Britain is 
producing. 

We believe that the American manufacturers should 
also get together and make a more pronounced showing 
at the British fairs this year. 

1922 is going to be a good year for toys, nationally 
and internationally. Children all over the world are going 
to get a squarer deal.

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New York Toy Fair a Wonder 


ONDITIONS prevail at the New York Toy Fair 

which are somewhat similar to those of last year, 
with the difference that these conditions are in the 
last stages of deflation and readjustment rather than 
the first stages. Buyers are still conservative, and to 
an extent reluctant in placing orders. The older firms 
have done well considering everything. The newer 
firms have found it slower. This seems natural. 

Old-timers say that the Fair is approaching those of 
normal times. There have been more buyers than 
there were last year, and most of them have gone over 
the lines more carefully, many placing orders for 
future shipment, some taking “memos” only. 

There have been some buyers leaving for Europe 
within the past few weeks, but the lure of the foreign 
markets is no more pronounced than twelve months 
ago; possibly a little less. 

Of the exhibits seen at the various headquarters 
and at the hotels, too much cannot be said. Most of 
them are superb. The quality and workmanship in 
American toys have improved greatly in the last year. 
This is due to the stress of competition and to the fact 
that, the rush of war-time inflation being over, manu- 
facturers have had more time to concentrate on real 
essentials in production. The market has also wit- 


nessed the disappearance of weaker lines that sprang 
up during the hectic period, now only a memory. 

In this issue we present as thorough a review of the 
lines exhibited as the time at our disposal permitted. 
This review covers nearly thirty pages and will give 
our readers some idea of the immensity of the exposi- 
tion now being held in New York. 


THE WAY THINGS ARE GOING. 

Well, two months of the new year have passed 
and most of us are still on the job. That critical 
period immediately following the Christmas selling 
season passed by with a minimum of casualties. Here 
and there we see a record of some business that has 
gone down under the load, but in general it may be 
said that the outcome has proved that the danger was 
more imaginary than real. | 

When January and February get out of the way, the 
situation always improves from a psychological stand- 
point. This has been more than ever the case this 
year, and nearly everybody is looking toward the 
spring trade with a great deal of satisfaction, and not 
a little eagerness. 

- Of course, the fundamental trouble is so deep that 
the individual manufacturer or retailer cannot cure it 
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altogether, no matter what he may do. ‘There is the 
international situation, the slowness of Europe in re- 
covering, the real trouble in which the farmer of 
America finds himself. These are things that are go- 
ing to be adjusted in time. Some of the best thought 
of the world is being devoted to their solution right 
now. We do not need to go into the various far- 
seeing movements that have been inaugurated looking 
toward the financial rehabilitation of Iurope—and the 
fight that 1s being made against greed, and of the 
ways In which the “America all by itself’ enthusiasts 
are being sat upon. These things are going to be 
ironed out more quickly than some of us imagine. 


But while all this is going on, the retailers of the 
country, the manufacturers and the jobbers, have a 
great duty to perform. The first thing they ought to 
do is to clean house, to assume their losses and to get 
started off on a new basis just as have Butler Brothers, 
Sears-Roebuck and a number of other great concerns. 
They ought to liquidate their inventory loss—in other 
words, put their goods down on the present valuation 
and then clean up their stocks. 


When all this accumulated merchandise has been 
disposed of, reasonably good times are sure to return. 
The whole proposition is being held up right now by 
lack of buying. Let the retailer clean up and then buy 
merchandise in such quantities as he can sell it. This 
done, things will improve to such a great extent that 
we all can await with patience the working out of the 
bigger and more important problems that have to take 
in the world as a whole. 

The best of the whole thing is that there is a general 
and growing disposition on the part of retailers and 
others to do these very things. ‘The cleaning up and 
the cleaning out 1s gotng forward with much vigor, 
and it is not too much to say that within the next 
three months business 1s going to be in a healthier con- 
dition than it has been for more than a year. 

The patient 1s improving, gentlemen. Don't forget 
that. Soon the cumulative effect of all the successive 
improvements will be felt. Then business will be up 


and doing again. [Let everybody do his part toward ° 


hastening that glad day. 


Highly Trained Sales Force Overcomes Price Com- 
petition 

Dealers are more and more being convinced of the im- 
portance of highly trained sales forces as a factor in 
successful sales, whether or not the merchandise is high- 
price. There are some instances, however, where the 
neglect of this element shows plainly on the balance sheet. 
In the case of departments or -stores where wheel play- 
things are sold, too-often the salespeople do not make as 
good records as they should. They may be thoroughly 
informed and sold on the line they are selling, but they 
have not the proper understanding or love of children. 
It will pay a dealer to think of this point, when choosing 
salespeople for the toy and plaything departments.

OHIO EXPORT AND TRADING COMPANY 
BANKRUPT. 


(Also Being Investigated by Authorities for Alleged 
Swindle in Sale of $1,400,000 Worth of Stock.) 
HE Ohio Export & Trading Co., with general offices in 
Cleveland, Ohio, and branch offices in New York, carried 

page advertisements in our December and January issues. They 
will not appear in this or subsequent issues. They have gone 
into the hands of the receiver and the county grand jury is in- 
vestigating their affairs. According to the Cleveland Leader, 
approximately 2,500 shareholders face the loss of their invest- 
ments as a result of an alleged swindle scheme, involving the 
sale of more than $1,400,000 worth of stock, which was brought 
to light with the appointment of Attorney S. J. Kornhauser as 
receiver for the company. 

The records presented to court show the company was or- 
ganized in March, 1917, by Stephen Kucsera and H. V. Fraun- 
hofer, two Cleveland waiters, with authorized capital stock of 
$100,000. 

. Later, A. O. Haas another waiter, was taken into the organ- 

ization and, according to Kornhauser, became the manager of 

the stockselling department of the concern. 

Kucsera, according to the receiver, is now in Budapest, his na- 


tive city, while Fraunhofer has become a resident of Bucharest 
in Rumania, whence he came to Cleveland a score of years ago. 
Haas, at his home, 12907 Clifton Blvd., Lakewood, last night, de- 
clined to discuss the affairs of the firm. 


Tells of Misadventures. 


“The company’s record is a series of misadventures,” said Korn- 
hauser. ; 


“Among its astounding transactions was the purchase in Vienna 
and Budapest of a series of paintings, said to be priceless old 
masters of 1435, for which the company paid $30,000 and which 
turned out to be poor imitations, the color fading even before 
their receipt in Cleveland. | 


“Two shiploads of grindstones from Greece were found to be 
worthless and the entire shipment sold for a song as ‘filler’ to a 
New York contracting concern. This transaction cost $80,000. 

“Organization expenses ate up $396,000. In this is included 
commissions paid to the ‘service firm’ which sold the shares. 

“Shortly after Haas joined the organization the capital stock 
was increased to $200,000 and subsequently to $3,000,000. 

“Shares were sold mostly to people of very modest means and 
the total subscribed, as far as we have been able to find out, was 
between $1,400,000 and $1,500,000.

Mr. Emerson P. Jenkins, of Leighton, Pa., has 
brought out a combination toy and candy container 
which is the topic of conversation at the fair. Buyers 
as well as the layman who see his electric display 
downstairs in the Toy Salon (former Red Room) im- 
mediately traverse the beaten path up to 118 to find 
out more about it. While at first it seems like an 
Easter item, it can be made a good seller all the year 
round. 

Small wooden, animate chicks, duly stained to bear 
a slight resemblance to the well known Plymouth 
Rocks and other members of the chicken family are 
made to peck corn by the simple circular movement 
of the wrist. The chickens are on the top of the 
round box, which has a deep cover to accommodate 
‘them. A small wire handle projects on the side, so 
that the child can hold the toy. Each chicken is con- 
nected to a weight underneath by a cord. A slight 
movement starts the weight going around, and conse- 
quently the chickens begin to eat the corn. 

The balance of the box 1s devoted to storing candy, 
and has a smaller lid at the bottom.

While the optimist opines about the rosy conditions 
which may come and the pessimist pesters us with the 
pitiable plight business has known, the actomist calmly 
looks over the situation, classifies the facts, and plans a 
course of profitable action. 

Whether he is a manufacturer, jobber, dealer or sales- 
man, “actmistic” methods of merchandising in 1922 will 
mean success in large measure. Notwithstanding today's 
slogan, “Sell the Goods,” the actomist dealer uses care 
and judgment in buying his line. Ile studies the necds 
or wants of his community and makes his purchases ac- 
cordingly. If his customers can afford to buy only the 
least expensive vehicles, then that is the kind he stocks. 
Should the majority of his customers prefer quality 
goods, high-grade vehicles predominate on his_ shelves. 
I am taking the case of a dealer in juvenile vehicles and 
other playthings for children, as typical. He knows that 
the proper stock must be bought before sales effort can 
le made most etfective. ‘The actomust dealer never con- 
fuses high-grade products with high prices: he sells the 
best quality he can, at the price his customers can afford 
to pay. 

The actomist dealer in 1922, is going a step further. 
He is giving better value for the money than was before 
thought possible. He is not sacrificing reasonable proht 
in order to do this. Ile is simply using greater sales 
effort. Space in the local newspapers, used regularly, 
together with direct letters to customers or special lists, 
is bringing results that show up on the right side of his 
balance sheet. 

If I may take an example close at home, the American- 
National Company having used every resource to produce 
juvenile vehicles which would live up to their trade-mark, 
“The American Line Beautiful, built—not made,’ de- 
cided that their efforts in 1922 should take the actomistic 
trend in merchandising. I*or some time, space in the 
various trade papers had been used to explain the merits 
of the line to dealers. Then a national advertising cam- 
paign was mapped out, covering the men’s, women’s and 
boys’ fields. 

A new note was struck in the appeal to the consumer, 
a 1922 actomistic note. “Raise the Kiddies on Wheels,” 
was the suggestion in the national copy. Naturally we 
preferred to have Mr. and Mrs. Parent raise their kiddie 
on American vehicles, but this was subordinated to the 
main. idea, which aimed to have the public buy juvenile 
vehicles for the good of the children. 

Every other means of co-operating with the dealer was 
to be employed: newspaper advertisements, electrotvpes. 
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dealer posters, hangers, window cards, booklets. Such 
a complete campaign had never before been used in the 
juvenile vehicle line. It is for that reason that we feel 
justified in claiming to be actomistic. 

Novel window displays, stunts and unique contests will 
all be a part of 1922 “actomistic” methods of merchan- 
dising. A fat man on the truss of a velocipede in the 
window ; a window full of candy kisses borrowed from 
a neighboring confectioner, the number to be guessed and 
the displayed scooter given as prize to the kiddie coming 
nearest to the correct answer, or like unusual ideas used, 
will bring a greater volume of business with the attendant 
prolits.

We are pleased to say we managed to best 1920 by a 
small margin. (ur stock while slightly in excess of 1920 
is in better shape than our 1920 stock. The toys in gen- 
eral sold well. Vo enumerate the good selling items would 
make up quite a list. 


We are looking forward to doing a better business in 
1922 for the reason that we intend putting forth greater 
efforts than ever before. Our plans for purchasing will 
no doubt be along conservative Ines as last year. Im- 
ported toys sold very well. However, we do not antici- 
plate going in anv heavier than we did last season. 

The writer has one suggestion to make, 1f it could be 
made in some way to work out satisfactorily, which I 
think would be beneticial to the concerns carrying toys 
twelve months of the year. 

Due to the present general methods of manufacturers, 
anyone buying toys, and in some instances they would 
be in large quantities, they give no consideration to the 
year around departments that are trying to do business 
with a profit. At Christmas time when they should get 
the big end of the business they are compelled to put up 
with competition of furniture stores, who use toys as an 
advertisement to get people into the store, or hardware and 
dry goods stores that handle them in connection with thetr 
house furnishing departments or some other department. 
Their idea is not to make a profit but simply use toys as 
a holiday item to attract the crowds. 


My belief is that the legitimate all year around depart- 
ments that are featuring toys the year around in a big 
way, have made the toy business what it 1s today and 
have been a great help in developing the toy industry. 
l-or this reason believe that these concerns should be put 
on the same standing with the jobbers so that any extra 
percentage that the jobber is getting now would be shared 
by the year around departments, to be used to pay the 
expenses that they are under the ten months and which 
would enable them to meet this unfair competition during 
the Christmas rush. 


This should be of vital importance to the manufac- 
turers as it now 1s to the retail stores —The Wm. 
Hengerer Co., C. W. Benzow, Buver Tov Department, 
Buffalo, N.Y.

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HOW TOY BALLOONS ARE MADE 


Interesting Descriptions of Elaborate Processes Con- 
tained in Pamphlet Issued by Anderson 
Rubber Co. 

HE Anderson Rubber Co. have just issued a neat 
little catalogue of 24 pages, entitled “The Fruit of 
the Rubber Tree.” The various processes in the making 
of rubber balloons are fully described and well illus- 
trated. Each page is of interest to any one handling the 
products of this company. 
The following excerpts from the pamphlet will give 
one a good idea of how rubber is converted into toy bal- 
loons, novelties, play balls and footballs: 


From Tree to Toy 


Crude rubber comes from many different countries and in 
various grades and sorts. In the main, however, the methods 
of gathering the rubber are quite the same in all places. The 
tree is tapped by making a perpendicular incision in the bark. 


Conveying machincry speeds the work. 


Lateral incisions are then made, extending from each side of 
the first named. The sap, a thick, milk-like liquid, ows slowly 
among these channels to a cup attached to the tree to receive it. 

The sap coagulates rapidly and the complete curing into 
sheets, slabs or hams of crude rubber is facilitated by various 
methods of drying and smoking. In gathering wild rubber, the 
native Indians dry the coagulating sap by repeatedly dipping a 
stick into the liquid. Between each dipping the gathering mass 
on the end of the stick is held over a slow, smoking frre. 

There is a wide range of prices for crude rubber. The An- 
derson Rubber Company buys and uses only the best. 

In preparing rubber for the manufacture of toy balloons, the 
different colors are incorporated into the rubber through the 
milling process. This consists of forcing the colors into the pure 
rubber as it is worked between the heated rollers of a rubber 
mill. 

Since the coloring ingredients become an integral part of the 
rubber itself no harm can come from them. 


Improved Machinery 


Such articles of rubber as balloons, gloves, etc., are made by 
the “dipping” process. By the use of solvents and mixing mills, 
the treated rubber is reduced to a liquid. Forms made of wood 
or porcelain are dipped into this solution, a coating of the liquid 
adheres and is then allowed to dry. A thicker coating of rubber 
is obtained by additional dippings. 


Formerly this dipping was a hand process and some small fac- 
tories still use that method. In either case the forms are as- 
sembled in frames made for the purpose. By the use of the 
dipping machines many forms are dipped at one time. 
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Much depends upon care and accuracy in the preparation of 
the rubber solution, and the subsequent dipping of the forms, 
if best results are to be obtained. Many years of experience 
have enabled the Anderson Rubber Company to place all of its 
many operations upon a basis of scientific exactness and a 
superior product is the reward. 

From the dipping department, the frames of goods advance to 
the next stage of production in which “ring rollers” form, in

the still plastic rubber, a rine or band at the extremity of the 
stem of the balloon or balloon novelty. Conveyors then move 
the forms to the vulcanizers, where the rubber ts cured. Two 
curing processes are in common use in most rubber factories. 
Some articles are vulcanized by being subjected to the action 
of live steam. For toy balloons the acid or cold cure is used. 
In the background of the factory view a vulcanizer can be seen 
with men waiting to receive the next lot of forms. 

After vulcanization, special machinery removes the cured rub- 
ber from the ferms. Other machinery of conveyors and _ sptral

brushes cleanses the forms and applies a liquid treatment which 
prepares them for the next journey through the dipping tanks. 

Every article of Anderson Rubber Company production is 
thoroughly inspected and tested and this is the first step after 
removal of cured goods from the forms. From the inspection 
department different products go different ways. Balloons for 
advertising purposes and those to receive picture impressions 
go to the printing division. Others receive additional treatment 
in different ways, depending on the object to be developed.

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NEW THING IN RUBBER BALLS 


A vermilionized rubber ball, manufactured without paint or 
varnish, a novelty never before seen on the American market 
was announced recently by The Miller Rubber Company, Akron, 
Ohio. The new ball is a deep rich crimson red, the kind that 
is especially attractive to kids’ eyes. It is both brilhant and non- 
fading, the kind of color that has only been approximated in rub- 
ber goods heretofore. 


The new color is a significant triumph of American science. 
Vulcanized rubber may now be made in any shade or color rang- 
ing from the most delicate to the deepest and richest red and 
blues and purples. 

Prior to the war few colors were made in the United States 
and American companies were absolutely dependent upon foreign 
sources for supplies. It was not long, however, before the textile 
industry had practically solved its color and dye problem. How- 
ever, there was no solution in sight for the rubber maker who 
had the heat problem to deal with as well. 


As a consequence, an addition to the research laboratories was 
established in the Miller factories to work out formulas for the 
colors most needed. Laboratory findings were tested in the 
factory. The whole effort at first was bent on duplicating or 
substituting foreign products. 


In a few months the company was no longer dependent upon 
any foreign country for colors of its products. For the past 
year the research laboratory has been engaged in developing 
color combinations that hold under the action of sulphur at a 
temperature of 200° Fahrenheit. The vermilionized ball is the 
last color to be perfected.

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SAY WORLD CHANGES HURT MAIL 
BUSINESS 


Continued contraction of mail order business, 95 per 
cent of which comes from farms and small towns, may 
be traced directly to several causes from which the small 
town merchant is a fellow sufferer, though 1n less meas- 
ure, and from which retailers of larger country towns 
have profited, observers have recently stated. 

World changes of the past few years have completely 
metamorphosed country people, moving pictures and au- 
tomobiles influencing them away from catalog study and 
toward buying in nearby small towns. Chain stores as a 
cause have been incidental and unimportant, it is held. 
Successful manipulation of trade by catalogs is regarded 
now as well nigh impossible. The country purchasing 
volume is curbed through the weakening of farm produce 
prices, which seem due to fall still more, and all buying 
is done close to actual needs, no chances being taken. 
Everybody wants to shop around and see merchandise be- 
fore purchasing. 

Mail order houses, in having to plan and buy so far 
ahead, with no chance to readjust prices, are at a disad- 
vantage, even small country stores being able to buy short 
and manipulate prices with the market, take farm prod- 
uce in trade and otherwise cooperate personally with 
country customers. Mail order houses are thus left more 
or less isolated. The old time farmer mail order patron 
is dying out, the new rural population having learned to 
go 10 to 20 miles to good stores for merchandise they see 
on their auto trips or in the movies. 

This state of affairs will not change, as automobiles 
are multiplying and distances being shortened through 
good highways. More care will be exercised in spending 
henceforth. In view of these changes, it is believed that 
mail order houses will play a losing game.

LACQUER TOY FINISHES 
By Gosh 


What is lacquer ? 

That question 1 have put to a score of toy-dealing men re- 
cently in order to gather certain information to pass along to 
you, who are also dealing in toys, etc. Not that anyone of you 
care a hang about lacquer ingredients or the formula which holds 
them together. But, if lacquer can make the goods you sell move 
faster from your shelves, as has been stated frequently of late. 
then it is interesting to say the least. 


These manufacturers were frank to let me know in no uncer- 
tain terms that it was none of my business. They were putting 
finishes on their lines which were selling them and weren't go- 
ing to stiffen competition by letting everybody in on how it was 
done or what was used. 

This attitude came near sinking my ship of ambition but as a 
last resort I went to the lacquer manufacturer. Hugo Zeller, 
president of the Zeller Lacquer Manufacturing Company of New 
York, an organization which has been co-operating with numer- 
ous toy manufacturers by giving freely the benefit of their knowl- 
edge gained by over 40 years of lacquer manufacturing and de- 
veloping experience, told why certain lines of toys which were 
finished with lacquer sold better. 

To begin with, and thereby correct the impression in those 
who believe in the Chinaman’s black table theory, let it be un- 
derstood that tovs finished in modern lacquers appeal strongly 
to the child because of the bright, frequently vivid colors and 
color combinations possible to obtain where such’ materials are 
employed. Lacquers may be transparent and, yet, be of any 
color or shading, or, they may be opaque colors or shades. The 
former are known as colored lacquers while the latter are lacquer 
enamels. In either class, all colors and color shadings are made 
today as the result of the progressive development in the lacquer 
manufacturing industry. | 

These colors may he vivid and sparkling such as one sees in 


the blown glass on Christinas tree decorations or they may be 
more in the delicate shadings of the doll baby’s complexion. 
Hence, it is obvious that the finisher’s imagination is the one 
and only restriction on possible color effects where lacquers are 
used. 

Next comes permanency. 


That sticktoitiveness of lacquer finishes was forcefully dem- 
onstrated to me when Mr. Zeller pounded several toys brightly 
finished in lacquer enamel with a large wrench. Naturally, the 
goods were considerably dented but the lacquer finish never so 
much as even cracked where the blow was struck, whereas. one 
might easily expect under such treatment that the finish would 
chip and become otherwise severely damaged. And right there 
is the meat for a retail selling talk which will surely sell lacquer 
finished toys. 


Flexibility—hkere is another point which the salesman can 
stress when showing the lacquer finished toy to a customer. 
Lacquer is flexible. A piece of tin, with a film of lacquer finish 
on it can be bent double without cracking or chipping. Every 
toy from a tin horn to a velocipede gets bent some time and 
somehow. Don’t you think you could sell a mother or father 
more tin horns or velocipedes if you told them that bending or 
denting has no effect on the finish? You bet you could. 

And when you are through talking flexibility of finish to your 
customer you can go on and demonstrate the hardness of a 
lacquer finish by simply scratching an ordinary varnished sur- 
face with your thumb nail which procedure will have no effect 
whatever on the lacquer. 

And so it goes, add to the above the fact that lacquer fin- 
ishes are moisture-proof and heat-proof, information of inter- 
est to the parent of the child who leaves the wagon or other 
toy out in the rain or places a hot dish from the hot modern 
vest-pocket-size electric range on the glossy lacquered surface of 
the tiny table. This is news which is going to sell toys with 
lacquer finishes faster than toys with other finishes. 
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Buyers can save time

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STUDY YOUR CUSTOMERS’ WANTS 

NE only has to look about him these days to get the 

most interesting and important object lessons in 
merchandising that ever have been taught since goods 
were bought and sold. Everything is right down to its 
barest essentials. There is less sham, hot air and four- 
flushing than ever before was the case. One of the out- 
standing lessons is that the people can’t be forced. Dur- 
ing the exigencies of the last year or two they have found 
they can do without certain classes of merchandise. This 
has confirmed them in something that had been running 
through their minds for a long time, namely, that they, 
and not the people who sold the goods, were actually the 
Masters. 

Look about you on every hand and you can see evidence 
of where manufacturers and others are recognizing this 
new and strange influence. They are recognizing it by 
making goods that people want and selling them at prices 
the people are willing to pay. You see this worked out 
by the International Harvester Company, by Henry Ford 
and the Advance-Rumely Company in the sale of tractors. 
You see it in the practices of the large mail order houses, 
im merchandising especially for the present situation and 
making their prices accordingly. You see it in the auto- 
mobile companies producing new models, cutting down 
the selling price and seeking still further cuts by reducing 
the selling cost. 


Everybody concerned may as well recognize that the 
Consumer’s preference, capability of assimilation and will- 
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ingness to buy are the three things that positively must 
be considered. 

This does not mean that the man with goods to sell 
must throw himself unreservedly on the mercy of his 
customers. Far from that. But he must consider the 
ideas and preferences of his customers instead of insist- 
ing on his own, as hitherto has been the case in many 
instances. Basing his manufacturing or buying on this 
principle, he can depend upon the educational power of 
advertising to secure a fair and decent deal for himself. 
In short, he must visualize the present situation properly. 
Then it will be easy enough to make advertising and sell- 
ing plans in accordance. 


BUYING CONDITIONS 


IGHT after the first of the year, there was a decided 

spurt in the general buying of merchandise, which 
gradually decreased during February. Buying at the 
present time is none too good, but the consensus of opin- 
ion seems to be that April rst will see a change for the 
better. ' 

Unemployment is not so pronounced as it was some 
months ago, and the increased purchasing power of the 
public should make itself felt in renewed buying on the 
part of the stores. Now that prices have become more 
stabilized, with small chance of any important or sudden 
drop, buying 1s a safer proposition than it was, and there 
seems to be no good reason now why buyers should not 
order such goods as they need, without hesitation. 
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URGES USE OF COSTUME DOLLS 


fig suggestions that the history of costumes be- 


studied by all dressmakers and in all art schools, that 
costume dolls be made the expression of local charac- 
teristics, and that the masculine doll receive equal con- 
sideration with the feminine doll, were made by M. D. 
C. Crawford in his address before the Fashion Art 
League in Chicago recently on “The Relationship Be- 
tween the Dressmaker and the Doll.” 

Mr. Crawford expressed the belief that a great educa- 
ticnal service could be performed if dressmakers would 
reduce fashion history to 10 or 15 types, accurately ex- 
pressed in detail and spirit in dolls. In elaborating his 
idea Mr. Crawford said: 

My earnest suggestoin 1s, therefore, that the history 
of costumes be studied by all dressmakers and in all art 
schools via the delightful medium of the doll, and that 
costume dolls be made expressing not only the charming 
history of the past, but local characteristics, that the mas- 
culine dolls receive consideration equal with the feminine 
dolis. You are gathered from many parts of the country, 
you come from the cotton fields of the South, the great 
wheat prairies of the West, and the lumber and mining 
regions; some of you live near great ports on the salt 
water and some on equally important shipping centers on 
the fresh water. : 

There are types of men and women determined by their 
occupation and race that could be immortalized in dolls 
and delightfully expressed through the medium of min- 
iature mannikins. Imagine what a sensation it would 
create in this metropolis, or in any other, if every year 
there were 100 or 500 dolls made by dressmakers typify- 
ing some local character or reaching backward express- 
ing some incident in local history, with charm and gaiety. 

I believe if the great dressmakers in the centers of pop- 
ulation where are gathered the great art collections, would 
address themselves to the task of reducing fashion his- 
tory to 10 or 15 principal types, created in beauty and 
accurate in detail and spirit, that this collection could 
move about the country and perform educational services 
of the highest order. It could be made at trifling expense 
in duplicate and multiply its potentialities for good. But 
each year to this convention should come from all over, 
your own members not alone, but from art schools and 
private craftsmen, dolls expressive of this age, inter- 
pretive of its functions and showing its relationship to 
costume. 

I urge you to take your profession seriously, but seri- 
ousness does not mean dullness. We can be determined 
upon success and gay in this determination, and if every 
year together with the formal showing of clothes, on man- 
nikins, there was a collection of dolls that represented 
the efforts of hundreds, perhaps thousands of craftsmen, 
and artists all over America, it would soon become a 
function and an institution, comparable to the great festi- 
vals of the East, that have been so fruitful in developing 
artistic Consciousness. 

In this way even in cities where museums of the first 
erade in size and quality are impossible because of lack of 
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funds, collections could be gathered that would eventu- 
ally be of the greatest use in arousing and stimulating 
the creative faculty of the young, whether young in years 
or young in spirit. And there is no other kind of people 
worth the saving. 


RETAIL MAIL ORDER ADVERTISING 


HE latest catalogue put out by Sears Roebuck & 

Company is the most elaborate ever utilized by a 
retail mail order house in this country. .It is a triumph 
of merchandising, of salesmanship and printing. 

We say these things here, not to glorify Sears-Roebuck, 
but to point out a most important moral which 1s being 
overlooked by many in these times of stress. Retail mail 
order, as evervbody knows, has been proceeding under 
great difficulties for the last year. Sears-Roebuck’s re- 
port, just made public, shows a loss for 1921 of nearly 
$17,000,000—qulite a sizable loss even for Sears-Roebuck. 

The natural inclination under such circumstances would 
be to cut down on selling expense, meaning of course that 
the advertising had to suffer. In fact, the mail order 
houses did start in to sacrifice their advertising a year 
ago. But they soon found out the gravity of the mistake 
they were making. 

The big point is, that in the face of decreasing business, 
inflated inventories, lack of buying power on the part of 
the farmer, and a decline in conditions generally, Sears- 
Roebuck, preparing for the 1922 trade, spent more money 
on its catalogue than ever before. 

In otlier words, when business is slow and when things 
do net come about as they should, then is the time to work 
harder than ever in advertising. The way some people 
advertise is an example of queer contradictions. When 
business is plentiful they are willing to spend their money 
for the dissemination of printed publicity. When busi- 
ness is bad they want to quit advertising. 

It is hugely important that advertising be kept up when 
husiness 1s good and when it may not be needed at the 
immediate moment. The advertising that is done then 
builds things up against the time when business may be 
dull. But it is even a more serious mistake to stop ad- 


vertising when business is tight. 
Sears-Roebuck’s experience with cheaper advertising, 


and its decision in favor of the better kind, is something 
that ought to be accepted on every hand as authoritative. 
Sears has tried both ways, and now, apparently, has de- 
cided once for all that it 1s perilous in the extreme to do 
anything tending to lessen the force of the printed mes- 
sage. If it were wise to cheapen advertising, Sears-Roe- 
buck certainly would have found it out. The fact that this 
great mail order house, however, took directly the oppo- 
site view at a time, of all times, when it needed to save 
money, 1s proof enough that advertising expenditure is 
not to be classed as an ordinary expense that can be added 
to or taken from in an arbitrary way at any time. 

The time has passed, we believe, when a retailer, or 
any other business man, scorns to learn from the mail 
order house. Here is a time when such learning can be 
done to the notable proht of everybody concerned.

OLLS and puppets are becoming fads among the 
Smart Set and this interesting development may sug- 
gest tendencies to the trade which will be worth watching. 

Particularly the feature of imitative characterization of 
well-known people and portraiture—by means of dolls— 
of well-known dancers and actresses. 

Just what started this rage it would be hard to say. 
Doubtless the popular Marionettes have had something to 
do with it. 

_ The March issue of Vanity Fair devotes a whole page 
to illustrations of clever dolls made by artists under the 
caption, “In the Green Room.” 

The descriptions say in part: “The dolls of Helene 
and Mathilde Sardeau are amusingly original. Each one 
of these puppets is a creation; the face is modelled in 
plasterine and a canvas is stretched over it panited in flesh 
tones. The dolls represent either distinct racial types— 
Romany—Russia—Dutch or are portraits of current celeb- 
tities.” Pictured in an illustration are two studies of 
Miss Lenore Ulric in Kiki. 

Some puppets of Sardeau’s are also shown and de- 
scribed as follows: ‘The choice of material with which 
to create costumes and reproduce hair is most ingenious. 
Sardeau’s color schemes are bizarre and stimulating. One 
of these Marionettes in a corner of the room is as much 
of an aesthetic pleasure as a decorative panel or a Per- 
sian plate.” 

With artists making “definite personality” dolls, there 
iS no end to the suggestions offered original toy design- 
ers. : 

American dolls have grown very like-life the last few 
years, but now that Society has taken up dolls as fads 
and are combining their making with portraiture why does 
not the trade go still further with their own characteriza- 
tions? 

It would be quite possible to have all the beloved char- 
acters of Mother Goose Land—Alice in Wonderland— 
and the characters in favorite books for children. 

Doll fairies and goblins might prove as popular as Kew- 
Pies—and even doll-portraits of children themselves— 
who knows?

GERMANY HAS BUYERS’ STRIKE 


Germany is confronted with a buyers’ strike. <A dis- 
patch from Berlin in a commercial paper states that de- 
partment stores here are deserted of customers, and, ex- 
cept for some purchases of spring wear, household arti- 
cles, gloves and hosiery, there is little inclination observed 
to do anything but sample the goods on show and to 
complain of high prices. 

Tietz’s, on Alexanderplatz, say the present buyers’ 
strike is more severe than the last one, and it is rumored 
here the week's receipts of one big store in town did not 
suffice to pay the staff, and that considerable difficulty 
was experienced in obtaining the necessary bank credit. 

Stocks are accumulating, and, while it is the generally 
accepted opinion that all the stores have to turn their 
stocks at least three times a year, it is said that stocks in 
the hosiery and knit goods department, as well as in the 
lingerie and underwear department, which are the best 
im winter, are left over from last summer. 

Most of the big department store concerns are faced 
with the necessity of “watering” their capital stock, by 
asking for bank credit. 


RIFLE CONTEST BRINGS BOYS 

As a means of stimulating the interest of the boys of 
the city in air rifle shooting, and incidentally aiding sales 
in the toy department, Weinstock, Lubin & Co., Sacra- 
mento, conducted a target shooting contest under the su- 
pervision of a national guard officer. Guns and ammuni- 
tion were furnished by the store. Six air rifles were 
given away as awards for high scores, and badges were 
given to those not in the winning class. Boys entering 
the contest registered in the toy department. :

Opportunities for increasing business by means of clever displays of May- 
poles. May-day tables and other toys suggestive of the merry springtime 


LL children delight in observing May Day, and there 

is an opportunity for abundant business if the toy 
dealer will give publicity to the occasion in ample time. 
Arnold’s Fairyland, Cincinnati, Ohio, known to all the 
children of the city, largely increased their business by 
means of their two effective windows, displayed several 
weeks in advance of the festival day. 

They carried May poles in stock so that the ones they 
set up in the window gave pubifcity to these gay poles, 
but their main object was to show a collection of dolls 
that would delight the heart of young and old. Both of 
the windows were given over to May 
pole displays. In one the pole was being 
wound by boy and girl dolls, all in fluffy 
white dresses, under the supervision of 
the mother of the young hostess. The 
entire background of the window was 
a lattice work, hung with lilacs, violets, 
narcissus and other spring flowers; while 
the floor was covered with slashed green 
paper to represent turf. The other win- 
dow showed cunning baby dolls, some 
trying to wind the pole, and others simply 
staring at the gay ribbons just as any 
normal babe would do. The windows 
caught the eye of the passing crowds 
from the moment the shades were raised. 
People—young, old and middle aged—stopped to look, 
discuss, and then filtered into the store to buy or made 
a mental resolve to come just as soon as they could to 
make a purchase. 
| Big May Day Party at Robinson’s 

An even better scheme was adopted by Robinson's. 
Los Angeles, Calif., as they gave a big May Day party 
to all their little friends. Due announcement of this party 
was made in the newspapers, as well as through cards 
in the toy department and the show windows, and the

children were invited to come and bring their parents to 
see the living dolls and the big May pole. The party was 
arranged especially to feature the Mary Jane dolls. 

A big rectangular section of the toy department on 
the fourth floor was devoted to the feature stunts of the 
party. This was roped off by garlands of aspargus fern 
and spring flowers, while overhead strung on fine wires 
were flocks of cardboard blue birds. The room thus 
formed was carpented with a large green rug to repre- 
sent turf. At one end was a low platform, backed with 
curtains of purple velvet, to which was appliqued a

golden sun five feet in diameter. Here was a victrola to 
furnish music for the May pole and fancy dances. On 
the platform several children at intervals gave some of 
the old English dances. 

In the center of the rectangle was a great May pole 
with gay ribbons, and this was wound by a number of 
girls dressed as Mary Jane dolls, each carrying one of 
the dolls in her arms. Seats for parents or guardians 
were provided down both sides of the long rectangle, and 
after the first formal winding of the pole any of the little 
visitors who wished were given a chance 
to wind the pole under the supervision of 
the matron of the children’s play room. 
All day long this winding of the pole con- 
tinued, to the huge delight of the 
youngsters. 

Back of the chairs, on all sides of the 
rectangle were glass cases showing dolls 
of all sizes, descriptions and prices. On 
top of the cases were set large ferns and 
foliage plants, from beneath whose fronds 
peeped out many bright eyed, gaily 
dressed, Indian dolls. At one side, near 
the elevators was a brightly illuminated 
show case showing a number of the Mary 
Jane dolls having tea on the lawn—the 
furniture being of woven grass, and the 
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tables set most attractively with miniature dishes. 
Boys Art Not Forgotten 


Lest the little boys might think they had been forgotten 
during the big May party, at the other side of the eleva- 
tors was a second case showing a big bridge built of 
Meccano steel, and on small tables outfits for simple 
experiments in chemistry and physics, as well as painting 


and printing outfits. 


One of the large windows of the stores was devoted to 
calling attention to the children’s May party. It- was 
floored with slashed green paper to represent grass, and 
had a May pole, around which a number of the dolls were 
dancing. At either end dolls were seated on the grass 
having tea, while others were shown standing on tables 
and pedestals. A card suggested: 

‘Come to Robinson’s May Day Party in the Toy De- 
partment on the Fourth Floor, Saturday, May 1st. See 
the Living Dolls and Help to Wind the May Pole.” 


Special Showing of May Day Tables 


May Day parties call for dishes and the dealer can sell 
many children’s and dolls’ sets if he starts in time. It 
was with this thought that the Parmalee-Dohrmann Co., 
Los Angeles, Calif., gave a special showing of May Day 
tables for children and adults. Knowing that it would 
be easy enough to gain the attention of the children by a 
mere display of their novelties, they first set about secur- 
ing the interest of the mothers. Accordingly they sent 
to a selected list of patrons, this aoe appealing little 
circular letter :

This particular day was chosen because it was Satur- 
day, and on the afternoon of that date the store was 
thronged with interested mothers and enthusiastic chil- 
dren. The special tables were set in the midst of others 
containing doll dishes and children’s dishes, each with 
price card attached. The tables were all low and around 
several were seated big wax dolls. While there were 
tables for adults—including an elaborate one of yellow 
tulle, ribbons, strings of rice extending from a tall pole 


in the center to the very edges of the table—those for .

One of the daintiest had for its eeuiteepicee a little 
gilded May pole, with streamers of yellow, pink, blue 
and green ribbon, which was beirtg wound by small dolls 
in net dresses of similar hues.

Finds Toys Sell the Year Round 


W A. McNAUGHTON COMPANY of Muncie, 
e Indiana, has a toy department to be proud of. 
It is on the top floor of their five-story department store 
and Mr. Hoagland, an energetic merchandising man, 1s 
in charge. He plans each Christmas a novel way of in- 
troducing Santa Claus to the children but is just as con- 
cerned about selling toys in the summer; in fact it is Mr. 
Hoagland’s idea that toys should appear in their win- 
dows every month in the year. 


Outdoor toys with wheels, he offers, while purchased 
at Christmas time, are seldom used out of doors, but in 
the spring of the year when everyone wants to get out 
into the air and the sunshine they can be sold in bigger 
quantities than at the holiday season. In order to sell 
they must be shown, of course, and for this reason one 
of McNaughton’s windows will usually display seasonal 
toys—marbles when the boys are first finding the ground 
warm enough for a game. This is usually the last of 
February and the first of March. April will find kites 
selling well and in the summer months doll carriages, 
picnic items, tea tables, etc. 


The manner by which McNaughton’s toy departments 
are assured of co-operation from the advertising depart- 
ment is interesting. The manager makes out a question- 
naire furnished him by the advertising manager stating 
what plans he has for that month. The advertising de- 
partment will look over this form and if an idea given 
is considered of special importance, he will give adver- 
tising and a window display on same. For example, if 
Mr. Hoagland decides to feature a doll’s picnic for July, 
this will be taken up by the advertising department and 
their copy will undoubtedly appeal to the kiddies to give 


their dolls a picnic and ask that they call and see suitable 
equipment. The display manager will receive a chart 
from the advertising department wherein will be sched- 
uled a doll’s picnic window to appear July roth, 11th, 
12th, etc., and in turn the display manager gets in touch 
with Mr. Hoagland, who has received notification of the 
date of this special sale and together they plan a suitable 
window. 


The photograph shows a summer toy window. The 
floor is covered with white sand and there are sand buck- 
ets, kiddie cars, tea sets, doll carriages, sun parasols, and 
the like, to draw the child’s attention. 


Big Business with Surrounding Towns 


This house has built a big business from surrounding 
towns within a radius of forty miles, people who drive 
in to make their purchases, load them into their motor 
cars and depart. For this reason they are constaritly ad- 
vertising toys and announcing the arrival of any special 
goods via circular letter. 

One reason the company insists on a large toy depart- 
ment is that the child will become acquainted with the 
store early in life and continue to trade there during the 
rest of his life. Toys are one way of bringing in this de- 
sirable patronage. 


Whenever any special toys are to be featured, they are — 
introduced in an ovel manner, e. g., the “sectional alliga- 
tors” made of wood were attached to a string and tied 
to a “clown” employed for the purpose. He travelled 
about with the toy animal following in his footsteps and 
all over the store customers inquired about his ‘“make- 


up.’’—Shirley Ware. 
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CHILDREN AND TOYS PLAY INTERESTING 
PART IN CALIFORNIA EXPOSITION 
OR the first time the younger generation has been 
given its due in a commercial exposition. At the 
California Industries Exposition, held in San Francisco, 
Calif., November 19th to December ioth, considerable 
space was given over to toys and playthings by children 
and for children. 


In the department of public schools there was a com- 
prehensive exhibit of the toys and furniture made by 
the pupils, while in the kindergarten there were drawings 
in which childish imagination was given full scope. One 
of the most interesting of the exhibits were the wooden 
toys made by the boys of the Children’s Aid Society at 
the Jesse Lilienthal School. The evening high school of 
commerce had a radio telegraph installment, the ap- 
paratus for which was made by the students. There was 
a pupil in charge at all times to answer the questions of 
eager boys, and a demonstration in sending and receiving 
wireless messages was given. 


Toy Makers Take Part 


W. R. Ames Co., San Francisco, manufacturers of 
sheet metal products, have just placed on the market a 
new line of wheel goods for children, the Kiddie Canoe, 
a kiddie car, with metal canoe on top, in which the rider 
sits. These were exhibited at their booth, and many chil- 
dren had the good fortune to be permitted to take a ride 
in the little red and green canoes, which the manufac- 
turers claim are “built to last a lifetime, and will bear a 
weight of 200 Ibs.” In order to arouse further interest 
both in the cars and their other products—oil cans and 
other receptacles—they loaded down one of the canoes 
with samples of all their other lines, and invited visitors 
to guess the combined weight. The person guessing 
nearest the combined weight received one of the new 
kiddie canoes as a prize. A catchy card advised “A toy 
for youngsters from two to sixty—lasts a lifetime.” The 
canoes are handled by a number of local toy merchants. 

“Twisty Toys” on Hand 

The Ataskadero Doll and Toy Factory had a good ex- 
hibit of Twisty Toys—small clowns and animals with 
bodies arranged in sections permitting them to be twisted 
into many grotesque shapes. 


The Boys’ Aid Society of California showed a 12x12 
foot model of the boys’ camp—Camp Perkins. The tents 
——each with a little flag at the top—were ranged along the 
Sides, and in the center was a campus laid out as a baseball 
diamond. A card advised “The Boys’ Aid Society of Cal- 
ifornia boxes annually 200 tons of berries and 250 tons 
of prunes.”—W. B. S.

Stranded among the rocks not far from the bars 
was a small broken down auto. Signs along the good 
roads read ‘‘Five Miles to Bennett’s Confectionery,” “One 
Mile to Bennett’s Confectionery,” “We won’t stop for 
a drink until we reach Bennett’s Confectionery,” and “If 
you are cold, try one of our hot chocolates.” Another 
window had a bar of candy several feet long, with the 
card:

while over the floor were a number of candy sticks of 
normal size, as well as several candy canes and little 
baskets made of candy.—W. B. S.

On 
the wall was a blue card. on which, in letters of white 
frosting was written “Too much advertising is tiresome, 
but we cannot help telling you our 70c chocolates are as 
good as the $1.25 kind elsewhere.’ Boxes of chocolate 
creams and quantities of marshmallow and _ chocolate 
Easter eggs were strewn throughout the window, on some 
of them being perched tiny yellow cotton chicks. 


Whenever it can be managed an Easter party is un- 
doubtedly the way to get the biggest trade from both the 
children and their parents. This party should of course 
be given several days in advance, preferably on Saturday, 
when all the children can come. Robinsons, of Los An- 
geles, Calif., tried this plan last year, and in speaking of 
it the manager said: 


“We advertised that on Saturday, preceding Easter, we 
wanted every little girl—and boy, too, for that matter— 
to come and bring her doll to our Easter party. We had 
a phonograph playing lively airs, a number of tables set 
With fancy dishes, and several groups of dolls set about 
a couple of tables. Each child, as she entered the depart- 
ment, was given a check and by presenting this at the 
refreshment desk, she received a mug of lemonade and 
a half dozen sweet cookies with col- 
ored frosting. There were many small 
Chairs and tables scattered about at 
Which the children sat while they 
drank their lemonade and munched 
their cookies. As they consumed 
their lunch their eves roamed over 
the room and saw the many nests of 
Colored candy eggs, the bunnies, 
Chicks and ducks; the boxes of candy ; 
and the different Easter merchandise 
in glass cases—and you may be sure 
that the parents heard of these won- 
ders, and that many sales resulted 
therefrom.” |

A window 
arranged by them called instant attention to their Easter 
novelties. It was floored with pink velvet. and in the 
rear stood a chubby girl in white grasping thirty pink 
ribbons, each of which was fastened about the neck of a 
white rabbit. Some of these were of candy, and others of 
papier mache, with adjustable heads, and body filled with 
candy. On an easel at one side was a card which re- 

peated the invitation to their Children’s Easter Party. 

Schwerdtman’s Clever Stunts 

Schwerdtman’s, toy merchants, of St. Louts, Mo., have 
a large island window wherein each week they display a 
single special. The toy is changed each week, and during 
the sale period is sold very cheaply. The knowledge of 
this fact causes all youngsters and many of their elders 
to make weekly pilgrimages to the store to see what 1s 
being offered. ‘This not only results in a large sale of the 
special, but as the window is in the center they cannot

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fail to see the displays of the other windows. Prior to 
Faster they filled the “special” window with scores of 
white jumping rabbits—little furry creatures that jumped 
when you pressed a bulb. They delighted the kiddies, 
and were sold at the low price of 44c. 

On one side of the jumping rabbits was an elaborate 
Easter display that called attention to candy eggs for 
the children and all kinds of novelties for the Easter 
table. It was backed with white latticework, upon which 
were long narrow streamers of green paper and clusters 
of purple violets. There was a low platform covered 
with green paper upon which was a small red auto driven 
by a big white rabbit with little white rabbits and fluffy 
yellow chicks perched all over it. In the centre was a 
doll’s house with a number of little yellow chicks perched 
on top. 

Another novelty that tickled the kiddies immensely was 
an engine and three cars, with rabbits, chickens and ducks 
driving it and filling the windows of all the coaches ; and 
a cart filled with straw on which reposed gay candy eggs, 
four rabbits being used as steeds. Little red wheelbar- 
rows and market baskets were lined with green slashed 
paper and filled with candy eggs and small chickens, ducks 
and rabbits. The idea of combining a novelty and a prac- 
tical gift was carried out to good advantage. For ex- 
ample, there was a catcher’s mit, tied with red ribbons, 
in the palm of which nestled three candy eggs and a little 
yellow chick; and a girl’s apron, from the pockets of 
which projected candy rabbits and chicks. 

The Mary Lane Shop, St. Louis, catered both to chil- 
dren and grown-ups. A decidedly artistic effect was 


gained by the color grouping. The wall was of lilac tint, 
and at one end was a large purple egg with gold border, 
upon the egg being a white rabbit two feet high. On 
the floor were several large nests filled with candy eggs 
and narrow yellow ribbons ran from them to white felt 
rabbits appliqued upon the wall. A small table covered 
with a lilac cloth held a pyramid of gilded eggs, and close

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by was the big white goose that laid them. Another table 
held all kinds of paper favors and cards for the Easter 
table, the centerpiece being especially attractive—a large 
wicker platter filled with violets, among which were scat- 
tered a score of tiny yellow ducks and chicks.

The Grand Leader, St. Louis, Mo., showed in the back- 
ground a large painting in pastel tints, and in the fore- 
ground a number of pedestals. draped with slashed green 
paper, holding wicker baskets tied with ribbons of green 
or purple, filled with candy eggs. Broad bands of ribbon 
linked the pedestals together. On the floor were nests 
filled with eggs large and small, and scattered among 
them were large rabbits of felt and small ones of candy. 
A card in the midst suggested ‘Candies: and Novelties 
for Easter.” 

Gimbel’s “Bunny Land” 

In order to get the children and their parents into the 
store Gimbel’s, New York, established a Bunny Land, 
which while probably too elaborate for reproduction in 
the smaller stores could be emulated in part to good ad- 
vantage. They arranged a farmyard scene that was a 
reproduction of a farm in Strackville, Holland.  Chil- 
dren were invited to pass over a bridge which led to 
Bunny Land. At the end of the bridge was a huge egg 
ablaze with colored lights and filled with a magnificent 
display of Easter novelties. In the farmyard live ducks, 
chickens and rabbits were to be seen. Whole families of 
these rabbits were seen munching cabbage leaves, and 
among them was a man dressed as a white bunny, who 
was known as the Rabbit King, and the eyes of the little 
children grew big with wonder as they saw this great 
rabbit. The big egg was flanked with a thatched structure 
where the live stock nestled or perched at night. The 
Gimbel toy department featured an attractive line of 
Easter novelties on special tables, among the most popular 
being a basket with doll cups attached to the handle, the 
basket lined with saucers, and in the center on a mass of 
green paper, a dozen gay hued candy eggs.—W. B. S.

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Toys Plus Favors Pay Big Returns 


Methods by which Kinney & Levan store in Cleveland have become headquarters for 


favors. 


T HAS been only a short time ago that favor man- 

ufacturers turned to toys for help in entertaining ‘“‘in- 
vited guests,’ and once used, new possibilities began to 
present themselves until today the favor department of 
any store includes a generous amount of these amusing 
and oft times useful toy novelties that serve as favors 
for the children’s and grown-ups’ parties. The toy-favor 
department has become a fixed part of every large de- 
partment store, gift shop, stationery store and confec- 
tionery house, who, exhibiting a case filled with them or a 
shelf or two sell stock for parties or take orders for de- 
liveries on certain dates. 

While in many instances the business does not run to 
dollars in large figures yet it is not a profit to be scorned 
at and so favors remain as a certain part of the store's 
stock. 

Such business on a small scale was once the method of 
selling in the Kinney and Levan Store of Cleveland, Ohio. 
but that was before Miss Alleman, a graduate of Pratt 
school, and an artist of enviable ability, suggested a plan 
for increasing business in her department—one of favors, 
gifts and toys. The management listened with a calcu- 
lating ear, voiced the belief that her idea was a good 
one and offered co-operation in whatever manner she 
desired. 

Then the plant began taking effect in an added stock 
of favors. Where one case had been used before, several 
new ones were installed and a portable workroom was set 
in one end of the department. Here instruction in the 
making of favors was offered and classes began to form.

Miss Alleman made new designs of dressed dolls for all 
occasions; cradles to contain gifts for a new mother; 
corsage bouquets, teeter-totters with a doll on either end 
and dozens of other things too numerous to list. 

She took some of her best samples and called upon the 
stewards of Cleveland's leading hotels, showing what 
could be done with wire, crepe paper, dolls, whistles, etc. 
In addition, she offered to make special designs for any 
banquet or event scheduled on their social calendars. See- 
ing the possibility of securing at home favors that would 
more closely fit into their special needs, a list of coming 
events was given by several, with the ‘request that Miss 
Alleman prepare samples and the result of these sub- 
mitted samples was the placing of orders that meant hun- 
dreds instead of dozens.

l‘ollowing this successful venture, Miss Alleman next 
called upon the secretaries of various clubs, both men’s 
and women’s and met with like success, until today these 
people have grown into the habit of calling upon her to 
solve their favor problems, but she still keeps a watchful 
eye upon all social events in order to be prepared with 
some new idea. . 

She is fortunate in securing a corps of young ladies to 
work for her and with her in this department. They are 
nearly as keenly interested as is Miss Alleman, herself, 
and are thinking their work sixteen hours per day, proof 
of which is evidenced by suggestoins they, themselves, 
turn in.

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THE STORY OF A REMARKABLE TOY 
SENSATION. 


Miniature Yellow Cabs Sweep Country Like Wildfire. 


The buying public is a fickle public. Manufacturers rack their 
brains to produce or invent a novelty which will catch the passing 
fancy and produce sales. It is only once in a great while that a 
manufacturer produces a toy or novelty which rings the bell. 
When this is done, Mr. Manufacturer wakes up some morning 
to find himself deluged with orders and learns that he has hit 
upon a real sensation. | 

For forty years the Arcade Manufacturing Company, out in 
the little town of Freeport, Illinois, have been making coffee 
mills and cast iron toys. You will find Arcade coffee mills in 
kitchens the nation over and the cast iron toys made by the 
Arcade Company have long been on the market. 

Toward the close of 1920, the Arcade Mfg. Company con- 
ceived the idea of building a toy yellow cab, an exact miniature 
of the yellow cab which we see on the streets of most of our 
large cities. Then the Arcade Manufacturing Company protected 
the Toy Yellow Cab by several patents, registered the trademark 
and secured a copyright on the name, “Toy Yellow Cab.” 

There has been much discussion as to whether such a toy 
would sell in any quantity. At one time it looked as if the little 
toy would never reach the public marts. A small model was built. 
however, and later, patterns were made, and the first toy cab was 
produced. 

One of the Toy Yellow Cabs was shipped to every large Taxi- 
cab company in the country. A letter was also sent, giving the 
prices of these cabs in quantity. Immediately the Arcade Com- 
pany found that they had struck the bull’s-eye. Orders began 
to pour in, at first slowly, then in larger quantities. Then the 
officials of the factory, who had prepared for the production of 
several hundred a week, found themselves confronted with orders 
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This shows the booth at the Sher- 
man House lobby, Chicago, where . 
the tay yellow cabs are on sale. 
They appeal to every age:and_ every. 
class of guests. Sales have averaged 
as high as ten dozen a day. 


which came in at the rate of 2,000 and more a day and are still 
pouring in, in ever increasing quantities. 

It is now estimated that in 1922, over a million of these patented 
toys will be built by the Arcade Mig. Company. 

This miniature cab is made of cast iron, and is nine and one- 
quarter inches long. It is brightly painted in yellow and black 
and white, with an iron chauffeur sitting on the front seat. The 
wheels revolve but there is no clockwork to get out of order. 

A unique thing about this novelty is the way in which it sells 
equally well in every field. Jobbers and wholesalers everywhere 
are pushing toy cabs hard. Orders, for instance, have been pour- 
ing in, not only from toy, novelty and department stores all over 
the country, but from a dozen other fields as well. 

Apparently all that is necessary in order to sell this cab is to 
show it. An attractive model display was recently erected in the 
Hotel Sherman lobby, Chicago. This display contained a railway 
station, viaduct, traffic cop, street signs, lamp posts with shining 
electric lights. The display has been constantly surrounded by a 
crowd not only of youngsters, but of grayhaired persons, ever 
since it was first erected, and sales have averaged as high as ten 
dozen a day. 


Department Stores Feature the Toy 


The Fair Department Store, Chicago, ran a very small item in 

one of their large full page ads in a Chicago evening paper in 
order to test out the popularity of this toy. They decided from 
the way in which people poured into their store the next day to 
buy the toy cab, that they had stocked a very fast selling item. 
Then they had a display put in on the first floor of their main 
aisle, and a window display on Adams Street, which showed this 
toy cab on a moving belt, traversing the streets of a toy city. 
_ And not only in Chicago, but everywhere, these toys are selling 
fast. One taxicab operator in Omaha, Nebraska, has distributed 
through local dealers, over 200 dozen in the past four weeks. A 
dealer in South Bend, Indiana, says it is the most popular thing 
he has ever put in his window. Several of the largest New York 
hotels have given valuable space to the display of this unique 
toy, realizing that it is something of great amusement and interest 
to their guests, in their lobbies. News companies and railway sta- 
tions are selfing quantities of them every day to the traveling 
public. Almost all toy jobbers are feeling the unprecedented 
demand. : 

Children are besieging their parents for one of these inex- 
pensive toy cabs, and no sooner are they given one, than they 
demand two, and three, and more, to build up a fleet of their 
own. ) 

And the interesting thing about the sale of this cab is that it 
proves we are all still children at heart, regardless of age. Gray- 
haired men and women have been seen purchasing these toys, 
apparently for some child or grandchild, but in reality to take

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MASON MANUFACTURING CO. HAS INTER- 
ESTING HISTORY 


L. L. Mason the Dominant Figure in Great Develop- 
ment That Has Taken Place in Last 
Thirty Years 


RECENT article in the Lewiston (Maine) Evening Teak: 
nal gives some interesting facts concerning the development 
of the Mason Manufacturing Co. of South Paris, Maine, and 


tells of the important part played by Leslie L. Mason, the present: 


head of the concern, and also one of the vice-presidents of the 
Toy Manufacturers of the U. S. A. From a small beginning 
Mr. Mason has made his plant one of the big industries of the 
_town. Its product is sent the whole country over and to Europe. 

Leslie L. Mason was born in Bethel, Maine, July 4, 1868. He 
was educated in the public schools and in Gould’s Academy, and 
later attended Eastman’s Business College in Poughkeepsie, New 
York. 

Started Making Dowels 


After finishing his education he was looking around for some- 
thing to do and became interested in the dowel business for the 
reason that he was looking after his father’s timber lands and 
from one of these tracts of land was cut the first lumber that 
was cver manufactured into dowels for commercial purposes, 
and knowing that from that beginning there had been an in- 
creasing demand for dowels for various purposes he decided to 
start into that branch of business himself on a tract of land 
which was willed to him by his father at Andover Falls, this 
state, in the fall of 1891. 

By the way, the man who superintended the building of this 
first mill, James A. Hodsdon, is still in the employ of the Mason 
Manufacturing Company. To build this mill it was necessary to 
go into the heart of the forest. hew out many of the timbers, 
which necessitated its being rather a crude affair. 


This venture proved fairly successful but after a few years 
Mr. Mason, being not altogether satisfied with the volume of 
business he was doing, began to take on the output of other 
dowel manufacturers, and worked up a very satisfactory busi- 
ness in this line, selling the products these mills throughout 
this country and Europe. 


To handle this business more satisfactorily he moved to Port- 
land in the fall of 1897 and continued increasing the business 
from year to year. 


Got Idea of Toy Factory 


Selling these goods in person he found that many of the small 
toy manufacturers were working to great disadvantage in manu- 
facturing and putting their goods onto the market, so he con- 
ceived the idea of starting a factory near the source of supply in 
order to do this work more efficiently. Therefore, in January, 
1903, he came to South Paris and leased what was known as the 
“Old Shurtleff Mill” and started the business of manufacturing 
toys. 

Three years later, one April morning, he received a telephone 
message in Portland that the factory was in ashes. With his 
characteristic energery one month from that day he had pur- 
chased the site of the present plant and begun the erection of 
a new building to enable him to continue the business on a larger 
scale. 

The business has steadily grown from year to year and the 
plant has been enlarged and equipped with modern machinery 
for the manufacture of a large variety of children’s and dolls’ 
furniture. “The Mason Line” is known from coast to coast and 
durmg the last year when many factories of all kinds have been 
shut down or running on part time, this factory has run full 
time and at full capacity and even then has not been able to fill 
all of the orders. 

Mr. Mason continued his’ office in Portland until May, 1918, 
when the business reached such a volume that it was necessary 
for him to devote his whole time to it, and he went to South 
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Paris to live. At the same time he moved the dowel warehouse 
from Portland to Boston, where that business is continued. 
About six years ago the company opened a permanent selling 
office in New York City, now located in the Fifth Avenue build- 
ing where a complete line of toy samples is always on exhibition. 


REPORTS TOY FAIR BUSINESS GOOD 


A. B. Wilder, president of the Wilder Manufacturing Com- 
pany, St. Louis, Mo., who has just returned from New York after 
strenuous days of good business, reports conditions in the toy 
industry as very fair with signs of continued improvement very 
much in evidence. He reports a good feeling among the whole- 
sale and jobbing trade. He states that his company lined up 
business at the New York Toy Fair which was_ highly 
satisfactory. 


The Wilder Co.’s Billy Buster Flyer with new disc wheel 
and‘the company’s new games met with an appreciation that was 
gratifying. The success that the toy dealers have had in selling 
Wilder toys would seem to make -them equally interested in 
handling wheel goods and games which the average family buys 
with more or less frequency. 

According to Mr. Wilder we have paced the worst of the de- 
pression and the general trend is toward better business among 
the toy dealers. The public has economized severely and jobbers 
generally have reduced their stocks below the ordinary require- 
ments of the industry. With this combination of business intelli- 
gence he predicts that the toy industry will make speedy progress 
toward complete readjustment and presently, with summer com- 


« ing on, improvement will spread all down the line.

This is accomplished by a new and practical driving mechan- 
ism—a compound lever action which doubles the power of the 
driver. The small child can operate the largest car with ease. 
Patent has been applicd for on the engine and the driving 
mechanism. 

Other items of construction are imitation spark plugs wired to 
represent real ones, speedometer, clock, gear shift lever, horn. 
motormeter, gas control, extra wheel fastened on side, gas tank, 
rear lights, compartment at rear of seat, and step like the most 
expensive car. It comes with electric or dummy lights as or- 
dered. The hood is hinged on top with perforated ventilator 
like most expensive car.

THE PLACE OF PRIORITY IN BUSINESS 
BUILDING 
By Wm. L. Diemer, President of The American- 
National Co., Manufacturers of Juvenile 
Vehicles, Toledo, O. 

VER a century ago, a famous English poet wrote, “Be not 
O the first by whom the new is tried, nor yet the last to lay 
the old aside.” While this is good advice for a great many peo- 
ple, especially those faddists, who flit from one new fangled 
foible to another with little thought or purpose, it scarcely 
stands the progressive business builder in good stead. The 
merchant who would establish a reputation as an important 
factor in the commercial life of his community might do well to 
be the first to try new methods of merchandising; he would un- 
doubtedly do well to be the last to lay aside old, long established 
policies of service. 

No rule of thumb can be devised to show what proportion ot 
old and new makes a judicious merchandising mixture. Each 
dealer must work that out for himself. There are two :mpor- 
tant considerations which help one to arrive at the proper con- 
clusion: always remember that quality counts first; then study 
each customer, or group of customers. Some will always like 
articles that are reliable in workmanship, and enduring in use; 
others will want the latest numbers because they are new; but 
the majority will appreciate the unvarying quality of the mer- 
chandise you sell them. 


Priority Has Its Place. 


Once a dealer realizes that quality must be the foundation, he 
can easily build up his business by being the first to shgw the 
new, the novel, and the noteworthy. The satisfaction resulting 
from such service to his community, reacts to make store methods 
more up-to-date and progressive. It works out that way invari- 
ably from the manufacturer’s point of view, and it is logical to 
assume that the same principles would apply in the case of the 
retailer. 

As an example the American-National Company was the first 
to put an auto wheel steer juvenile automobile on the market. Mr. 
Barschow, superintend- 
ent of our Perrysburg 
plant designed it and 
superintended its con- 
struction. We put it 
out in 1903 and received 
a basic patent on it. Up 
to that time, there had 
been self-propelled 
wagons, steerec with a 
lever on the side of the 
bex, but nothing that 
looked like an automo- 
bile.

ately used our mechanical devices and designs. Although these 
were fully covered by our patents, we did not prevent man- 
ufacturers from using them, as we were always ready with new 
ideas. Thoughtful buyers invariably waited for our line, as they 
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knew we were well in the front with the newest designs and ac- 
cessories for juvenile automobiles and other vehicles for the kid- 
dies. Therefore, rather than worry about imitators, we were 
using our energy to improve the features we had already invented, 
and introduce new ones. | 

Similarly the retailer who keeps ahead of his competitors, 
develops not only his own interest and initiative, but speeds up 
business in his entire field. Imitators must meet the demand for 
the merchandise originated by others, or lose much of their 
trade. An interesting case is that of the chocolate ice cream bar, 
which confectioners were forced to make or see the profit from 
the enormous consumer demand go to their competitors. It is 
because of this forced imitation of many of our competitors that 
we do not take the subject of infringement of our patents very 
seriously. We are content to keep in the van, but are very par- 
ticular to be first in quality, at all times. And it is just this 
thought that we would leave with the dealer: In building your 
business be sure of superiority, and priority will take care of 
itself. 


A NEW PRINCIPLE IN BASEBALL GAMES 


As we understand it, baseball is a game of skill—not luck. And 
that is the principle upon which the manufacturer has worked in 
developing this new board game, HIT and RUN. 

The procedure of baseball is followed with honest-to-good- 
ness accuracy, using a small ball which moves about over the 
board in very much the same way as a baseball travels over the 
baseball field. 

Each and every play depends upon accuracy in placing the ball 
and not upon the turn of a dice or a spinning wheel, as no device 
of this character is used. If the pitcher has good control, he may

HIT and RUN is said to combine the simplicity of crokinole 
with the science of pool and the interest of baseball, as, in fact, it 
involves the principles of all three of these games.

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SPECIAL RULING ON WATER COLOR 


We are in receipt of a letter from the American Crayon Co. 
giving us information as follows: 

Your readers will be much interested in a decision of the 
Treasury Department at Washington, which was made March 
11. The Dye & Chemical Section of the Treasury Department 


. considers water colors in all forms such as are used by artists, 


for schools and by children for toys, whether sold in bulk or 
assembled in boxes or kits, to be controlled commodities within 
the meaning of the Act placing an embargo on the importation 
of dyestuffs and colors. 

Paragraph 7 of Treasury Decision 38799 of July 2Ist, 1921, 
reads : So 

“When a product has sufficient coal tar product mixed or 
combined with it to materially change its identity or character 
it shall be considered a ‘mixture or compound of such coal tar 
product’ within the meaning of the Act.” 

Ninety per cent of the value of the material used in the manu- 
facture of all of this class of colors is made directly or indi- 
rectly from coal tar colors or products. In some colors direct 
dyes are used while in other colors lake colors are used, which 
are made from dyes precipitated on some base. 

This ruling is effective immediately and will stop the im- 
portation of all kinds of water color outfits until after the new 
tariff legislation is enacted and this line of goods is properly 
protected in the new tariff and it is receiving special considera- 
tion in Congress with ‘the dyestuff industry. 


COURT RULES IN FAVOR OF “CHEMCRAFT” 

The Porter Chemical Company, Hagerstown, Md., manufac- 
turers of the popular “Chemcraft” Chemical Outfits, have re- 
cently won a permanent injunction against the American Drug 
& Chemical Co., Inc., of Gettysburg, Pa., based on a suit involv- 
ing unfair competition, and infringement of trade mark and 
copyright. 

The District Court of the United States for the middle district 
of Pennsylvania decided that the “Junior Chemist,” “Wandcraft” 
and “Photocraft” outfits put out by the American Drug & Chem- 
ical Co., were close imitations of the well-known “Chemcraft” 
outfits; and that the trade names and instruction books, as well 
as the printed literature, price lists, display cards and other ad- 
vertising matter used in selling these outfits were copied largely 
from those used by “Chemcraft.” The American Drug & Chem- 
ical Co., was therefore found guilty of unfair competition, of 
infringement upon the “Chemcraft” trade name, and also of in- 
fringement upon the copyrighted instruction books and other 
printed matter originated by The Porter Chemical Company. 

The injunction carries an award of heavy damages for in- 
fringements by reason of sales heretofore made by the American 
Drug & Chemical Company and that company has been per- 
petually enjoined and restrained from directly or indirectly mak- 
ing or selling in any manner whatever the various outfits they 
have been offering the trade. 

Incidentally, The Porter Chemical Co., claim their “Chemcraft” 
is the original of all chemical outfits. Judged by the general 
popularity of these outfits, it would seem they are among the 
most complete and satisfactory on the market.

AMERICAN STANDARDS SHOULD APPLY TO 
OUR TARIFF 


Chas. W. Schwab States That We Have American 
Standards in Everything But Our Tariff. 


Washington.—The Senate Finance Committee recently 
listened to a plea for speedy tariff legislation and the in- 
corporation of the American valuation plan in the new 
tariff law. The plea was left in Washington by a com- 
mittee of the National Association of Manufacturers. 


Commenting upon the basic weakness of the tariff pol- 
icy, which, he said, was affecting injuriously, the whole 
industrial fabric of the nation, Charles M. Schwab, in a 
letter addressed to President John Edgerton and read to 
the convention, wrote: 


“An ounce of gold today in the United States pays the 
American worker for 17.22 hours of labor as against 50.16 
hours in Great Britain, 95.5 in Japan, 117.31 hours in 
France and 201.55 hours in Germany. Last year Con- 
gress passed a bill restricting immigration to protect the 
American worker from the millions of foreigners who 
would have flooded our labor markets and caused a panic 
in wages. 

Plea for American Standards 
Mr. Schwab’s letter concluded with the following state- 


ment on the tariff: 


“We have American standards in everything but our 
tariff. Today, in my opinion, the hours has come when 
we should put American standards in our tariff laws. 
The simple and effective way of doing this is by substitut- 
.ing American standards of value for the present archaic 
standards of foreign values. This is the essence of Amer- 
ican valuation which will do for our industries, for our 
people, for our business, exactly, what gold standard did 
for our currency. It will prevent the cheaper currencies 
of the world from saddling us with economic stagnation.”

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The Chicago Toy Fair — What About It? 


HE Chicago Toy Fair has come and gone and has 

brought with it the usual question as to whether it 
follows too soon the New York Toy Fair; whether it is 
handled in the right way to be of the most service to 
exhibitors ; and whether it has any real excuse for exist- 
ence or ought not to be abandoned. The last several years 
the Toy [air in Chicago has been a disappointment to 
many of the exhibitors. The attendance of buyers has 
not been such as to justify the expense incurred in main- 
taining a three weeks’ display at a first class hotel and 
many of them feel that they would do better if they 
merely sent their representatives to call on the trade in 
Chicago and surrounding territory regardless of any Tov 
Fair or any concerted exhibit among manufacturers. 

The organization of the Chicago Toy Fair Association 
during the last week at the Chicago Fair, and reported 
elsewhere in this issue, expresses the feeling that the 
Fair is not what it should be and that something should 
be done to give it the dignity and importance which it 
merits. Some exhibitors say that a week or ten days 
should be enough for the Chicago Toy Fair, while others 
maintain that if they are coming to Chicago and open- 
ing up they might as well stay three weeks. 

Doubtless the change in general business conditions 
during the last two years has increased the seriousness of 
the problem presented by the Chicago Toy Fair and also 
by the New York Toy Fair, for the two are rather vitally 


connected. In the flush times of -1919 and 1920, when 
there was a scarcity of merchandise and German exports 
were nil, American toy buyers placed orders with domestic 
manufacturers earlier than they had in previous years. 
Orders for goods were freely given in January, Febru- 
ary and March, which before the war were not placed 
till April or May. 

Now that conditions are reverting toward the pre-war 
status, the willingness of buyers to place orders early is 
much less marked. Moreover, the resumption of trade 
with Germany has brought again into prominence the 
Leipsic Fair, which takes place the first week in March. 
Several hundred American toy buyers went abroad this 
year in time to attend the Leipsic Fair, and this withdrew 
their presence from the New York Toy Fair. Some of 
them returned the first part of April, and others will not 
return until May. A couple of years ago these buyers 
were placing orders for American goods in February and 
March. Now their orders will necessarily be - later. 
These buyers claim that by leaving for Germany early 
in the year and giving Leipsic preference over New York 
they are not slighting American toy manufacturers, but 
their departure is due to the fact that import orders must 
be placed earlier in the season than domestic orders be- 
cause of the greater distances involved in foreign buying. 

During the next few months we will devote some space 
to this subject and will invite manufacturers and buyers 
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to express their opinions on the subjects of both the New 
York and Chicago Toy Fairs. The American toy indus- 
try 1s a very important factor in the industrial life of the 
nation, as well as in the development of the rising gen- 
eration. Toy manufacturers should be able to show their 
lines at a time when buyers are interested, and at the 
least possible expense. If the Toy Fairs are too long they 
should be cut down. If more organization is needed, then 
associations should be formed to exercise more control 
over both fairs. We invite any of our readers to com- 
niunicate their views to us and trust that the ensuing 
discussion will be frank and profitable. 


THE TARIFF BILL NOW PENDING 

HEN you ask anyone who is vitally interested in 

the tariff bill to analyze the measure you im- 
pose on them a rather spiritless task. The only real fun 
ina tariff argument is for the retailers and importers 
to condemn the bill from beginning to end and for the 
manufacturers to insist that the rates are too low. There 
will be plenty of discussion of rates on the floor of the 
Senate and before the bill is passed the justification for 
each schedule will be amply proved. | 

Our readers are, of course, more particularly interested 

in the paragraph on toys. The only change in this para- 
graph as reported to the Committee on Finance is in the 
rate of duty. This was made 7o per centum on the basis 
of foreign valuation. , In the report from the committee 
when the bill was submitted to the Senate there is the 
following comment on the toy industry: 


“During the war a great advance was made in the 


United States in the manufacture of toys, especially the 
educational classes of toys. In paragraph 1414 a 70 per 
cent rate 1s proposed upon toys. It is believed that this 
is the lowest rate that will be sufficient to equalize the 
difference in competitive labor cost here and abroad, and 
that this rate is necessary if this industry is to be main- 
tained.” 

The paragraph on toys reads as follows: 

“Par. 1414. Dolls and parts of dolls, doll heads, toy 
marbles, of whatever materials composed, air rifles, toy 
balloons, toy books without reading matter other than 
letters, numerals, or descriptive words, bound or unbound, 
and parts thereof, and all other toys, and parts of toys, 
not composed of china, porcelain, parian, bisque, earthen 
or stone ware, and not especially provided for, 70 per 
centum ad valorem.” 


The passage of the bill will undoubtedly be expedited — 


considerably in the Senate by the committee’s decision to 
report it with ad valorem rates based on foreign valua- 
tion. - The fact is that the action taken by the committee 
was done in the interest of speeding up tariff legislation 
and avoiding further delay. 

In the Senate there can be a contest over each rate, 
instead of having the bill passed as a unit—as was the 
case in the House, and allowing only votes on a restricted 
number of specific questions. 

The House is strongly for American valuation. It 1s 
also understood that a majority of the Senate favor the 
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change in the system of assessing ad valorem duties. The 
chances today are that when the bill comes out of con- 
ference between the House and Senate, there will be in 
it the adoption of an American valuation proposition. 

The Finance Committee put into its bill what. is, prac- 
tically an elastic tariff by the giving of power to the 
President to change the rates of duty that are framed 
by Congress. The President is given such power when 
after investigation it is shown that the duties fixed do 
not equalize differences in competition in trade between 
the United States and foreign countries. He is given the 
power to either increase or decrease the rates specified in 
the law by any amount not to exceed 50 per cent of such 
rates. There is also provision that when the President 
finds after investigation that an industry in the United 
States 1s being or likely to be materially injured by rea- 
son of importation into this country of foreign merchan- 
dise, and it 1s shown that the value determined in the 
regular way 1s not a certain basis for the assessment of 
particular duties, the duty shall be based upon the Amer- 
ican selling price. This rate of duty—based on the 
American selling price—shall be the rate found by such 
Investigation as necessary to equalize the differences in 
competition in trade in the markets of the United States. 
But no such rate shall be decreased or increased more 
than 50 per cent of the rate put into the law. 

One feature of the bill of importance to American 
manufacturers 1s that violations of the marking provi- 
sion—that which provides that imported articles must 
bear the stamp of the country of origin—shall be pen- 
alized by the assessment of an additional duty of 1o per 
cent of the appraised value of the article. 

Heretofore it has been the law that only the importer 
could appeal from the decision of the custom officials as 
to the classification or appraisement of merchandise. If 
the .\merican manufacturer was not able to satisfy the 
customs authorities that a certain classification or a cer- 
tain valuation should be put on the merchandise, he had 
no day im court. The bill now provides that whatever 


‘an American manufacturer, producer or wholesaler, be- 


lieves that the appraised value as fixed by the customs 
officials is not correct, he may take an appeal from the 
decision and the case tested out before proper customs 
tribunals along the same lines as the appeal on the part 
of the importer 1s now conducted. 


RADIO AND ADVERTISING 


And now comes the radio. Just one year ago who 
would have dreamed that the radio phone would today 
be the subject of such widespread advertising! says 
Printers Ink, The merchandising attention being given 
to this new means of communication is perfectly astonish- 
ing. Stores are opening up whole departments devoted 
to it. Additional trade papers specializing in the subject 
are being founded. Newspapers are giving whole sec- 
tions to it. Column after column of advertising of radio 
equipment is being run. Already the radio phone and its 
appurtenances are advertised articles of no mean propor- 
tions.

HE Chicago Toy Fair, which, during the past years 

has drifted along pretty much of its own accord, 
and which, like Topsy, “just grew,” is at last to be def- 
nitely organized with a view to cutting down the length 
of the exhibit period and increasing the attendance of 
buyers. 

This is something which will be gratifying especially 
to the toy manufacturers who have exhibited their prod- 
ucts at the Chicago Toy Fair, as well as to those buyers 
who are willing to come to Chicago during a definite 
period to see a greater Toy Fair. 


A meeting was held on April 20th in the Oak Room of 
the Great Northern Hotel, which was attended by James 
H. Cuming, of the Toy Company of America; Mr. Ely, 
of the Toy Tinkers; W. O. Coleman, of the American 
Flyer Mfg. Co., and William Hammersley, of the M. A. 
Donahue Company. Also by the following buyers: O. 
F. Adams, of the Fair, John Ling, of Mandel Bros., 


Association of Commerce to co-operate 


and Anton Johnson, the latter being connected with L. 
Gould & Co., Chicago. 

John F. Bowman, of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, was also present and took active part in the pro- 
ceedings. 

A previous meeting of 102 toy people was held re- 
cently at the Hotel Morrison, Chicago, at which Mr, 
Cuming was appointed a committee of one to select a 
committee of eight—four representative buyers and four 
local manufacturers—to discuss the preliminaries. 

A third meeting will be held within the next week at 
the Great Northern Hotel, comprising 12 buyers and 12 
manufacturers, to complete the necessary organization 
details, at which time a permanent organization will take 
root. 

The new organization will be endorsed and sponsored 
by the Chicago Association of Commerce, and it is hoped 
to make the Chicago Toy Fair of the future a real mer- 
chandising event in the toy industry. 


Chicago Loy Fair Notes 


The exhibition of George Borgfeldt & Co. at the Morrison was, 
of course, one of the big features of the Toy Fair. An immense 
line of goods was opened on the mezzanine floor as in former 
seasons and twenty-one men were here to wait on the trade. The 
first week’s business was nothing extra, but the last two weeks 
have passed expectations and were better than a year ago. Dolls 
and a general line of toys and novelties sold in good volume. 

Singing Canaries 

An attractive recent importation shown at the Borgfeldt exhibit 
is the cage of singing canaries. This cage and canaries retails 
for about $125.00. 
continuously, or at stated intervals. It can be so adjusted that 
with one winding of the clock work thg canaries will sing occa- 
sionally for two or three days. 

The singing is done right from the throat of the canaries; 
their tails and bills move with each beautiful note, and the entire 
effect is quite remarkable. 


The Reimann Seabrey Co., represented by Major E. W. Bruen- 
inghausen, R. J. Whyte and S. J. Burgstorf, occupied the large 
Rose Room on the parlor floor and showed the large assortment 
of lines controlled by the company. 


Toledo Metal Wheel Display 


A number of exclusive patented features furnish talking points 
for various items in the Toledo Metal Wheel Company display 
at the Morrison. For instance, on their juvenile automobiles, 
they use patented no dead center gears. They also use patented 
adjustable pedals which can be adjusted to three positions for 
use of three sizes of little riders. On these autos they use can- 
tilever springs as used on genuine large automobiles. 

On their tubular line of velocipedes .the frames are braced and 
not welded, which adds strength. For instance it does away with 
the cutting of the axle by rivets and thereby adds to the strength 
of the axle. They use the expanded bolt type of head as on a 
bicycle, which is also said to be an exclusive feature. 

On their Blue Streak line of coaster wagons they use disc

wheel of unusual construction. This wheel is made by ingenious- 
ly folding the metal into three-ply construction at the rim so that 
the entire wheel is one unit of metal and triple strength is given 
on the rim where it is needed, thereby making it impossible for 
it to spread the wheel at the rim where the weight is normally 
thrown. The wheels also have oil holes for oiling the bearings. 


Ferd. Strauss Corporation 


The Ferdinand Strauss Corporation exhibited their line of 
mechanical toys in connection with the exhibition of George 
Borgfeldt & Co., Mr. Katz being in attendance. Of course Tombo, 
the Alabama Coon Jigger, is the foremost figure, as this dancing 
darkey has developed into a national character. The firm is put- 
ting out a special demonstration of Tombo with orders of five 
gross. There is a neat little stand which is illuminated when the 
electric current is turned on, and the current makes the two 
Tombos placed on top go through their regular dancing stunt. 
They keep this up as long as the current is on. This demonstra- 
tion is good either in the window or in the toy department. 

There are quite a few numbers in mechanical toys, all of which 
are ingenious and attractive and sell at the popular price of 50 
cents. Among these are the Rope Walker, “Zu Zu,” who walks 
hand over hand on a wire or rope. Then there is the Fishmobile, 
or the circus auto, which is a mechanical auto in the shape of 
a fish. There is also Wild Fyer, the bucking broncho who bucks 
and tears round in front of a cowboy in a two-wheeled cart. 
Another novelty is Dare Devil, a dashing Mexican on a zebra, 
which bucks and whirls round in very lively fashion. 


Bahner Doscher Display 


The Bahner, Doscher Co. occupied two rooms at the Palmer 
House and report a satisfactory business. Messrs. A. Watters 
and C. M. Kortright, resident salesman, were in charge. They 
showed about two hundred numbers in dolls, in fact had a room 
full of them. There was a big demand for these, and also for 
mechanical toys of which they showed a hig assortment. The 
latter will be scarce and higher in price, as the supply is limited 
and the demand practically unabated. 


Owens & Kreiser Display | 

Among the attractive items shown by Owens & Kreiser at the 
Morrison Hotel are “Bounce, The Yankee Game.” The principle 
of this is similar to that of the old bean bag except that a rubber 
ball is bounced on the floor and jumps into little metal baskets 
which are placed on a card. Each basket has a number so that 
an interesting game can be played, similar to the old time bean 
bag except perhaps much more interesting and with more skill 
required. 

Another item is an attractive bird shooting game in which a 
pop gun is furnished for shooting at birds. 

Kiddy Roulette is a little all-metal roulette wheel: game, com- 
prising both the wheel and squares upon which the chips or 
counters ‘are to be placed. 

The Royal Racer Sled with steel buffer 1s another feature of 
this display. As described in a previous issue, this line of sleds 
is fitted with a steel spring, as it were, in front which serves as 
a bumper in case the sled should hit a tree or other obstruction. 

The Kiddie Kradle is an attractive little wooden cradle which 
operates by clockwork. The little girl winds it up and sets it 
going and then it keeps on going. It 1s said to retail from $2.50 
to $3.00, including the bedding. 


. | | Ives Exhibit 
_. Ives Air Glider sails every time and will sail as far as 500 
feet under the best conditions. The difference between the Air 
Glider ‘and an aeroplane is that in an Ives toy the propulsion is 
from an elastic rubber stretched and released at the time of 
motion, while in the toy aeroplane a rubber is attached to a pro- 
peller which is caused to go round and make the aeroplane fly. 
It is said that this type of Glider works every time, takes no 
skill and requires no time to wind up. Ives have only had this 
since February. It is a fifty cent retailer. 

The Ives Company is showing an augmented mechanical boat 
line with more numbers than before. They are also showing a 
very expensive line of model yachts which have everything a 
real vacht has. As an example the sails are made of English 
shirting. Choice of four rigs is given: Jib and main sail, Mar- 
cont rigged, sloop and schooner style. The company is also show- 
ing construction sets for making yachts. 
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Geo. H. Bowman’s_ Display 

The George H. Bowman Co. of Cleveland are showing new 
features in both enamel ware and aluminum ware in toy cooking 
sets. They have white triple coated enamel toy cooking sets in 
four, five, six, seven and eight combinations. While they have 
had tea sets for some time the cooking sets are new. A polish 
finish is now given to some of their aluminum toy cooking sets, 
arranged in four to ten piece combinations. In these polished sets 
they reproduce in toy form combination kettles, double boilers, 
etc., not before shown in toys. 

The Bowman-Vaughan line of horses and carts has been re- 
vamped and improved to a large extent. They are now using 
double disc wheels. They also use rolled edges on all metal edges, 
which means that no scratching of little fingers or tearing of baby 
Dapple gray horses are furnished with the carts. This 
year the items are running half as large again as ordinary items 
at the same price. Blue Boy, Sturdy Boy and Blue Streak are 
three attractive lines of all steel toy. wagons equipped with disc 
wheels. 


Improvement in Chummy 

_ Through an improved mechanism the Chummy child’s vehicle 
can now move back as well as forward. It is also made noiseless. 

Mr. Hibner, the manufacturer of the Chummy, points out that 
the Chummy can work with either foot; also that the rider can 
maintain his balance no matter where the foot is on the Chummy 
on account of the low center of gravity and the method of con- 
struction. The Chummy is made by the H. E. M. Mfg. Co., of 
Hamilton, Ohio. 


At the. exhibit of the W. J. Baker Co., Newport, Ky., at the 
Morrison Hotel, Mr. E. M. Platt, in charge, is particularly en- | 
thusiastic about the sale of Skipmobiles. He has worked in the 
retail toy way a good deal and has long felt the demand for a 
scooter which would not tip over, something for girls as well 
as boys. Consequently he went to his company and at his sug- 
gestion they designed the Skipmobile. This is an underslung 
“scooter with two rear wheels and one in front. It was placed on 
the market in the summer of 1921 and had a great sale last 
Christmas.

Gilbert Company Cut Prices to Pre-War Level and 
Below 


The A. C. Gilbert exhibit was on one of the parlor floors at 
the Morrison Hotel and was in charge of Messrs. Trisch and 
Jencks. In addition to a full line of Gilbert toys these gentlemen 
had an installation of a wireless receiving station which attracted 
a great deal of interest among buyers, who are naturally “keyed 
up” on the subject of radio. They had two receiving stations in- 
stalled, one a mineral set which retails at about $15.00, and the 
other a vacuum tube set which, with all accessories, retails at 
$50.00. Four wires 100 feet long were stretched down the cor- 
ridor and these wires transmitted the air vibrations to the receiv- 
ing instruments. There were no outdoor wires necessary, as most 


of the messages received came from the Westinghouse broad- _ 


casting station in Chicago. 


The Gilbert Company is doing an immense business in radio 
and they are swamped with orders. Their business in this line 
alone will run into hundreds of thousands this year. 

But although the radio business is large, the firm has not 
neglected its toy business in the least, but has been one of the 
pioneers in an aggressive warfare on war prices, and has made 
very drastic reductions in the prices of all its toys ‘this year over 
former years. In fact, the company is back to pre-war prices, or 
even less. 


' Erector, one of the oldest construction toys in: the Gilbert line, - 


is now the biggest item in the toys. The prices have been reduced, 
and the sets start at $1.00. There is a set for $2.50, which sold 
at $3.00 in 1914. In fact, outfit No. 8, which was $25.00 in 1914, 
is now $20.00. These prices are selling the goods. All scientific 
toys have likewise received drastic Yevision in price, some having 
been cut from $10.00 to $2.50; others from $5.00 to $2.50. Mechan- 
ical sets that were $2.50 are now $1.00. 

The company is also putting out some wonderful eaiaee in 
tool chests. As is well known to the trade, all Gilbert toys are 
boxed in neat packages or boxes made attractive by bright col- 
ored labels. The company has its own box factory and printing 
plant and both of them are busy. 

At the Gilbert exhibit, representatives were also displaying the 
lines of the Kelmet Corporation. The big feature of this line 1s

Fleischaker & Baum 


Fleischaker & Baum indicated their location with green lines 

running from the elevators down the hallway to their room, and 
bearing the phrase “Follow the Green Lines.” They report a sat- 
isfactory business on the Ma-Ma and Pa-Pa dolls with the im- 
proved voices. Seventy-five per cent of the business is being done 
on talking dolls. They also report that lots of buyers back from 
Europe are coming in now and placing orders. Many of these 
buyers are none too optimistic as to the delivery of German 
goods purchased the last few months. The firm was represented 
by Walter Fleischaker, J. C. Rubin and F. W. Trumpore. 
. One of the new features of the Fleischaker line shown in 
Chicago for the first time is a music box doll. A clever little 
music box, which plays attractive airs, is hidden inside the doll 
so that the little lady can walk to music. They were also show- 
ing for the first time a clown doll. It is a large soft stuffed doll 
twenty-six inches long, and will retail at $5.00. It is called 
Pierrot, the French for clown. A _ butterfly on the cheek of 
Pierrot serves as a beauty patch and gives him quite a devilish 
appearance, don’t you know. 


Ronson Repeater 


Ths display of the Ronson Repeater by the Art Metal Works 
at the Morrison attracted considerable attention. In addition to 
a representative display of the pistols the tables and walls were 
covered with diagrams and illustrations showing the extent of the 
advertising which is being done for this novelty. Liberal adver- 
tising is being done in both the trade papers and the general 
magazines and full pages in the Saturday Evening Post are to 
start April 22nd. The Ronson Repeater is already selling in the 
millions. It is said that 500,000 were sold in five weeks from 
advertising in the trade magazines. The article came out last 
Fall, but really got its start this year. ; 
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BRADLEY LINES AT PALMER HOUSE 


The lines of*the Milton Bradley Company and of McLoughlin 
Brothers, Inc., which is associated with that firm, were shown as 
usual on the fourth floor of the Palmer House.

He returned from the Pacific 
Coast to be in attendance at the Chicago Toy Fair, and says that 
business is good all through the Pacific states. The Chicago Toy 
Fair has kept him and his assistant busy, and he reports that 
the new items are all selling well and that the old-established 
favorites are still as popular as ever. 


Charlie Miller Makes “Handshaking” Visit 

Charles E. Miller, of McLoughlin Brothers, Inc., was in Chi- 
cago a few days during the Fair making a “handshaking visit” 
and mecting his many old friends in the trade. Charlie has been 
forty years with McLoughlin Brothers and is an authority on 
juvenile books. He reports that the high priced books are selling 
better than for several years. He believes that this is due to the 
fact that the public schools are teaching more of art subjects than 
formerly and that a better taste among young people is evident 
Many of the juvenile books which’ this firm is printing in eight 
colors are exquisite in every detail. 


Embossing Company Lines 

Mr. Schoonmaker, the well-known representative of the Eni 
bossing Company, was present at the Chicago Toy Fair at the 
Palmer House. He reports that general business is quite satis- 
factory and that the new line of blocks brought out in 1921 is 
selling way ahead of last year. Prices on everything have been 
reduced materially and this is enabling the retailer to give better 
values. Among the new items of the Emboss- 
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Waterman Phillips, of Atlanta, Ga., who makes an attractive line 
of stockinette dolls, of which about twenty different numbers are 
being shown at the Morrison. These numbers are shown in all 
colors of the rainbow, dressed in beautiful silks, satins and other 
less expensive gowns, and are certainly very attractive. 


BAKER AND BENNETT EXHIBIT 


The Baker & Bennett Co. was represented at the Palmer 
House by Messrs. C. W. Ely, M. W. Vail, R. C. Parlett (the 
Kansas City representative) and E. M. Harris, their Chicago 
agent. The display occupied four rooms. Business is reported as 
fair, with quite a lot of buying for immediate delivery. This 
firm represents so many lines that they are selling the regular toy 
trade, and in addition the carnival people and premium houses. 
They also handle specialties for the furniture trade such as 
chairs, doll carriages and popular priced steering sleds. The firm 
has. also gone into sporting goods and has a comprehensive line 
of this merchandise, for which there is reported a good demand.

An unusual and very successful way of selling toys has been 
used by E. N. Piatt of 5148 Seyburn avenue, Detroit, Mich., 
traveling for the W. J. Baker Co., of Newport, Ky. 


This salesman drives up in his automobile to the dealer’s door 
and carries out the full line of samples, showing them right in 
the toy department of the store, from which the dealer can judge 
the better the amount of each article that is desired. 


Mr. Piatt and son, Harry K. Piatt, and son-in-law, John 
Schmied, all of Detroit, traveled during last summer and up to 
late fall in southern Michigan, all of Ohio, northern West Vir- 
ginia, northern Kentucky, Indiana, some of Illinois and Pennsyl- 
vania. They use two Fords with attractive painted bodies, and 
carried eleven different samples of the W. J. Baker line of chil- 
dren’s vehicles and also 15 samples of toy furniture and novelties 
made by the Universal Toy & Novelty Mfg. Co. of Oak Park, Ill. 


Mr. Piatt says that this method of selling meets with the hearty 
approval of the retailers because they see the goods right on their 
own floors and he has been successful in selling large quantities 
and he also was able to stop at many small towns which could 
not have been reached by train at all, and thereby increased the 
total sales in any given territory.

The children are certainly showing in- 
terest in their picture and letter prizes. and this magazine and 
the accompanying introductions in drawing, etc., should be a tre- 
mendous factor in increasing the sale of the Drawing Master.

This 
was the strolling bear made by the Fleischer Animals and shown 
by the Weideman Co. It has flash light eyes operated by a button 
on a lose string which pulls the bear on wheels. Mr. Leo Strauss, 
of the Weideman Company, or H. K. Ritter, one of the salesmen, 
lit Bruin’s eyes every time a visitor came to the door. The bear 
is mounted on wheels and is pulled by a string. It is said that it 
will stand the weight of a man. The lighting eye feature should 
make it a great seller.

An interesting feature of the Gendron Wheel Co. exhibit is a 
board showing all the accessories and equipment used on Gendron 
automobiles. This large board is covered with black velvet and 
shows about twenty articles, including divided, adjustable wind 
shields, with air flex extension side; motometer, both large and 
small; gear shift levers; license tag, instrument boards showing 
imitation clock and speedometers, and large wood Steering wheels 
used on most Gendron automobiles. 


The Gendron fire department embraces the Fire Chief, to retail 
at around $10.00; the hose cart, and the hook and ladder, to 
retail around $27.50. These items have been worked out with 
great care and are receiving enthusiastic attention by the buyers. 
The Gendron exhibit occupies three rooms and is very attractively 
laid out. 


“Ready-to-Make—You Sew It.” 


That is the slogan of the Pollyanna Company, whose display 
at the Morrison includes many styles of dresses, capes, etc., all 
ready for little girls to sew up, making the finished articles. The 
new items in the line of coats, with hats to match, also the Chin- 
Chin, a bloomer outfit of black sateen trimmed with highly con- 
trasting material. This is very popular now for little girls’ wear 
and will be equally popular for little girls to make for their 
dollies, etc. Another new item is the guimpe. 

Another new number is an attractive package called the Teenie 
Weenie set which includes a doll with a complete wardrobe such 
as pajamas, envelope chemise, two dresses, capes, kimonas, each 
on a separate card ready to be sewed into the finished article.

Two new items being shown by the J. D. Sherman Mfg. Co. 
of West Van Buren street, Chicago, are the doll cart and wheel- 
barrow. These are in attractive colors and high enamel finish 
decorated in attractive designs.

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Leipsic Fair Has Record Crowd 


Attendance placed at 140,000 buyers from all parts of world.

UYERS returning from the Leipsic Fair report that 
the attendance was greater than ever, and that the 
hotels and restaurants were literally swamped. It was 
almost impossible to get accommodations unless arranged 
for long in advance. The streets were so crowded it was 
physically exhausting to fight one’s way through. One 
buyer reports that his party spent an hour one noon try- 
ing to find a place to lunch. They went from one cafe 
to another only to find every seat taken and dozens wait- 
ing in line. Finally they found a table in a remote sum- 


mer garden and. sat down in the rain to a repast of sand- 


wiches and coffee. 

' The official reports placed the number visiting buyers 
at 140,000. This is slightly more than double the 65,000 
attendance last year. There were 300 American toy buy- 
ers registered at the Fair. 

_ It is possible to get an accurate count of the buyers be- 
cause each buyer must register and receive an official 
badge before he is allowed to attend the exhibits. Some 
idea of the size of the exposition grounds may be had 
from the statement of a Chi- 
cago buyer that they cover 
about the same area as our 
“Loop.” The Fair was open 
one week, March 5 to I1. 
Then it closed and the tens 
of thousands of buyers left 
town immediately. The rail- 
road facilities are on the 
same large scale as the Fair, 
the Leipsic depot covering 
more ground than any termi- 
nal station in America. 

The Fair was grouped as 
follows: Glass, metal, wood 
and tov industries in the 
center of the town in the nu- 
merous exhibition buildings, 
near the main station; the 
technical and machinery sec- 
tions in Leipzig-Thonberg, 
somewhat outside the town, | 
but easily accessible. 

This year the Leipsic 
Messe has come back to its 
old world-wide importance 
as an exhibit of merchandise 
of all kinds. In order to 
give our readers a few ideas 
of its general features we 
quote from the report of a 
special correspondent to the 
Toy and Fancy Goods Trad- 
er, London:

which I have frequently been asked during the last eight 
years is, “How does the British Industries Fair com- 
pare with Leipsic?” To anyone familiar with the latter 
such a question will probably provoke a smile of amuse- 
ment; but as there are many readers of this journal who 
have little or no knowledge of what the Leipsic Fair real- 
ly is, I shall do my best to answer the question by giving 
some impressions of the Fair, which was held in the early 


‘part of March. First of all, it may be necessary to ex- 


plain that the Leipsic Fair is something entirely different 
from Trade Fairs as we know them in this country; it 
is not housed in one building, but in many. Many of 
these Messe Palasts, as they are called, have been erected 
specially for the Leipsic Fairs, and saving the spring 
and autumn Fair weeks, they are empty for the rest of 
the year. 

It is within the memory of many buyers who visited 
Leipsic this year that the exhibitors were housed in the 
upper parts of the shops and any available rooms which 
could be obtained in the immediate vicinity of the Peter- 
strasse; but the demand for 
space became so great that 
colossal buildings began to 
be erected expressly for this 
business, and almost every 
other year has seen the 
opening of one or more of 
these new houses. A num- 
ber of these houses, notably 
the Specks Hof, Concentra 
House, Handleshof, and 
others are sumptuous build- 
ings, furnished and decorat-

ed throughout, and having 
restaurant, writing rooms, 
toilet rooms, and every 
other convenience that ex- 
hibitors and visitors could 
wish for in the building. 
The exhibitors at the Fair 
include almost = every 


maker of toys and fancy 238s 
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goods of any consequence 
in Germany, with a slight 
sprinkling of an element 
foreign to the country. The complete statistics are not 
available at the time of writing, but from advance in- 
formation furnished by the authorities, I gather that on 
the first two days about 140,000 visitors were regis- 
tered, and the number of exhibitors was in the neigh- 
borhood of 16,000. | a 


Features of the “Messe” 


The most characteristic feature of the Leipsic Fair 
is undoubtedly the daily procession of sandwichmen who 
parade through the thoroughfares which intersect the 
“Messe” zone. These men and women—for a number 
of the latter were also to be seen in the processions— 
carry or propel advertisements of every possible descrip- 
tions. The ingenuity displayed in contriving originality 
for this parade is really commendable, and some firms 
spend large sums in this way each year. Huge stuffed 
~ elephants, lions, Teddy bears,’ monster scooters, baby 
motors and a hundred and one other 
lines are to be seen; in addition many 
of the exhibitors favor a character ad- 
vertisement, this is, a man dressed up 
to represent some particular product. 

Another striking feature is the ap- 
pearance of the various houses with 
signs protruding from every window 
telling all the passers-by who are the 
occupants of the various rooms from 
which the signs hang. While yet an- 
other characteristic is the lack of ac- 
commodation in the town for visitors 
during the Fair, the hotels being in- 
sufficient to house anything like the 
number of visitors, so that the major- 
ity find accommodation in _ private

which is worth mentioning here is that business begins 
in good earnest at eight o’clock in the morning (seven 
o'clock English time), and continues without abate- 
ment till seven or eight in the evening. 


_ What Was to be Seen 


With nearly 16,000 exhibitors at the Fair, according 
to the official figures, it will easily be seen that no attempt 
to describe the various exhibits is possible. Several is- 
sues of this journal would be necessary if such a descrip- 


tion were attempted, and all that may be done in the space 


at my disposal is to give some impressions; and the one 
which was most striking was the almost entire absence 
of real novelties. Those buyers who went to Leipsic on

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the look out for novelties of-a sensational character must 
have been sadly disappointed; novelties there were, it is 
true, but these were few and far between, and for the 
greater part, they consisted of adaptations of. old ideas 
to modern requirements. Dolls, soft toys, mechanical 
toys, these and other equally well-known lines, were in 


abundance, and, in fact, one could go into showroom 
after showroom and see practically the same displays. 


This impression was heightened by the fact that side by 
side with the manufacturers of certain lines there were 
exhibits by the collecting houses which contained the same 
pieces as the manufacturer showed next door. There 
were, of course, exceptions; and in Concentra House, 
where the various firms in the Concentra combine dis- 
played their products, one found lines which could not 
be seen’-elsewhere. Possibly the biggest collection of 
novelties was that shown by Hermann Kaniss, of Char- 
lottenburg, manufacturer of the now well known “Toto” 
game. This firm has introduced quite a variety of new 
lines; and as they’ possess undoubted selling qualities, it 
will not be long before they find their way into the shops 
here. Another line with good possibilities is a ball game 
named “Elasto.” This is an ideal outdoor line for small 
lawns, and should sell well in this country. Although not 
exactly a new idea, the “Cassadora”’ living doll is a line 
that will be popular in the toy bazaars next Christmas, 
and as it can be demonstrated to produce lifelike move- 
ments and a natural cry, it is likely to make a big hit. 
Eisenmann & Co., of London and Fuerth, had a big dis- 
play of dolls and toys, and it was interesting to note that 
the London dressed dolls were the most favorably re- 
ceived. Another well known firm, Gebr. Marklin & 
Co., were showing their big range of trains and mechan- 
ical toys. 

A special paragraph is due to the Concentra House ex- 
hibit. Here one found more of the English atmosphere 
than anywhere else in the Fair, and naturally this was 
one of the centers of attraction for visitors from this 
country. 

Another well known firm, Margarette Steiff, made a 
big show of their popular lines. These included all their 
regular models in stuffed animals and character dolls, 
while several new lines were to be seen. One of the 
best of these is a crowd of waddling ducks with a nat- 
ural movement, which is as comical as it is clever. 


President Ebert at Leipsic 


During the Leipsic Fair, Herr Ebert, president ot 
Germany, paid an official visit to Leipsic and spent some 
time in several of the principal Fair buildings. Being a 
State visit, a guard of honor, composed of a battalion 
of German troops, accompanied the procession, which 
created considerable interest amongst the British and for- 
eign buyers present. 


VIENNA A DEPRESSING CITY TO VISIT 


An American buver who went abroad for three months 
this winter and spring after attending the Leipsic Fair 
went to Vienna. The contrast between its former bril- 
liance and present poverty is terrible. It was once like 
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Paris or more so: gay, laughing, bright and happy. Now 
the streets are lifeless, many windows being still boarded 
up to escape the damage of former riots; beggars infest 
the streets and approaches to depots and hotels; cripples 
are everywhere. And there’s nothing cheap but food, 
the prices being kept down by the government to prevent 
bread riots.

GERMAN GOODS SGAR TOO HIGH FOR U. S. 
BUYERS 


Writing from Berlin, a newspaper correspondent makes 
the following comment on the situation: 

Embryo exporters of German goods to America, at- 
tracted by the valuta and the cheapness of inland prices, 
now realize the day has passed when they could come 


- over here and buy goods, ship them to the United States, 


and take their profits. 

Even the large and long established German import 
and export houses are beset with many difficulties in 
meeting the American demand at levels which would war-_ 
rant repeat orders. Prices continue to rise, labor is in- 
sisting on a larger share—and getting it—and stocks of 
goods are being hoarded or speculated in by those who 
are confident of further price advances. Merchandise 
on hand now constitutes the capital of many representa- 
tive German businesses today—and said capital is increas- 
ing in value through the second wave of inflation occa- 
sioned by the speculative element which prefers mer- 
chandise on hand to paper marks in the bank. 


Expects 50 Per Cent Increase 


Retail conditions are barometric of the future. At the 
high class, well-established shops in this city, where the 
one-price-for-all policy governs, goods are quoted at re- 
tail in accordance with the wholesale cost. A pair of 
lisle socks, for instance, can be bought for 80 marks, 
but the same article from new stock shown on the same 
counter, is priced 150 marks. In a few weeks the same 
pair of socks is likely to be selling at 300 marks. The 
situation applies to all commodities. The stores say they 
are not permitted by government regulation to average 
their prices, and with the big advances in the price of 
goods now coming from the mills the consumer ts rapidly 
absorbing the remnants of the bargain counter. Within 
a few months. when the cheap merchandise has gone, it 
is estimated prices will rule near 50 per cent increase. 


Buyers Fear Price Advance 


Among American buyers now returning to the United 
States from the Leipzig Fair the chief topic concerns 
what percentage of goods ordered by them will be de- 
livered without heavy price advances—if the goods are 
delivered at all. Some of these buyers have been given 
to understand that in many industries their orders in- 
clude a 20 per cent bonus to cover possible advances in 
labor costs, but those who have been here in the last few 
weeks, when the German mark renewed its downward 
slide, do not believe the manufacturer will consider it 
adequate protection.

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Retail Stores Push Radio 


One tenth of broad casting radio telephone stations 1n country are 


run by department stores. 


EPARTMENT stores constitute 10 per cent of the 

licensed broadcasting radio telephone stations in 
the country a report of the National Retail Dry Goods 
Association reveals. In an analysis of conditions in ad- 
vance of the First Radio Conference of Retail Mer- 
chants, April 18, at the Hotel Pennsylvania, the impor- 
tant position of the department store in radio merchandis- 
ing is ‘emphasized. 

The conference, composed of representatives of all 
department stores concerned with the mercantile de- 
velopment or radio, will discuss the various problems aris- 
ing from the necessity of establishing, on a dependable 
merchandising basis, the distribution of radio sets and 
parts. It is expected that the conference will result in 
effecting a long advance toward making wireless telephony 
an intimate, familiar and extremely useful medium of 
communication throughout the United States at an early 
date, and in communities that are sparsely settled as well 
as the large centers of population. 


The Research Bureau’s report shows that there are 
now in the United States’ 71 licensed broadcasting sta- 
tions, of which seven are department stores. Of the sev- 
en, Philadelphia is the location of three; New York of 
one; Newark, N. J., of one; St. Louis, Mo., of one, and 
Los Angeles, Cal., of one. | 


Many Stores Want Licenses 


These stores constitute a chain of broadcasting stations 
extending across the continent with every station equipped 
to take up radio sendings directly North and South with- 
in the boundaries of the United States. Scores of appli- 
cations have already been filed by other stores throughout 
the country, for radio is now recognized as a merchandis- 
ing opportunity of the first order, with $70,000,000—one 
per cent of the $7,000,000 total yearly sales by depart- 
ment stores—as the conservative estimate of the sales 
volume ready for immediate exploitation. In many of 
the large stores of New York, Chicago, and Pittsburgh 
the sale of radio apparatus averages from $5,000 to $6,000 
weekly, and this is in spite of the prevalence of a short- 
age in manufactured sets and parts that leaves deliveries 
far behind the volume of orders placed by the public. 


The overwhelming growth in demand has come about 
within the course of a single year, for radio was little 
more than a toy—a matter of amusing experiment—in 
April, 1921. The first notable concentration of popular 
interest in the subject came in connection with the presi- 
dential election in November, 1920, when the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing Co., equipped with 
large transmitting stations at its Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
Cleveland, O., plants for private communication, essayed 
-the experiment of announcing the election returns 
through the Pittsburgh station. It was the first “broad-

casting’’ of information having interest for the general 
public. Every dealer in electrical goods in Pittsburgh 
and the vicinity sold out of radio supplies on the strength 
of that first broadcasting. Ever since, it has been a 
race between supply and demand, with supply continu- 
ally far in the rear. 

Types of receiving installations such as afford really 
adequate service—sets that dispense with the head re- 
ceiver, adapt themselves to group audiences as does the 
phonograph, and are equipped to receive sendings of 
any class up to hundreds of miles—class at once as mer- 
chandise of high quality, ranging in price from $100 
to $500. While installations of this better class are not 
expected to eliminate the smaller and cheaper sets, they 
are recognized by expert merchandisers as being the fac- 
tors which must necessarily determine the status of the 
radio business of the future, making it, like the phono- 
graph, an important department of the general retail 
store. 7 

Such stores, the National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion's Research Bureau points out, must also take the 
lead in broadcasting, serving in no localities a function 
more useful than in the sparsely settled districts, where 
their normal capital investments, point to them as the 


natural broadcasters as well as venders of radio equip- 


ment. 


Radio as Guardian of Life and Property 

Difhculties incident to procuring of license and of 
radio broadcasting equipment are minimized for these 
stores by reason of the minimum “interference” entailed 
by their locations. Their function, as broadcasters, is of 
prime importance to their communities, not merely as 
enabling rural populations to enjoy, by means of relay, 
the finest entertainments provided in every great metrop- 
olis, but as guardians of property and even of life itself 
in grave emergencies. 


Under conditions of flood, storm, fire and other dis- 
aster, when telephone and telegraph wires go down, the 
enterprising store in the rural district will remain a rock 
of refuge, with its broadcasting station, for passing the 
warning and for summoning aid. 


Under normal conditions, it becomes the reliable daily 
ally of the United States Department of Agriculture in 
transmitting to farmers weather forecasts, national and 
local produce quotations and practical lectures by the 
Government’s own experts on husbandry. The farm 
produce price situation, as it now exists, calls for the 
interjection of a factor such as the store broadcasting 
station to provide the American farmer with the prac- 
tical equivalent of the stockbroker’s ticker and to place 
him on even terms of information with the medium of 
handling his various crops. 
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EXTENSIVE RADIO CONTEST STARTED BY 
GIMBEL’S, PHILADELPHIA 


Ten Groups of Contestants Established to Arouse 
Interest in Radio Construction—20 Awards 
Will Be Made 


Gimbel Brothers, Philadelphia, are starting a_ radio 
contest, to close June 10. It is strictly to be confined to 
amateurs, no one who has ever received pay in this field 


to be eligible. | 
Ellis Gimbel, Jr., who has charge of the radio depart- 


ment and broadcasting station, states that the purpose 
of the contest is to setimulate an already-growing interest 
in the subject among people of all ages, and to foster 
their desire to build their own equipment. In this way, 
improvements are bound to be made, perhaps by accident, 
and discoveries will no doubt, advance the science. 

There are to be 20 awards, two for each of I0 groups. 
The first group embraces those who will make the small- 
est receiving set. It is prophesied that a set will be con- 
structed which can fit into a match box. The second will 
be the most unique receiving set, that is to say, the tdea 
of wireless must be linked up in some novel way. 

Group three will be the finest constructed receiving set, 
in the opinion of the radio engineers who will act as 
judges. Leaders in the field have evidenced their will- 
ingness to serve on the board. Group four consists of 
the smallest complete receiving and sending set. to trans- 
mit and receive at least five miles, this limitation making 
it essential that it be useful as well as diminutive. Groups 
five and six are open only to the Boy Scouts, group five 
being for the finest receiving set constructed by a Boy 
Scout, and group six for the finest receiving and trans- 
mitting set constructed by the entire troup. The award 
for this class will go to the troop and will likely be a 
handsome cup to be exhibited in its club rooms. The 
seventh group is the most efficiently constructed crystal 
detector set; group eight, most efficiently constructed 
vacuum tube detector set, and group nine, the most ef- 
ficiently constructed vacuum tube detector and amplify- 
ing set. Group ten is to be the set having the most home- 
made parts. 

Mr. Gimbell believes that a radio department depends 
largely for its success upon the men that are hired to sell 
the equipment. It is essential that experts be stationed 
behind the counters, as the customers take it for granted 
that those to whom they go to buy will also act as a kind 
of information bureau and help them with the details in 
which they are not proficient. The department has been 
doing a capacity business since its installation, and a 
great interest has been shown in the concert programs. 


Installs Radio Department in Waterloo Store 


Waterloo, Ia.—The Paul Davis Dry Goods Co. is en- 
tering the radio field early and have made arrangements 
to handle wireless apparatus at their store. In conjunc- 
tion with the new radio department they will have a set 
installed in the store with a magnavox reproducing outfit 
for the benefit of patrons. Experts will be in charge.

SALESMAN DESCR:BES RADIO BUSINESS. 


A SALESMAN for one of the well known electrical 

companies in the toy field has spent a large amount 
of time lately in investigating the possibilities of radio 
selling by tov dealers, and has traveled extensively call- 
ing on dealers who are putting these appliances in their 
stocks. Ilere are a few facts as he gives them to us: 


The retail radio business is divided into two ‘parts; 
namely, the selling of complete sets: second, the sale of 
parts for the making of these sets. He seems to favor 
the selling of parts as being the larger end of the busi- 
ness because of the fact that a complete set is so ex- 
pensive, while with the gradual expenditure of a few 
dollars occasionally a boy can gradually build up a com- 
plete set. He suggests that in order to start business 
a dealer buy a few complete sets and then buy the parts 
for the building of sets. 

As an example of what can be done with parts, here 
are some of the necessary parts for building a set, to- 
gether with the approximate retail prices of each:

This would total to retail at something over $50.00 
and we are told would make up a very good set. The 
value of this from the boy’s standpoint is not only in 
the value of the set when it is complete, but the fun of 
putting it together. So far a large part of the sales have 
been to bovs and young men of mechanical inclination 
and this can be encouraged with profit to the dealer. 
Parts are said to be becoming more and more plentiful. 
The sets are still hard to get. The salesman says that 
the real cheap sets are N. G. except in large cities where 
broadcasting is done, for the reason that with the small 
sets one can only hear about 50 miles, whereas broad - 
casting. might mean many hundreds of miles from the 
home of the owner. It is much more worth while to 
have a set that can listen in on a 500 or a thousand mile 
radius because the programs, etc., is what a man is buving 
the set for anyhow, and if he can’t get anything but a 
small program or an occasional voice, the set isn’t worth 
anything. 

One firm is selling either a set or parts for about $50.00 
or $60.00 with which one can hear a distance of 500 
miles. 


A receiving set in a dealer’s store is a great attraction 
for trade. One dealer in Baltimore put in a receiving 
set the latter part of February and said that he increased 
his toy business 25% cn account of the people that came 
in to listen to the Radio.

THE YOUNGEST RADIO OPERATOR 
Seven Year Old Son of Director for Charlie Chaplin 
is Youngest Licensed Radio Operator in World 


The radio germ is no respector of age, as thousands 
of gray-beard enthusiasts would testify. Meantime at 
the other end of the age scale, its victims are legion, as 
every one knows. It would be hard to find a wide-awake 
boy above the age of twelve who is not interested in radio. 
But it rather takes the breath away to read of an expert 
radio enthusiast at the age of seven. Yet the Pacific 
Radio News (the name of which has more recently been 
changed to Radio), in a recent issue gave a detailed ac- 
count of the accomplishments of a California amateur of 
that tender age. We read: 


“Robert Garcia, seven-year-old son of Allen Garcia. 
director for Charlie Chaplin, is the voungest licensed 
radio operator in the world. Official confirmation of his 
success in passing the amateur’s examination with a per- 
centage of 92 was recently received from Major J. F. 
Dillon, U. S. Radio Inspector at San Francisco.” 

The account of the child’s astonishing feat, which 
would tax credulity ‘had it not received editorial authen- 
tication, is given by the boy’s father, and has interest for 
parents and pedagogs whether or not they care for radio. 
Here is the record: 


Devours All the Catalogs 

“From the time that his father took an interest in radio 
(November, 1920),* Robert would read the catalogs and 
manufacturers’ advertisements which most every aspirant 
to the realm of radio is inevitably equipped with, he 
would ask father some rather embarrassing questions re- 
garding hookups and frequencies, oscillations, amplifica- 
tions, and many other things that poor father then could 
not answer, that made the latter sit up nights and study 
till early morning so as not to fall in the estimation of 
his son. 7 | 

‘Then he hit upon the idea that if father would let him 
listen on his set he would learn the code and be able to 
copy. So the father turned the set over to him in the 
daytime with the understanding that he learn the code 
frst by heart in two days. Within 24 hours he accom- 
plished that, and later would sit for hours till he heard 
some sign at a speed that he could copy. He was a little 
sticker, remaining at the set for three or four hours at a 
stretch. Later, when father took out a license and was 


assigned a call, Robert’s interest was increased till he. 


had to be shown the workings of every part of the trans- 
mitting set and given a concise explanation of everything, 
including circuits. 


‘For several days the lad went around drawing cir- 


cuits on the back of everything in the house, and, strange 
to say, once shown a circuit, no matter how complicated, 
he could reproduce it by memory, and has several of his 
original drawings now that can’t be improved on for 
detail. Five weeks before Robert passed his examination 
he could not copy even at the rate of five words per 
minute, but he showed sufficient interest that he begged 
his father to let him take the test. 
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Father Decides to Help the Boy 

“Seeing that the boy really meant business, he made up 
his mind to coach him and give him a chance. First he 
made him copy a buzzer, sending words of two or three 
letters, then increasing speed till the boy acquired a speed 
of twenty words per minute. Then the words of greater 
leneth, and finally numerals and words were resorted to 
till he could copy 50 or 100 words in succession. In the 
meantime he would explain to the youngster the theory 
of both transmitting and receiving sets, using the tech- | 
nical terms and parallelling them with a kindergarten ex- 
planation so that the little mind could readily understand. 
That done he gave the boy a copy of the regulations re- 
gurding the transmission of signals, etc., and laid out a 
certain amount to memorize so that.he would understand 
the meaning and would be capable of writing it word for 
word whenever called upon to do it in the future. This 
he accomplished beyond the father’s wildest expectations. 


“Then came the big surprise. He had but five weeks 
in which to prepare for his examination. When he took 
the test every one that saw him smiled and felt that he 
was there merely to please his father’s vanity. Several 
lads, many years his senior, fell by the wayside, and sev- 
eral men tried in vain to pass the test. Robert just smiled 
all through the three solid hours of his examination and 
if any one said anythiag to him he would answer with a 
broad smile and wink, as if to say ‘watch me fool them,’ 
and he, only a child of seven years, did what very few 
ever accomplished—passed with 92 per cent. 

“Since passing the examination two manufacturers 
have honored him with parts for the set he is going to 
install. He has filed an application for a station license 
and is going to put it up himself. He has declined an 
offer to install the set and begs his father to let him do it 
all alone.”

U. S. PRODUCTION NOW 85 PER CENT 


Secretary Hoover Makes This Statement and Adds 
That the Business Depression is Past 


Asserting that the number of unemployed has dropped 
from 6,500,000 last July, to 3,000,000 now, and that pro- 
duction of American industries is now 85 per cent of 
capacity, compared with 25 per cent a year ago, Herbert 
Hoover, secretary of commerce, told members of the 
Denver Civic and Commercial Association, that the busi- 
ness depression has long since passed. 

In less than 18 months, said Secretary Hoover, price 
levels have fallen more than 50 per cent, the greatest fall 
and with the greatest velocity ever known in our history. 

“We have been through a great commodity crisis, a 
great commodity panic, but the outstanding thing of all 
this depression has been that we have had no financial 
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panic at the time of our commodity panic. It is the first 
time in our history that we have gone through a great 
major depression without a financial panic, and the rea- 
son we have weathered this situation with infinitely less 
losses, destruction, and bankruptcy, than we would other- 
wise have suffered, is because of the structure called the 
Federal Reserve Bank.” 

The trend turned last July, he went on, when interest 
rates began to fall. Since that time, he said, we have 
been steadily climbing upward from the bottom of the 
economic ditch. Commenting on the present productivity 
of industries, Secretary Hoover said the efficiency now 
shown was of a character that we had not known for 20 
years. With the exception of one or two states, savings 
deposits have been increasing month by month. 


YOU ARE RIGHT, MR. WRIGLEY

turer, spends $10,000 every day of his life for ad-

You see I have to keep reminding the 
people that they have bought my gum and that they liked 
it. Then they will keep on buying it. If I don’t adver- 
tise, then they are just about ninety-nine per cent sure 
to be influenced by somebody who does advertise.” 

Saying which, Mr. Wrigley preached a sermon on ad- 
vertising that necds nothing added to it. We are not 
going to insult the intelligence of any reader by attempt- 
ing to point out the moral. It is there, however, big as 
all outdoors. It is something that every retailer—and 
every manufacturer and jobber for that matter—can well 
afford to heed in these piping times of peace when few 
indeed can truthfully say they are overwhelmed with 
business. | |

Papier mache rolls, chocolate eclaire 
and other tempting things to eat—all in papier mache— 
were the favors, and two papier mache fish (the Fish of 
April or Poison d’Avril of the French) lay at each cor- 
ner. 
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German Competition In The World’s Markets 


By J.C. Osborne, Second Vice-President of the 
American Chamber of Commerce in Berlin 


RTICLES have appeared in many American news- 

papers and periodicals for some time past, calling 
attention to the great activity in German manufacturing 
circles and to the impossibility of American manufac- 
turers competing against German goods in the world’s 
markets because of their low prices. 

It 1s an undoubted fact that this has been the case for 
the past year and a half and has caused manufacturers 
in all of the countries, where a higher exchange prevails, 
a good deal of anxiety. It is also largely responsible for 
the attention that various governments have given to their 
own and Germany's economic and trade conditions and 
has induced them to consider higher tariffs and other 
measures to protect their industries from German com- 
petition. | , 

The writer was in America about six months ago and 
made the statement to a group of business men there, 
who were complaining of the impossibility of competing 
with German prices, that within two years Germany 
would be in the same competitive position in the world’s 
markets that she was in before the war. That 1s, instead 
of being able to underbid the American manufacturer 
about 100 per cent or more—as she was doing at that 
time—she would only have about a Io per cent advan- 
tage, which was about normal in pre-war times. 

This statement aroused some astonishment; which was, 

perhaps, not surprising in view of their lack of knowl- 
edge of what is happening in Germany, but the most 
amazing fact concerning this matter is that the average 
German business man—in spite of his opportunities to 
observe the trend of conditions—exhibits the same as- 
tonishment as the American does when this opinion is 
expressed. Moreover, he will show a tendency to dis- 
pute it, even though every indication points to a fairly 
rapid consummation of this condition. 
_ Germany’s advantage in trade today is due to her low 
productive costs and these low productive costs are due 
partly to the low wages paid to workmen and employes, 
to low traffic rates on the railroads, to low postal rates, 
and to the general effect that these low productive costs 
have on living and business conditions within the country 
in general. 

Wages in Germany have increased about 1,500 per cent 
over those paid in pre-war times, but as the mark has 
depreciated about 4,500 per cent, the wages paid in marks 
only equal about one quarter of what is paid in America, 
taking into consideration the fact that normal wages in 
America were higher than normal wages in Germany 
and that wages in America are higher than formerly. 
The German wage earner is only able to live on these 
low earnings because of the system of subsidies paid on 
imported food stuffs by the Government and the control 
that 1s exercised over the increase in house rentals. 

- This rental control in Berlin—which is more or less 
similar all over Germany—permits the landlord to charge 


an increase of only 7o per cent over pre-war rentals. 
Where hot water and central heating is supplied, the 
tenents pay nine-tenths of the cost of all coal and heat- 
ing material used, in addition to the 70 per cent increase. 
As the average employe lives in a house where hot water 
and central heating is not supplied, this means that he 
pays only a little more than half as much again for rent 
than he formerly did, although wages and everything else 
is from fifteen to twenty times higher. 


Through the system of subsidies paid on imported food 
stuffs the government has been paving a certain percent- 
age of the cost to the importers so that they have been 
retailed considerably below their cost price. 


Passenger and freight rates are at least 50 per cent 
lower in Germany than in other countries and the losses 
incurred by railways are also made good by the govern- 
ment subsidies. In a recent statement issued by the 
Minister of Railways, it was stated that the shortage 
during the past year amounted to six billion marks, 


Letter postal rates on foreign mail is M.4.00 in Ger- 
many at the present time against five cents (M.10.00) in 
the Umted States. Other letter and parcel post rates are 
in the same proportion. The Post Office Department had 
a tremendous deficit in 1921, which had-to be made up 
by government subsidies. 

It is obvious that this is a wholly illogical economic 
condition. The landlord cannot pay for the repairs and 
maintenance of his property nor get sufficient income 
from it on a 70 per cent increase in his returns when 
everything else costs from 1,500 per cent to 2,000 per 
cent more. The government, on the other hand, cannot 
raise taxes enough to cover the subsidies it pays, as well 
as its internal administration expenses, so that the eco- 
nomic situation is constantly getting worse and worse. 


The Reparation Commission have taken cognizance of 
this and have recently demanded that Germany abandon 
this system of subsidies and raise their postal and rail- 
road rates to a point where these will be self sustaining. 
They have also made representations against the food 
subsidies. They have done this because they feel that 
the subsidies interfere with Germany’s ability to pay 
reparations. 


During this past year rentals have increased from 40 
per cent to 70 per-cent. Postal rates have increased over 
400 per cent, railroad rates have increased 300 per cent 
and food stuffs have increased from 150 per cent to 250 
per cent. There has also been an increase in the cost of 
clothing and all other necessities to a much greater ex- 
tent than is indicated by the figures given above. All 
these are increases over the high prices that prevailed 
previous to January 1921, and which were then consid- 
erably higher than pre-war prices in the first three items 
mentioned and from 1,000 per cent to 1,500 per cent in 
the latter items.

ek CLAUS going up and down the chimney has 
grouped around him a wonderful array of mechanical 
stunts. The life-size clown revolves on a barrel: moving 
his legs, arms, and head. The seal with moving head 
balances a revolving ball on his nose. ‘Puss in Boots” 
bobs her head out of one boot just as a dog puts his 


head out of the top of the other boot. A large dog 1s

seated between the boots moving his head from side to 
side as a mouse runs out of the holes in the toes of the 
boots. 

It is this kind of a display that will not only gain at- 
tention but hold it, as everybody wants to see all that is 
happening in the window. A display of this kind will 
always be remembered and thus be a permanent adver- 


tisement for the store and its toy department. 


These increases in necessities have already resulted in 
almost a 150 per cent increase in wages during the past 
year, an as rents make a further advance, which they 
eventually will do to a parity with the prices of other 
necessities, and prices of food stuffs go up because of 
the lack of these subsidies that are paid at present and 
which the government must eventually abandon; a further 
increase in wages will have to be paid to enable the wage 
earner to live and these wages will, of necessity, be com- 
parative to those paid in other countries, regardless of 
the rate of exchange in marks. 

A large proportion of the raw materials used in Ger- 
many must be imported by her manufacturers from out- 
side countries at world market prices and the domestic 
raw materials are only procurable at lower prices because 
of the lower wages of the producers at the present time. 
As wages increase, these domestic raw materials will also 
gradually reach world market prices. 


While in all countries where the exchange is normal 
or almost so, wages and prices are stationary or showing 
improvement by going down; in Germany, on the con- 
trary, wages and prices are constantly increasing. Last 
November, when the mark went to over three hundred 
to the dollar, prices of all commodities jumped to a very 
considerable extent and the demand for increased wages 
was very general. In December, however, when the 
mark improved to one hundred and sixty for the dollar, 
prices did not depreciate any, instead, they continued to 
increase. Since this last increase in the value of the 
mark, it has again fallen to a little over 200 per dollar, 
but at the time this was written it was showing some 
improvement which may continue through the coming 
summer. Should it happen that this improvement carries 
the mark where it stood last July, the price advantage that 
German manufacturers have enjoyed would be wiped out.

for the grown-up and toy shoes for dolls, and for favors. 


Made with lightning speed by hand.

NE of these days, when you've a holiday open and 

a notion to travel to real foreign parts we suggest 
that you take the. first passing steam-car and travel, post 
haste, to Holland. 


No, of course, reader friend, you cannot get overseas 
to the actual Netherlands from the Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries by rail as yet—the long discussed tunnel beneath 
the British Channel is still little more than an engineer's 
dream—but the Holland of this especial excursion is to 
be reached from any part of the United States by rail- 
way nicely, being a very prosperous shire town of Mich- 
igan. 

Holland has received its name, it may be mentioned, 
because so many of its first inhabitants were from the 
Netherlands and the name remains because, even today, 
so many of the people, so many of their manners, and 
customs, are typically Dutch. In Holland, Mich., the 


churches rise in types of architecture exactly as one sees’. 


these. in the city of the Netherlands. In Holland they 
serve you the Dutch rusks, and you may gather the 
narcissi and tulpis and the blossoms of other Dutch 
bulbs, and in the big Platz or common you will find men 
speaking in the patois of Holland, even as you may do 
in the real Netherlands. So, here in Holland, Mich., 
you will find that folk who must work in the out-of- 
doors, or in the kitchens, and especially those having 
work in cellars and other damp places, going about in 
real Dutch wooden shoes. 


These shoes, in all sizes for the actual wearing, and 
countless thousands of other specimens for dolls, for 
the Christmas trees, sometimes to be used in lieu of place- 
cards at festal tables, are being produced by genuine 
Dutch wooden shoemakers in the back gardens of Hol- 
land. 

To loiter with some in- 
tending shoe buyer down | 
one of the little garden | 
paths between the Dutch | 
lilies and the larkspur and |* 
the portulaca to where such 
a cobbler may be at work; | 
then to sit by and watch 
him and the _ neighbors’ 
boys, who are but too glad 
to help; and, above all, to 
listen to the secrets and 
lore of wooden shoemak- 
ing as this falls from his 
lips between puffs at his 
pipe, is an experience in- 
deed.

these Dutch shoe producers of Holland probably is an 
aged Dutchman named Rowan; sixty-two, he will tell 
you, is his age. 

You will find Rowan at work, pleasant days, in a real 
Dutch garden almost within shadow of the Calvinist 
church; other times in a simple, substantial shop just to 
rear. The immaculate white walls, the equally perfectly 
aligned shingles to this little cobbler’s establishment re- 
mind one at once of the ultra-tidy shops of all descrip- 
tions at Broek and Monnickendam. 

“How ve make ’em?”’ Mr. Rowan repeats your ques- 
tion, as you beg to be shown the process of making 
wooden shoes as the Dutch alone can. “I show you, bet- 
ter as I can tell you.” 

He gives a twirl to his reddish moustache and puts a 
few queries to his son, who interprets in turn. 

Basswood it appears is, by all odds, the best wood 
obtainable in this country for wooden shoes of all de- 
scriptions and at Holland, fortunately, wood of this sort 
may be obtained comparatively close by. The wood is 
purcijased by the shoe producer on a basis of roughly 
four cents the foot in the raw log and this means, then, 
that an average log will come to four dollars or so. 

The loge duly chosen. it is brought to the shoe plant by 
wagon—who ever heard of a real Dutch. shoemaker em- 
ploying an aur-omobile—and there prepared for reducing 
to more workab.le lengths. The log, that 1s to say, 1s cut 
into sections fouitteen feet in length; these sections, 
boards, or planks, ass you may choose to call them, brought 
forth by a saw fasMioned just to this end. Basically,

of a little door, cuts the 
log left just outside the 
shed, and then retreats in- 
side the shed. Thus the 
heavy log may be hauled 
to position by the wagon 
or team; the saw be shel- 
, ered at a moment’s notice 
from the rains. 
The planks or boards in 
proper sec juence—and leave 
the Dutch alone to see that 
all things are quite in order 
—Rowan sets to work with 
whichsoever one he may 
choose. 
r First of all this slab of 
- ' timber is split into pieces 
six inches wide. These al- 
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low of convenient handling. 


Taking up any one of these blocks of the bass, the old 
man sets to work with his hatchet. To watch him, in 
the early stages of the task, is to see what seems a harm- 
less old man playing, as a man will in his dotage. Now 
here, now there, he chops and chips; big pieces, small 
pieces, fall from under. Only, inspect very carefully, 
now that he rests a moment at his task and you'll find 


that it isn’t exactly a hachet, but a hand-axe, a tool not’ 


so familiar to most, which the wooden shoemaker is 
using. Somehow one gets greater force with this; the 
axe has a way of excelling the hatchet in bringing the 
block to conclusions. Before ever you’d half believe it 
possible that block of wood has become a form, roughly 
a triangle, but with the sides sloping toward the points. 
In five minutes this triangular shaped clod, for such is

what it appears most to be, is finished to the good man’s 
satisfaction. 


But you haven’t a wooden shoe as yet; really, far from 
it! A real Dutch wooden shoe is a labor of love, it bears 
individual characteristics, ear-marks, of its especial mak- 
er’s manufacture. These come in what might be called 
the “shaping down,” the hand process which follows. 
The work is done by the man with a iwuge knife, used first 
to cut, carve, the shoe to exactly the desired shape; then 
to smooth it over. The plumber, smoothing putty be- 
fore giving it the concealing coat of paint, never ‘performs 
a neater “job,” in smoothing out every possible protuber- 
ance above the rounding surface than old Mijnheer 
Rowan turns out with his heavy knife here at Holland! 


Given your shoe in its outer form, however, it is ob- 
viously impossible to wear it. Basswood is altogether 
too hard for even the most stolid Dutchman's foot to 
force its way through to comfort. There must, there- 
fore, be a place made for the feet and this is done by 
boring. For the better part of the shoes turned out here 
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Rowan uses just one monster bore, an iron affair like 


‘some magic wand in his fingers. Just to start things he 


bores a bit by power; then he takes this handbore in 
hand. Now here, now there, with a skill born of decades 
of practice, he causes the sharp-edged tool to feel its way. 
Meanwhile he puffs at his heavy clay pipe or sings old 
Dutch hymns or cracks some jest in Dutch for his son’s 
translating to the caller. Boring the shoes has become 
almost instinctive with him; he feels his way in, in, into 
that wood, rather than sees what he is doing! All the 
boring—the machine bore and the hand bore—required 
by a shoe of largest size here does not require over two 
minutes. 


Remember, though, once more that wooden shoe mak- 
ing, as one meets it in Holland, is still individual labor, 
that there attaches to it still love and pride in craft. 
Every pair of shoes leaving here must go forth a credit 
to the skill of Mijnheer Rowan. 


As result, after all that boring is done, Rowan takes 
the two near-perfect forms that will soon be shoes and 
sits himself on a bench in the garden. The good wife 
chats from the kitchen near, the grandchildren play 
around and chat with him. Meanwhile he hollows the 
shoes by hand, finishing touches, half an hour to the pair. 


Before so very long the wooden shoes are finished and 
ready for sale. 


Beg pardon, we should have said the shoes are ready 
for delivery. 


Here at Holland old man Rowan has served families 
for three generations. These families know just about 
how long a given pair of wooden shoes will last some 
member of the clan when of a given age. Little girls 
do not wear out shoes as rapidly as boys; men in the 
fields need a new pair sooner than other men doing in- 
door work. So they give Rowan notice about when they 
want some more shoes, a pair for Jan, for Marie, for 
Katinka, and he makes these to order, very nearly. 
When the shoes are done he may deliver himself, or send 


.the little grandson with the sabots. Wrap them, even tie 


them—that were sheerest waste and waste is a thing 
unknown to a Dutchman. 


But it’s only after you watched Rowan at his day's 
work quite some time that you fully realize how varied 
the sizes and hence the labors of Dutch shoe production. 
In shoes for boys, lads of from four to fourteen years of 
age, for example, not less than eight sizes are made. 
Again, with adult shoes there is a difference between 
men’s shoes and women’s, the women’s are cut consid- 
erably smaller for the same size. 


Shoes for actual wearing are made as small as six 
inches in length. The largest shoe turned out now 1s the 
number thirteen and a half, twelve and a half inches long 
on the inside. 


Rowan sells the shoes at eighty cents the pair irre- 
spective of size, for it is quite as much work to make a 
small shoe as a large and the material that enters in be- 
comes an almost negligible item as between sizes. |

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FINDS GERMAN TOY MARKET UPSET . 


American Importer Says Prices Are Erratic and Have 
Advanced Two and Three Hundred Per Cent in 
Last Three Months—Extremely Difficult 
to Get Merchandise at Right Price 

' for Export 

‘AUR. GERSON of the Invincible Importing Co., New York, 

has recently returned from Germany and makes the fol- 
lowing enlightening report on conditions in the German toy 
market: 

“T left New York on December 10th, and after the worst trip 
I ever experienced I finally reached Berlin. Here I found condi- 
tions had not improved at all since my last visit there in July, 
1921. On the contrary, instead of a somewhat stable condition 
of the market, [ found everything extremely upset due to a great 
extent to the fluctuation of the exchange. 

“While I found large quantities of merchandise available, still 
the conditions reminded me of a bag of oats suspended from a 
long pole before a horse but which food he could not reach. I 
found that the prices were entirely out of proportion to the values 
and such that they could not be sold to the American market at 
any reasonable figure. Even though I had exceptional connec- 
tions and knew many of the manufacturers personally, it took 
me from the middle of December until the middle of March to 
obtain the merchandise that I wanted. In fact, if it had not been 
for my Berlin office and the connections they had established, I 
would not have been able to obtain 25 per cent of the merchandise 
that I did. 

“It seems that the prevalent condition of sale is to leave the 
price open contingent upon the value of the mark at the time the 
order 18 shipped. There is another motive attached to this condi- 
tion, namely, the manufacturer is never sure of his cost of pro- 
duction, as the workingman finds it necessary to strike for an 
increase in salary almost every three weeks. Economic conditions 
make it necessary for the workingman to demand this increase as 
the average married workingman in the toy industry is paid ap- 
proximately 68) marks a week. Figuring the mark at today’s 
exchange, which is about 300 marks to the dollar, his salary would 
be equal to $2.27 per week. When you figure that it requires fifty 
marks to buy a pound of butter, you can easily realize how badly 
off the German working people are. 

“The German government has issued an edict that all manufac- 
turers selling merchandise for export must guarantee that dollars 
have been deposited in Germany to pay for the merchandise pur- 
chased. They evidently require the dollar to aid them in paying 
the indemnity. This is to prevent marks being bought in foreign 
countries and drafts presented at the banks for payment in marks, 
thus preventing Germany from having the advantage of having 
dollars in the banks. 

“In order to show how rapidly the market increased in value, 
I could have sold every dollar's worth of merchandise I pur- 
chased—and I purchased a considerable quantity—at a very hand- 
some profit without the merchandise ever leaving Germany. I 
found that I could not replace any of the goods I had bought for 
less than 200 per cent increase in price. Ofttimes the increase is 
over 300 per cent. One can, therefore, judge the conditions of 
the market by the fact that merchandise advanced from two to 
three hundred per cent in about three months’ period of time. 
I also found that merchandise I had purchased in January and 
delivered in March cost me 5U per cent more due to the increase 
in freight rates. 

“There is no predicting the outcome of these conditions or the 
stabilizing of the German market. One can only sit back and 
hope for the best.”

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NO SNAP BUYING TOYS IN GERMANY 


That Germany is not a bed of roses for toy buyers this 
season is conceded by I. O. Edwards, buyer for that 
department of Hale Bros., San Francisco, who returned 
to Paris before sailing on the Mauretania and was inter- 
viewed there by an American trade paper. 


There is a strike in Nuremburg, according to Mr. 
Edwards, which has so effectually cut down the produc- 
tion of metal toys that they are almost impossible to find. 
The destruction by fire of the Marcel factory at Sonner- 
berg in Saxony, which supplied 60 per cent of the Ger- 
man doll-heads, is another disturbing item, he reports. 

“The fluctuation of the mark and the rapid changes 
in the price lists of manufacturers make it impossible for 
the purchaser to figure what his merchandise will cost 
’ landed,” he comments. “If you want the goods, you just 
have to go ahead and buy, hoping that luck will be in 
your favor. 

“If the mark continues to go down, I doubt if the small 
manufacturer will be able to remain in business, as he 
has no raw materials bought ahead.” 

Mr. Edwards found prices of toys high in the French 


market, but the merchandise good enough to buy, in spite 
of it. 


A PHENOMENAL DOLL SALE 


R. J. Butt, toy buyer for Wolf & Dessauer, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., reports a very successful doll sale on Sat- 
urday, April 8th. 

Two nurses, or women dressed as nurses, stood in 
front of the Dessauer store. One of them weighed about 
250 pounds, the other about 1co pounds. You can 
imagine they attracted a lot of attention. The 100-pound 
clerk demonstrated the Madame Hendron dolls, having 
them say “Ma-ma,” etc., and the other one sold them. 

Although there had been no advertisement of. this, 
Mr. Butt sold 37 dolls on Saturday, ranging in price from 
$2.98 to $15.00 each, which is mighty good, considering 
the times and the season of the year. He considered it 
very fine advertising, as it attracted a good crowd.

The prominent wood turning firm of F. W. Peterson Co., 
New York, will touch a strain of sentiment in the hearts of 
millions of adult Americans, who will purchase their whipping 
tops for young America.

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Advertising Possibilities of Radto 


Catch on to the popular fad and get the people into your store. 
They will eventually become customers tn nearly every department. 


7 7 1TH the increase of radio broadcasting stations un- 
til every hamlet or town in the United States can 
pick up programs sent out by one or more licensed sta- 
tions, there has developed a publicity medium for the 
small, and large retailer, that should not be overlooked. 
One of the main purposes of advertising is to get people 
to come into your store, true, much advertising is run 
for the purpose of bringing people in to buy certain ar- 
ticles, but any advertising that brings people into your 
store is of great value. People who come into your es- 
tablishment buy merchandise, whether they came in for 
the purpose of buying or not, and of a hundred people 
coming in a large per cent will buy before they leave. 
At the present time people will go almost any distance 
to listen to radio broadcasting. Monday, April 24, Ham- 


_ burger’s of Los Angeles put on a radio demonstration in 


the High School at Redondo Beach. The Auditorium 
hall was packed, and this in spite of the fact that the 
night was threatening rain, and was cold. Any dealer 


in radio equipment will tell you that he has many re- 


quests from clubs, societies, lodges and other bodies of 
people who literally beg him to give them a radio dem- 
onstration, and when such demonstration is given mem- 
bers of the clubs, etc., who had not been in the hall for 
years came and brought the folks. 

Since anything that is broadcasted on the air may be 
picked up by any station within range, it is an easy mat- 
ter for any retailer who desires to fill his store to install 
a radio receiving set and then advertise in his local pa- 
pers that by coming to his store during program hours 
any person may listen to music from the air. A set that 
will give excellent results can be installed for a nominal 
sum, can be used for a considerable period, and when the 
public’s interest begins to lag the set may be sold and 
the retailer will have had his publicity for nothing, or 
for a trifling sum. Some of the programs broadcasted 
are most excellent and would be a drawing card in a 
large theater, these programs may be enjoyed by your 
customers, in your store, and you may provide the enter- 
tainment without cost to yourself, for, once the set is in- 


stalled any sales person can attend to it, and doubtless 


in your own town there are a dozen or more boys of 


‘Boy Scout age who are competent to erect your aerial, 


connect all wires, and put the set in operation, all this can 
be done in a few hours, and with such a set you will be 


able to pick up operas, speeches, orchestra playing, vocal 
solo work, and phonograph music, in fact, the program 
provided by the broadcasting stations are so varied that 
one never tires of “listening in.” 

Some of the more progressive stores have already used 
radio to a most excellent advantage, and each store that 
has installed a set is enthusiastic about it. Silverwood’s 
of Los Angeles has a large receiving set in its depart- 
ment and from 12 o'clock noon, when broadcasting in 
Los Angeles begins until the store closes for the evening, 
people, men, women, and boys will be found clustered 
around the set. On days when the broadcasting sta- 
tions have exceptionally good programs. the boy’s clothing 
department is literally filled with boys. Hamburger’s, 
from which most of the radio programs are broadcasted 
for the Southern California District, installed a set in a 
fairly good sized room on the mezzanine floor, but so 
great were the crowds attracted to hear the radio music 
that the store had to dismantle its set and find larger 
quarters. A large assembly hall is now being fitted with 
set, and shortly four or five hundred people will be able 
to listen in at the Hamburger store at one time. 

But the set is just as practical for the small store. In 
a small suburb of Los Angeles there is a confectionery 
store and soda fountain having one. The owner on open- 
ing his store faced well organized competition ; were other 
similar shops in town. This man installed a large set in 
the rear of his store and advertised it with dodgers, hand- 
bills, and in the papers. In a day he had captured the 
good will, and incidently the business of the town. His 
set has been in operation two weeks and the interest 
has not lagged in the least, people come night after night 
to listen in, and the candy and. soda man is doing by far 
the largest business in town. His shop was a money 
maker over night, and the expense to him was slight. 

In a fair sized department store that has a small radio 
department I saw eight people listening in with ear 
phones, while in another part of the store a crowd had 
collected so closely around a loud speaking instrument 
that it was impossible to get within hearing distance of 
the horn. These sets were located on the fourth floor of 
the store, and the people who had come to listen in had 
passed through at least one floor on which attractive mer- 
chandise had been cleverly displayed. 

In the music department of a large furniture store a 
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clever buyer staged a piano recital by one of the best 
known pianists in his city. Sending out invitations to 
hundreds of music lovers of the city, and at the same 
time advertising the event in the daily papers. The next 
day a radio demonstration was given in the same hall, 
and while the demonstration had been advertised no spe- 
cial invitations were sent out, no mailing list was used 
at all. The attendance at the recital was about one hun- 
dred and fifty people, while nearly five hundred people 
attended the radio demonstration, the hall in which it 
was held beng packed to capacity. 

In addition to the general sales value, the publicity 
value, of a radio set in a store is the added merchandising 
value. There is hardly a line of business that cannot 
easily fit a radio department into its scheme of merchan- 
dising. If you are engaged in the sale of small wares 
you will find a hundred and one parts of a radio set that 
fit your shelves, your show cases, and which will sell 
readily. -If you handle music instruments you will find 
radio sets as handsomely finished as are the finest phono- 
graphs and retailing at prices varying from three hun- 
dred dollars to two thousand dollars, and in between 
there is a vast range of articles. 

Your daily paper will be most glad to tell interesting 
things about your radio set, and by handling the set in 
the right manner your demonstrations will not only bring 
people who will come into your store for curiosity’s sake,

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How Big Stores Handle Radio 


InLos Angeles several of the toy departments are making a big 


hit with radio. 


T IS a trite expression to say that radio 
is “sweeping over the country like 
wild fire,” yet there is scarcely any other 
that fits the case so well. The western 
stores were perhaps a little behind their 
eastern colleagues in stocking up with 
this equipment, and they are paying for 
it by being unable to take care of the 
avalanche of trade that now besieges 
them. All of the big department stores, 
as well as the regular electric merchan- 
dising establishments, are now carrying 
equipment—as much as they can get— 
but Bullocks is the only one that seems 
to be ready to meet all needs. 

They have a separate radio department, 
distinct from the toy department, though 
under the head of Mr. Harrison, buyer 
of the toy department. The radio sec- 
tion, which occupies a horseshoe shaped 
booth near the elevators, was established 
several months ago, with two salesmen in 
charge, and report an excellent business 
ever since its inception. 


Radio in Toy Department 
The Broadway Department Store have recently in- 


stalled a radio section in their toy department, with a 
young and enthusiastic radio operator in charge. H. C. 
Kiehl, assistant manager of the toy department, said that 
the greatest trouble they were having was the securing of 
equipment, the manufacturers taking orders only on the 
plan of delivering from 5 per cent to 1o per cent at a 
time. The radio salesman and demonstrator said that 
they handled both the crystal and audion types, and that 
he found the most popular of the former ran about 
$25.00, while the audions ranged from $50 to $65. This 
applied only to beginners. After a time the devotees 
wanted to extend their range of hearing and almost 1n- 
variably purchased more expensive sets. “Everybody 
from six to sixty is taking up radio,” he said. “I have 
calls for apparatus from boys as young as seven or eight, 
though the average age at which the youngsters begin to 
take an interest is about twelve. Most boys prefer to 
build their own sets. [ built all of mine, and took more 
pleasure in the construction than in the operation after 
it was completed. The material for a srystal set can be 
secured for as low as $7.00, and the audion type for 
$20.00. Boys do not have much spending money and can 
rarely go above these amounts. The boys of high school 
age want a better type and frequently buy a complete set, 
while the men who have taken up the fad are practically 
unanimous in purchasing the sets, having no time to spare 
in constructing one. They all want the best and are will- 
ing to pay the price. The high schools of both Los An- 
geles and Pasadena are giving free instruction in radio

construction and operation in their night schools and this 
has given a wonderful impetus to the sales.” Mr. Kiehl 
said that they gave radio concerts every day, commencing 
at 11:30, and could pick up sound waves 3,000 miles 
away. ‘They advertise conservatively, feeling little need 
for publicity, as they can scarcely supply the demands 
that come in the ordinary day’s business. 


Radio With the Toys Gets the Boys. 
Practically the same condition. prevails at Robinsons. 


A good radio section has been established in the toy de- 
partment in charge of an experienced radio enthusiast. 
The sets carried by this firm start at $15.00, and a com- 
plete workable set can be had for $25.00. The depart- 
ment is very popular with the boys as they have a “lis- 
tening in” table, with headpieces, so that a group of boys 
can listen at the same time. E. S, Beebee, manager of 
the department, said that this plan was productive of a 
number of sales. Boys interested in radio bring their 
friends with them to hear the concerts, and in a short 
time these friends become interested on their own ac- 
count. As soon as sufficient stock can be accumulated 
they plan a window display, “but just now,” said Mr. 
Beebee, “it is so hard to secure delivery that we do not 
feel inclined to take stock from our section to make the 
display without having a reserve stock from which to 
sell.” Both Mr. Beebee and the radio salesmen are firmly 
of the opinion that radio is not a “fad” but that it will 
take its place among the staple lines. One of their chief 
reasons for so believing is because additions to equip- 
ment are being perfected every little while, and before 
the boy or man (and there are many of the latter) can

The Newberry Electric Co. now 
run daily ads in the papers, and have large cards in their 
windows, advising their complete line of radio set parts, 
and inviting all enthusiasts to consult them regarding any 
of the problems of wireless construction. They recently 
backed up their printed publicity with an interesting dis- 
play, showing the receiving box, ear phone and the an- 
tennae kit, together with the horn, and a little card con- 
taining a brief explanation of each. 


Children’s Exposition Boosts Radio. 


The Beacon Light Co., who have been featuring radio 
longer than any of the other stores, have used from time 
to time a display that could well be emulated by other 
merchants. The window is fitted up as the wireless room 
on board ship, and there is an operator in naval uniform 
taking messages from the air, which he writes out on the 
typewriter and hands to a little cabin boy who holds them 
up for the crowds, that line the windows three deep, to 
see. Close to the glass are shown all the parts that go to 
make up a radio set, and a card suggests, “Come to us 
for radio equipment, and tell us any difficulties you have 
experienced in the construction of your apparatus. 
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RADIO AT FIELD’S TOY DEPARTMENT. 


NE of the best equipped radio departments in 
() the United States is that of Marshall Field & 


| Company. It is located in the toy department 
and given very favorable space along several windows 
on the Wabash avenue side. . 
When Mr. R. C. Gibson, the assistant toy buyer, was 


asked why radio was located in the toy department, he 


replied that in his opinion that was the natural place 
for it. The only other department that handles elec- 
trical goods is the house furnishing department, and 
the toy department seems to be better adapted for the 
sale of radio than a department devoted to kitchen 
appliances such as washing machines, ovens, carpet 
sweepers, etc. Moreover, the great fad for radio orig- 
inated with the boys, who are natural patrons of the 
toy department. 


Of course the radio fad has now spread to adults, 


but the big impetus was given to it by the interest 
taken by the young people of toy buying age. More- 
over, radio is largely educational, and in this way is 
closely related to educational toys, which have had 
such a great development in the last seven or eight 
years in this country. The managers of the Field 
store doubtless have taken the same view as the man- 
ager of the toy department, and have let the toy de- 
partment go ahead in its plan to feature radio of all 
kinds. 

Mr. Gibson takes a very practical view of radio, and 
has just returned from a trip East during which he 
spent a large part of his time in radio factories getting 
acquainted with methods of manufacture and with the 
conditions as regards deliveries, etc. He believes that 
the first wave of “frenzied” interest in radio has passed 
and that it will soon settle down to a stable basis. 

In handling radio merchandise, Field’s do not try 
to see how cheap a set they can sell and the minimum 
price put on their receiving instrument is in the neigh- 
borhood of $25.00. There are so many more addi- 
tional expenses incurred in equipping the home with 
radio that in their opinion it does not pay to start with 
too cheap a set. The bulk of their sales run from 
$35.00 to $225.00. In the higher priced sets they 
handle Dorn’s up to $120.00 and Firth’s up to $225.00. 


CONTEST TO SPUR INTEREST IN RADIO. 


To create further interest in the subject of radio the 
I‘amous-Barr Company, of St. Louis, have announced a 
radio contest, which is open to amateurs only. The ra- 
dio department of the store is in charge. 

According to terms of the contest entrants will be re- 
quired to register before May 15 and each contestant will 
be required to assemble, without assistance, the various 
parts of a Crystal, Audion or Transmitting radio set, 
submitting the completed outfit between May 23 and 27. 
These will be placed on public exhibition beginning 
May 20. 

Awards will be made in three classes. The first is for 
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boys under 14, the second for boys under 18 and the 
third is open to all amateurs. A cup is to be awarded in 
each class for each of the three types of radio sets. Be- 
sides there are to be awards for second and third places 
in the various classes and five special awards. 

Three experts of radio, one of them the president of 
the St. Louis Radio Association, have volunteered to act 
as judges. 


BARBER SHOP IN TOY DEPT. 


Abraham & Straus Cut Kiddies’ Hair While They Sit 
in Tiny Motor Cars in Corner of 
Toy Section. 


Barber chairs in the form of automobiles are the latest 
attraction with which to lure kiddies to have their hair 
bobbed. Abraham & Straus, Inc., Brooklyn, have in- 
stalled a dozen of them in their kiddies’ barber shop. 
They are bright colored affairs, and are worked up and 
down and turned around by regular looking brakes, just 
like those on a regular auto. 

The shop has been placed in a corner of the toy de- 
partment, which has been remodeled recently and both 
department and shop are presented to the juvenile Brook- 
lyn public today. On the way to the chair the kiddies 
are amused by a toy railroad running through a village 
with all the life-like abandon of a toy Noah’s ark. Then 
there is a clown in a gay suit who is wiggling a stuffed 
fish at the end of a stick. And there is a black board 
with a map of South America which can be erased (and 
probably has been by the time this writing appears in 
print) to make way for the sproutings of the young idea. 

Of course, there are some dignified youngsters of 12 
and 13 years or so, especially young ladies, who can’t be 
babied into sitting in those little autos. But there are 
very dignified, and sufficiently high chairs for them, too. 


ROBERT E. SHANAHAN DEAD. 


Robert E. Shanahan, secretary and general manager of the 
Bissell Carpet Sweeper Co., died recently at his home in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. He was 65 years old. He had been with the 
Bissell Company nearly 40 years, having started at the bottom 
of the ladder.

We have grown soft 

with too easy selling. We need training to bring us back 

to the 1914 standards of real salesmanship. Nineteen- 

twenty-two will be Nineteen-Plenty-Too when, and only 
when, we go out determined to make it so. 


WORKING WITH THE PRODUCER. 


NE of the numerous benefits arising from the re- 
markable experience business has undergone during 
the last two years is the disposition of retailers and pro- 
ducers to recognize more fully how necessary each 1s to 
the other and to pull together harmoniously for the com- 
mon good. Possibly this condition has been caused more 
by the necessity of presenting a common defense than 
from any personal love the retailer might have had for 
the manufacturer, or vice versa. But let’s not get sar- 
castic or cynical, or try to be funny. The fact remains 
that manufacturer and retailer now are presenting one of 
the most inspiring exhibitions of team-work that ever be- 
fore has been done in American business. 

It wasn’t such a very great while ago that some manu- 
facturers extended “helps” to a dealer without any ade- 
quate conception of the meaning of the word. ' They did 
not understand the dealer well enough to give him assist- 
ance that he could turn to good account. Likewise, the 


dealer would not recognize the manufacturer’s efforts at 
anything near their face value. Splendid advertising ef- 
fort was largely wasted because of an almost total lack 
of co-operation. | 

But in simple justice ii must be said that the reailer has 
been slower than the manufacturer in doing his part. He 
is thoroughly awake now. An offensive and defensive 
alliance has been formed—one that really will endure. 


ADVERTISING THAT COUNTS. 


NE of the chief difficulties with business today is 

that it lacks impetus. There is not enough stored- 
up momentum to push it forward very far. The appli- 
cation of power has to be continuous. 

It can be likened to rolling a burden uphill. If you 
stop pushing for one instant, the thing stops rolling up. 
If you loosen your hold, it begins to roll back. 

This is exactly the situation that exists today in retail 
advertising. The merchandise manager of a Chicago de- 
partment store tells the writer that advertising now has 
to be a continuous performance with his establishment 
or business will not come in. He advertises today and 
gets a crowd of buyers tomorrow. But if he fails to ad- 
vertise tomorrow, his business next day shows an alarm- 
ing falling off. 

Under ordinary circumstances, the retailer can depend 
upon a certain momentum to carry him forward. And if 
he then keeps up a steady advertising appeal he goes 
ahead just that much faster. The greatest advertising 
successes in the country are growing bigger today through 
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a steady application of pushing power even though they 
seem to have arrived safely. It never is justifiable to 
let down on the advertising push because every time this 
is done, the cumulative effect of past efforts is lessened 
just that much. | 

But right now it is more than unwise to let down. It 1s 
perilous in the extreme. Competition 1s so strong and the 
price situation has been such that the people’s buying hab- 
its have become unsettled. They are fickle. You have 
them today and they are gone tomorrow—unless you 
keep in the closest advertising touch with them. 


ARE PRICES GOING LOWER? 


HAT old bogey about the possibility of prices going 
lower has more lives than the well-known cat. You 
would hardly believe it, but even in these days of price 
reductions, there are dealers who are holding off in their 
purchases to an extent, thinking that prices are going 
lower. 

Well, life is too short to argue the thing through here 
in detail, but here are just two facts that ought to be con- 
sidered by everybody who thinks prices are in for a fur- 
ther pronounced drop, generally speaking. First, prices 
of staple raw material are advancing. The quotations are 
on the financial pages of the leading newspapers. Any- 
body can read them for himself. Second, the volume of 
unemployment is diminishing. It is easy to read between 
the lines and see what this means. Prices are going to 
follow the market up or down in the same old way. But 
as for any radical slashes—anybody who is counting on 
it will just be out of luck. 


A PAPER OR A CASH PROFIT. 


ERE is just one little thought that we want to leave 
with every reader. 

No matter how advantageously you may buy a thing, 
no matter how smart a buyer you may be, your money is 
sunk forever unless you can sell the article again. Is 
there, then, such a thing as a buying profit? Yes, there 
is. But it is a paper profit, and unless the selling opera- 
tion intervenes, it will be no profit at all. The only real 
profit is the cash profit, and this comes only after the 
goods are sold. 

The truth of these principles being admitted, it is easy 
to see the relative importance of buying and _ selling. 
Buying is easy these days because it is to the manufac- 
turer’s and jobber’s interest to supply the expert knowl- 
edge upon which a retailer may do his buying. It may 
be going a bit far to say a retailer can leave his buying 
to his jobber or manufacturer, but this is not a great ways 
from the case, after all. 

The thing that takes the time, the thought, the energy 
and the hard work is the selling. Of course, the having 
of goods in proper variety and quantity is right at the 
fountain of retail success. There is no intention here to 
minimize the importance of the buying operation. But 
let us reiterate that buying is easy. The retailer who con- 
ceives it to be his primary duty to do the buying, and 
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then leaves the selling operation to others, is making a 
serious mistake. It could be more properly turned around 
the other way. After all, selling is the biggest thing be- 
fore the store. - 


REAL BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT. 


USINESS in the United States has improved and sta- 
bilized during the Spring months of 1922, according 
to the Monthly Review of Retail Trade prepared by the 
National Retail Dry Goods Association. Various factors 
have contributed to both improvement and stabilization, 
notably among them being price reductions which, as 


was demonstrated during 1921, served to maintain the 


national sales volume; reduction of unemployment at- 
tending increase of industrial activity, and marked in- 
crease in sales initiative as specially evidenced in increase 
of advertising outlay. Business failures were fewer in 
April than in any one of the four preceding months. 


While retail trade for March, 1922, was 14% per cent 
less in money value than in March, 1921, according to 
the figures received from the 446 representative stores 
reporting to the 12 Federal Reserve banks, the merchan- 
dise volume offset the discrepancy because it was sold, 
in March last, at prices lower than those of March, 1921, 
by from Io to 20 per cent. A grave factor in the money 
value difference, and one that lowered markedly the mer- 
chandise volume disposed of, was the lateness of Easter, 
which fell in March in 1921 and in April this year. The 
great Easter sales volume makes its weight felt for 1922 
in the April trade. 

Reports of monthly retail trade values for various types 
of distributing agencies showed the largest decreases in 
money sales values as falling on the smaller stores. In 
actual sales volume of merchandise the largest gains were 
registered by department stores, which averaged 24.9 per 
cent for March, 1922, above March, 1921. 

April brought more decisive gains. Manufacturers 
were more numerously occupied with advance orders 
and employment was increasing. A national question- 
naire of manufacturers, of which the returns were com- 
piled as late as May 9, showed the majority of the basic 
industries reporting their condition as fair, good and, in 
some instances, excellent. In the textile field, only 30 
per cent of the plants reported business as being poor, 
while 50 per cent stated they were employing more peo- 
ple than were on their payrolls last year, and 20 per cent 
averaged the same number. The 30 per cent reporting 
dechines stated that they were slight. Throughout these 
industries, there was confidence in the future, only 1 per 
cent apprehending any material decrease of business in 
the Tall. 

An index to the general increase in advertising is af- 
forded by returns for the first three months of*the year 
from large centers such as New York, where the gain in 
national advertising amounted to 1,500,000 agate lines 
more than appeared during the corresponding period of 
1921; in Philadelphia, where the gain was 420,000 lines; 
and in Boston, where it amounted to 750,000 lines. 
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The Call of the Open Road

sal UNION there is strength,’ says the old copy 
book maxim, and when all the leading merchants 
of a city unite to put over a certain merchandise idea 
it is bound to have a far greater effect that when one 
goes it alone. It was this spirit of get-together that 
made so successful the ‘“‘Call of the Open Road” week, 
entered into by the merchants of Los Angeles, Calif., 
commencing May 1. It had its inception among the 
automobile dealers but the sporting goods dealers, drug- 
gists, department stores, and toy men were quick to 
see the possibilities, with the result that every tourist and 
local resident was faced on all sides with suggestions re- 
garding conveniences for his camp and outing trips. 


Toy Men are Boosters. 

The toy men were among the most enthusiastic boost- 
ers, realizing that with the closing of the schools would 
come a great opportunity for selling all kinds of out of 
door toys and wheel goods. One of the most profitable 
stunts was that put over by the toy department of Rob- 
insons, who followed the example of the auto men, and 
staged an auto show of their own. 

The event was announced in the newspapers in their 
regular ad and all the youngsters and their parents and 
friends were invited to attend the Auto Show on the 
- fifth floor and see the new 1923 models. They backed 
up their newspaper publicity with a good window dis- 
play, showing two of the new models in juvenile cars, 
together with several dolls in chauffeur and sport cos- 
tumes. The show itself elicited exclamations of surprise 
and pleasure from all who saw it. A great rectangular 
space was roped off in true arena form, with trees at 
each of the corners, and festoons of flags of all nations 
overhead. Scattered about the floor were juvenile autos 
in red, yellow, green, us well as the more staid olive and 
grey stones. Each had a card announcing—Studebaker, 
Stutz, Chevrolet, Overland, and other 
well-known makes. Considerable amuse- 
ment was caused by the “Ford” entry, 
the car shown being a little tm machine 
two inches long. 

In addition to the cars there was also 
a good display of “auto accessories” in- 
cluding seats, steering wheels, tires, 
lamps, oil cans, etc. There were many 
types of juvenile cars shown, including 
a fire engine and a hook and ladder 
truck, as well as a number of racing 
cars. The cars ranged all the way from 
$15.00 to $150.00. The latter was an 
imported French model, with top and 
curtains. Mr. E. E. Beebee, manager of 
the department, said that a very good 
auto could be secured for from $10.00 
to $25.00 and that more of this type ~— ~*~. 


~ were sold than of the more expensive ones. 


Dolls In Sport Clothes. 

In the center of the arena was a tall pillar banked with 
ferns, on which were shelves where dolls in sport cos- 
tumes gazed out at the display of juvenile machines. At 
one end of the raped space was a stage hung with green 
velvet curtains, with a huge gold sun in the center. Near 
it was a victrola, and at certain hours of the day a little 
toe dancer gave exhibitions of fancy dancing, the spot 
light being turned on the httle lady in true professional 
style. Additional interest was elicited by having the 
dancer costumed exactly like a certain type of dressed 
doll whose sale they were pushing. 

The Auto Show lasted for one day only, and during 
the day big yellow balloons were given away to all chil- 
dren attending the show—crowds of youngsters throng- 
ing the department to see not only the autos but the 
many other outdoor toys so enticingly displayed. Mr. 
Beebee, in speaking of the juvenile autos, called attention 
to the solid wheel, instead of the spoke wheel, on the 
new machines and said that all of the 1923 models would 
be made with solid wheels, and that they intended to 
handle them exclusively as soon as they had cleaned out 
their present stock of autos. 


Electric and Mechanical Toys. 

The toy department of the Broadway made a special 
feature of their electric and mechanical toys. Occupy- 
ing considerable space on the floor of the toy depart- 
ment was a complete village. In the center was a stretch 
of turf on which was a one-ring circus with toy animals, 
clown and riders. Around this was a road of fine sand, 
on which were toy wagons, carts and autos, an especially 
good showing being made of the Yellow Cab, a new toy 
they are pushing. Outside of the road was a track, with 
tunnels, telegraph posts, and at intervals little doll houses.

Around this track ran an electric train. At one end of 
the display was a collection of toy houses and at the other 
a collection of boats—canoes, skiffs, sail boats and steam- 
ers. Just beyond the toy village was a fine display of 
wheel goods—bicycles, tricycles, velocipedes, skooters, 
kiddie kars and juvenile autos ; while at the other end was 
a slide down which a teddy bear was coasting. Around 
these were grouped outdoor toys of all kinds. 


H. C. Kiehl, assistant manager of the toy department, 
said that the store was carrying an extensvie line of im- 
ported toys this season—the same being not only cheaper, 
but of better quality than the same models made in this 
country. “About 50 per cent of our dolls are of Ger- 
man make,” he said, “there seeming to be no objection 
whatever on that account. About one-third of our stock 
are American dolls, and the small balance of French im- 
portation. We are closing out our stock of Japanese 
dolls, and will not buy zany more. Our smaller toys are 
obtained from Germany, America, and an excellent line 
of stuffed animals from southern Italy. Our wheel goods, 
however, are 100 per cent American, there being no na- 
tion like Uncle Sam’s when it comes to putting speed 
toys on the market.” 


Outdoor Toys Are Featured. 


Barker Bros. set forth a toy display that called the at- 
tention of all grown-ups to the fact that the kiddies need- 
ed outdoor toys. Against a canvas background showing 
hills and streams were placed several autos, bicycles and 
velocipedes. 
and at the other, a kiddie koop with a big doll inside, 
surrounded by cloth toys and dolls. Down front there 
were small knapsacks, knives, pedometers, little camp out- 
fits, golf sets, tennis sets, and big rubber balls. A large 
card in the midst suggested: “The Call of the Open 
Road—Are Your Kiddies Prepared for It?” 


At one side was a sand pile with tin toys; - 
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Parmelee-Dohrmann Co. showed in 
the background a four-foot photo of the 
falls of the Yosemite. At either side, 
on pedestals, were auto tires, with cards 
inside, black, lettered in white, “The Call 
of the Open Road—Are YOU Pre- 
pared?” On small stands were tiers of 
thermos bottles and a portable victrola 
in a leather case, and in front of it a 
radio camp outfit—showing the latest use 
to which radio is being put. At either 
side were camp stoves and utensils and 
between them leather lunch kits. Down 
front were enamel, aluminum and paper 
dishes, while scattered all through the 
display where photos of beautiful na- 
ture spots in California. 


The Children’s Exposition gave a 
strong impetus to the “open road” 
idea, for here were displayed hundreds 
of articles for summer pleasure made 
by the youngsters from all the grades 
from primary through the high school. 
There was a large section devoted to kites, ranging in 
size from a six-inch midget to a huge star spangled ban- 
ner effect over six feet high. Close by it were juvenile 
aeroplanes, and then came the score of tables filld with 
wooden animals made by the children of the lower grades. 
Juvenile autos, sail boats, paper and silk flowers, and 
various kinds of electrical apparatus were among the oth- - 
er exhibits of the children, while a case of rolls, fancy 
cakes, pastries and a great wedding cake, all made by 
the boys baking class, had always around it a crowd of 
interested spectators. 

Perhaps the crowning point of the exhibits was a mo- 
tor boat, made from stem to stern by the boatmaking 
class of the San Pedro high school. The motor power 
was installed by the auto mechanics class, the welding 
done by the welding section; the seat cushions, canvases, 
etc., made by the navigation class; while the paint was 
made and applied by the boat building class. The boat 
was a bottom power cruiser, 20 feet in length, draught 2 
feet, 8 inches. The motor was 40 hp., attaining a speed 
of 14 knots. The live stock show, while it would have 
caused an expert judge of pedigreed animals to hold up 
his hands in horror, was a source of unbounded delight 
to the juvenile exhibitors and their friends. Chickens, 
dogs and rabbits were shown by the score, while monkeys, 
bear cubs, deer, and even turtles showed the wide range 
of childish desire in pets.—W. B. S.

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The Toy Business in India 


By GEORGE CECIL 


HE toy business in India may be divided into the 
imported and the local: toys which are procured 
from England and the continent (including Germany), 
and those which are mace on the spot. The first named, 
despite the heavy price rendered necessary by freight and 
duty, yield the greater profit. The modern Maharajahs 
and Rajahs, for example, who are rich beyond the dreams 
of avarice, do not dream of buying toys of native manu- 
facture for the little Maharajahs and Rajahs. To do 
otherwise would be beneath their dignity: to transgress 
would be to lose caste. Time was when the Hindu and 
Mahometan protentates contented themselves with home 
products; but for some years past, those who, developing 
the traveling habit, spend part of the year in Europe, 
return to their ancestral palaces laden with packing cases 
of expensive London and Paris products. “The very 
best that money can buy” is their motto; and nobly do 
they live up to it. | 
The question of payment is another matter. His high- 
ness is ever ready to gratify a taste for the cream of the 
market, even to the extent of ordering something ultra- 
intricate and otnate—and correspondingly costly. “This 
doll,” says he, “which car do almost everything but dance 
the tango, will surely delight my little Moti. It shall 
be hers.” So the order is given; the parcel is despatched 
to the hotel and the account is rendered. But many a 
moon may wax and wane before a cheque is forthcoming, 
for the Great Pan-Jan-Drum holds that it is infra dig. 
to settle up promptly—'tis the unchanging rule of his life. 
The old-fashioned native notabilities content themselves 
with their own country. They do not, however, show a 
preference for the toys into which Ram Din puts all the 
skill of long practice. The humble kilona wallah (toy 
maker) vainly displays his choicest treasures; the most 
cherished models are discarded in favor of something 
which bears the European hall-mark. Paying periodical 
visits to Calcutta, Bombay, or Madras, the dusky semi- 
royalty asks to be shown “Europe goods,” and buys ex- 
tensively. 
| The Jungle Toy 
The European shops in the towns named, as well as 
in Lucknow, Allahabad, Bangalore, Poonah, Katachee, 
and elsewhere, are fine, airy establishments, furnished 
with an electric punkah, the heat being more or Jess pesti- 
lential for some six months in the year. The assistants 
are sent out from England, or they are recruited from 
amongst the half-caste element, a race which, alas, pro- 
duces few competent salesmen. The toy business not 
being sufficiently important to demand establishments de- 
voted solely to the sale of this commodity, each general 
store runs a tov department. At Christmas time (for 
Christmas in India is a cherished affair) the really down- 
to-date concern launches out into a huge Christmas tree 
hung with alluring tovs. The bran-pie, at a rupee a dip, 
also is a popular and remunerative investment, for if a 


certain number of good toys have to be sacrificed, much 
unsalable stock 1s got rid of. Some proprietors are less 
enterprising ; they take no steps to push business, and are 
pained and surprised when the official receiver steps in. 

The toys are much the same as those which are to be 
found in London, a proportion being the best of their 
kind. Toy gramophones and musical instruments are in 
particular request; dolls, at all prices, sell like ice cream © 
on a summer day; and the obsolete musical box still has 
its partisans. Toy ships, on the other hand, are in little 
demand, for handy streams are supplanted by broad and 
turbulent rivers in which hungry alligators abound, while 
snake-infested jsheels (lakes) take the place of convenient 
ponds. The white population being for the most part a 
military one, toy soldiers never lack purchasers; many 
children, in.short, collect regiments. Toy forts are a 
joy to their possessors, as also are toy artillery parapher- 
nahia. India being a country of elephant and bullock bat- 
teries, a set representing guns drawn by these animals 
with native mahouts and drivers wearing the prescribed 
uniform, are in tremendous request. A jungle scene de- 
picting a tiger crouching in the tall grass, frightened 
monkeys hiding in the trees, and the bold shtkat: perched 
high on a sechan and taking aim, also is popular. For 
Anglo-Indian children, it must be understood, live in an 
atmosphere of sport: it is part and parcel of their lives. 

Many white papas and mammas think twice before in- 
vesting in these expensive tovs. “I have not come to 
India,” remarks the Sahib, “for the good of my health.” 
So he and his wife economize with a view (and with a 
vengeance) to retiring and returning to England at the 
earliest opportunity. Tortunately, there are exceptions, 
well to do people who order lavishly—and pay without 
being pressed. 

A Hole in the Wall 


The native shop is a very ditferent affair; little more 
than a hole in the wall, the unpretentious Sukan 1s con- 
structed of sunbaked mud, the only hght entering by a 
small doorway. ‘The floor, which is of beaten earth, 
harbors myriads of ferocious fleas; the atmosphere 1s 
heavily charged with white dust; and flies buzz madden- 
ingly. The stock is housed on roughly-made shelves, 
and in a dungeon like room behind the shop are to be 
found more toys. Outside, on a rickety table, are newly 
modeled clay toys drying in the sun, which is so powerful 
that in an incredibly short time they are ready for sale. 
Some, by the way, are cast in a mould, a sort of plaster 
of paris being the medium, while others are of wood. 
These are gaudily painted all the colors of the rainbow ; 
the greater the amount of paint used the greater their 
popularity. “Do not spare the paint” is the constant de- 
mand of the customers, and the proprietor of the humble 
establishment knows better than to run counter to the 
wishes of his clients. 

The toys consist chiefly of animals, quaint of build and 
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ferocious of expression, the elephant excepted. Some- 
times the toy-maker allows his fancy to take flight, and 
the elephant is caparisoned in scarlet trimmed with a 
gold fringe, the mahout being provided with a voluminous 
turban and a no less voluminous beard, parted in the 
middle and brushed up to a point behind his ears. The 
tigers, leopards and bears generally are represented in 
the act of springing on their prey—for a purpose. “Of 
what use, O kilona wallah, is a tiger in this attitude unless 
the quarry, too, is to be seen? ’Tis but half a toy.” The 
toy seller, however, has his reply. “The prey, O pur- 
chaser, is at your disposal. Wall you have a frightened 
buck, a spellbound fawn, or a dazed pariah dog? Your 
slave lives but to serve you. Or would you prefer a life- 
like and timid buffalo calf? It, of course, is an extra.” 
That is where good salesmanship comes in. The buyer 
is not pleased at the salesman’s method; but he ‘admires 
the brain which has evolved the scheme, and wishes that 
he had a less astute person to deal with. 

A favorite toy is the Rajah and his retinue. The great 
man bestrides an oddly shaped white horse, picked out 
with pink spots, the nose being splashed with henna. The 
saddle is of green velvet, and the tail is almost as long as 
the animal which it adorns. His highness wears a wide- 
skirted coat of sky-blue velvet, profusely trimmed with 
seed pearls, and a pink, or yellow, turban, in which is 
stuck an aigrette, while the neck is hidden by necklaces 
galore. Behind him comes the Divan (prime minister), 
who, as befitting his position, is less gaudily attired, the 
Bukshie (treasurer), and as many followers as the cus- 
tomers purse will run to. A brave display. 

The Bargaining System 

The presiding genius of the shop usually is an elderly 
native of benign aspect and calculating mind. Quickly 
summing up his client, he knows to a nicety with what 
type of child he has to deal. But the sale‘is not effected 
without considerable haggling, for that is part and parcel 
of the system prevailing in the East. “Your choice, O 
daughter of Ali, most venerated of grain-sellers, is to be 
commended. This wooden doll is a true cashmere model. 
Observe, I pray vou, how fair is the complexion, how 
luminous the eyes, how smooth the hair. And the shaw], 
O discerning one, has, I perceive, caught your eye. Nat- 
urally, you will not consider three rupees too much.” The 
“daughter of Ali, most venerated of grain-sellers,” thinks 
three rupecs a great deal too much. Besides, her total 
savings amount to half the sum demanded. “I do not 
wish to buy the contents of your shop, O toy merchant. 
A rupee is ample, so 1 will try your rival in the next 
street, who knows better than to overcharge.” 

After an hour's bargaining the coveted doll changes 
hands for a rupee, a sum which is within a fraction of 
the amount which the toy-shop man expected, from the 
very first, to receive. ‘‘Why then,” it will be asked, “did 
he demand three rupees?’ Because, wondering reader, 
no native ever dreams of selling a thing without bargain- 
ing prodigiously. It is part and parcel of his system. 
To do otherwise would be unbusinesslike and undignified 
—the local chamber of commerce might get to hear of 
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it, and pass a vote of censure. Ram Dass cannot face 
the finger of scorn; the mere thought of so harrowing 
an experience plunges him into the depths of misery. 
So he abides by the custom of the country, and preserves 
his much cherished self esteem. — 

- Tops, chiefly whipping-tops, are in much request, and 
so are marbles, the value of the blood-alley being thor- 
oughly understood by the little native boys. The bazaar 
carpenters make them for the equivalent of three half 
pence apiece, and the kilona wallah sells them for a penny 
three farthings. The profit is not excessive; but “short 
profits,, quick returns” suit the merchant's book very 
well. And, with luck, he may dispose of as many as a 
dozen a day. Fortunately, his living expenses are mere 
nothing ; two meals daily satisfy him, and they consist of 
a little rice and less vegetables. A couple of scanty linen 
garments cost a few shillings and last him for years, 
while the one roomed abode in which he eats and sleeps 
may be had almost for the asking. 


Toys While You Wait 


Sometimes the itinerant toy-modeler, who spends his 
life going from village to village, makes toys to order. 
“Does your Excellency desire for your daughter a doll 
who will be dressed like an English men-sahib? It shall 
be done. Give me but half an hour; pay me six annas, 
and the doll will do everything but speak English.” Oc- 
casionally, he looks in at a neighboring married indigo 
planter’s, and, learning the children’s pleasure, sits in 
the sun “thumbing his wet clay,” or pouring the plaster 
of paris mixture into the favored mould. The adven- 
turous fellow even penetrates as far as the snow-capped 
Himalayas, for the planters’ offspring keep him busy. 
After several weeks spent in wandering, he returns to 
his home, having covered many a weary mile. All the 
way Mahomet Din thinks of the money he’s made and of 
the hoard which lies buried beneath the earthen floor of 
the hovel in which he and his family live—under strangely 
insanitary conditions. The exact spot only 1s known to 
the master of the house, who is of distrustful nature. 
‘A secret shared no longer is a secret,” says the Eastern 
proverb, and the astute fellow lives up to the belief. 


The ill-fated Mahomet Din may not, however, complete 
the journey, for it is on the cards that dacoits will set 
upon him, and, having helped themselves to each hardly- 
earned rupec, slaughter the legitimate owner and throw 
him to the allegators. “Dead men,” they safely remark, 
“tell no tales, especially when they are lost to sight.” Or 
the perambulating toy-merchant may fall a victim to 
cholera when within sight of his village, especially if he 
has partaken too freely of unripe mangoes. This partic- 
ular delicacy has a fatal attraction for the native. 


Beware ! 


There also is the betwixt-and-between toy-shop pro- 
prietor. A native of substance, he deals in, what he 
terms “Europe goods,” depending on London firms for 
his supplies. A consignment of toys is despatched to the 
“Home” firm’s agent in India, who is instructed to collect 
the money before handing over the goods. Sometimes 
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the dealer in toys fulfills his engagement most honorably ; 
the soul of integrity, he is a model of all the commercial 
virtues. Others, however, are less circumspect, their 
policy being to improperly cut down the cost price to the 
lowest possible limit. So, upon receipt of the agent’s 
notification, they find it convenient to feign inability to 
pay for the goods. The consignors, to cut their loss, in- 
struct the agent to auction the consignment—and the con- 
signee profits by the occasion to secure all that he wants 
for a very trifling expenditure. Or he may, having been 
granted credit by a confiding supplier, sell his stock and 
retire gracefully into bankruptcy. 

Should the native toy-dealer’s accomplishments not in- 
clude a knowledge of English, he employs a babu (an 
educated Aryan) to conduct the firm's correspondence. 
The scribe, who bases his literary style on Shakespeare 
and the Bible, spares no expense in ornate phraseology 
and complex sentences. The following letter, which re- 
cently was composed by a Lucknow babu, illustrates the 
style prevailing in native business circles: 

“Honored Lits and Clients: Hoping all’s well 
we apologize for undue procrastination in furntsh- 
ing necessary reply to your last esteemed of by- 
gone date. Peradventure we are at fault be our’s 
the blame and burden also contrition Honored Lits. 
The elephants is gone off instanter and ditto the — 
tigers. The leopards is too much deficient in spots 
for our clinets so pray be watchful and we will 
watch over you. The sample wax dolls is all run- 
ning away in streams owing to equatorial heat of 
Indian summer. So pray stay your hands. 8 
china dolls is to hand with 6 broken noses per doll 
and 9 cats is come with only 7 tails. For which 
our values will make some necessary deductions 
on fundemental basis of 1 nose per biped and 1 tail 
per animal. Admonishments of your Honor’s 
packing department is our good advice to you that 
the same may not come to pass again. The toy 
railways 1s facile princeps but the prices is diabol- 
ical so in the hope of a blessed hereafter of good 
business relations your Honors will abate several 
jots. That’s all. 

“With wishes for a pleasant hot weather in your 
town we are your affectionate friends pto bono. 

It will be observed that few commas are used, and 
that a sprinkling of Latin tags make their appearance. 
The comma is not popular with the babu; he writes as he 
speaks, and his speech is comma-less. But the amanuensis 
spares no expense in the deadest of dead languages,

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UNITED STATES AND GERMANY PRESENT 
OPPOSITE CONDITIONS 


Y the use of much paper, prices in Germany are grad- 
ually getting nearer the gold standard of the inter- 
national market, says the Transatlantic Trade. Although 
some public utilities and a number of commodities are 
half of what they should be, according to gold values, the 
masses of Germany are having a hard time in making 
both ends meet. They are not concerned with what prices 
should be, according to the gold standard, but are occupied 
in keeping abreast of the abnormal increase in the cost 
of living. The flight of the mark towards the gold stand- 
ard leaves in its wake a story of ever increasing costs of 
living and labor. 

In the United States, on the other hand, many phases 
of economic hfe show little movement one way or the 
other. On many commodities prices have been arrested, 
others show slight increases and some are falling. In 
short, the general tendency is back to normal. American 
labor interests seem to accept the consequences cheerfully, 
as is indicated by the following report on readjustment 
of wages issued in January by the Federal Reserve Bank: 


“A reduction of 20 per cent in the wages of employes 
in paper mills in both the United States and Canada. 

“A reduction of 15 to 33 per cent in the wages of 
marine workers on American deep-sea vessels, announced 
by the American Steamship Owners’ Association. 

“A reduction of 12 per cent in wages of textile mill 
workers in Utica and Cohoes, N. Y. The working week 
has been lengthened from 48 to 54 hours and there will 
be no changes in per capita earnings. 

“A reduction of Io per cent from $1.00 to Qo cents 
per hour in the wages of carpenters in Syracuse, N. Y. 
This reduction was proposed by the Carpenter’s District 
Council, and accepted by the Builders’ Exchange.” 

A similar report covering wage adjustment in Ger- 
many would show substantial increases in these branches 
of labor. 


Jn this situation hes some of the difficulties of Ameri- 
can buyers in Germany. Their task is an extremely diff- 
cult one. In Germany they are buying goods on a rising 
market for subsequent sale on the American market 
which is a falling market. The present system of Ger- 
man export tax has put an end to absurdly cheap buying 
in Germany. Notwithstanding this fact, if deliveries can 
be obtained, and American buyers are thoroughly familiar 
with their home market conditions, and choose the right 
commodities, a profitable business may still be done. 

Then there 1s the uncertainty of what form the new 
American tariff is going to take. This fact is largely 
responsible for the falling off in inquiries from American 
importers.

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German Rubber Ball Industry 


Re-appratsment decision throws interesting side light on how German industry 1s controlled by syndicates; also 
shows up tmporters who “run down” their goods too much when trying to get low invoice through custom house 


OMETIMES a government document has points 

of interest to the general trade. Even the re- 
appraisement decisions of the Custom House may con- 
tain something illuminating. A case in point is Re- 
Appraisement Circular No. 3377 in which the invoice 
prices on German rubber balls were brought into 
question. Jt seems that in dealing with the govern- 
ment an importer often has different ideas concerning 
the value of his merchandise than when he is selling 
to a customer. When selling the goods are “fine,” 
“elegant,” “best on earth,” “wonderful values.” When 
trying to get an invoice through the Custom House at 
the lowest figures the same goods are often “bum 
stuff,” “rejects,” “below standard,” etc. 

In this case the importer tried to make out that the 
rubber balls imported into this country were poorer 
grade than those sold for German consumption; he 
also tried to show that the wholesale prices current 
in Germany were much less than those quoted in the 
price lists of German wholesalers. 

Neither of these claims were granted by the court 
that reviewed the case. But the following report 
throws some interesting side light on the German 
rubber ball industry. We quote as follows: 

Re-Appraisements 31663-31677. 
By Single General Appraisers. 
31663—RUBBER BALLS. 

From J. N. Reithoffer Vereinigte Gummiwaaren Fabriken. 

Invoices dated, Hamburg, Germany, November 15, 1920, to 

September 15, 1921. 

Certified November 24, 1920, to September 29, 1921. 

Entered at New York December 31, 1929, to October 28, 1921. 

Opinion of Court. 

In these cases the question involved is the foreign market 
values of rubber balls in Germany on the respective dates of ex- 
portation. The provisions of the emergency tariff do not apply, 
inasmuch as there is no pretense of claim on either side that the 
invoice or entered values are higher than the values of such 
balls in the German markets for home consumption. 

The bases for the appraiser’s findings of values are reports 
of a United States Government officer, Special Attache of the 
Treasury Department Frederick Achenbach, stationed in Berlin, 
Germany. These reports are dated March 17, 1921, May 31, 
1921, and September 7, 1921, respectively. They are all in evi- 
dence as collective Exhibit 8. In the first of these reports At- 


tache Achenbach sets forth in detail the results of his visit to the . 


Vereingte Gummiwaaren Fabrikin, the sellers of the merchan- 
dise in question, as obtained from Director Maret thereof. 

First. He was given price lists, one copy of which, dated No- 
vember 20, I find attached to this report. 

Second. He was told that “the leading rubber-ball factories 
are united in an association and sell only to those wholesale 
dealers who are members of the Deutsche Gummi-Ball Syndi- 
kat,” and that 9 factory members and 17 wholesale dealers con- 
stitute this syndikat. 

Third. If a wholesale dealer who is not a member of the syn- 
dicate of wholesale dealers came to the association factories to 
buy. they would not sell to him. 

Fourth. That production is pro-rated among the factorics of 


the association, and if one factory delivers more than its share 
on the German market an adjustment is made. 

Fifth. That while the prices given in the orice lists are “net” 
the dealers who are members of the syndicate receive 3314 per 
cent and 4 per cent on settlement at the end of each month, and 
in addition a 5 per cent bonus and a cash discount of 2 per cent. 


Sixth. That the factories do not, on making deliveries to the 
syndicate dealers, send invoices with such deliveries, but in place 
thereof send certificates of delivery in which are set forth the 
list prices, the purpose of this practice being to prevent the em- 
ploves of such syndicate dealers from knowing the terms of sale. 

seventh, The factory members of the syndicate have no in- 
terest in the profits of the wholesale dealers who are members 
of such syndicate. 

Fighth. That the syndicate wholesale dealers must resell at 
fixed prices, depending upon the quantities sold, giving a whole- 
sale dealer larger discounts than the smaller dealer, but there are 
no printed instructions regulating this last-mentioned condition. 


Ninth. That the factories may sell direct fer export to the 
United States at any prices they choose. 

Tenth. That Director Maret admitted that the prices of the 
Schmid balls were considerably below the German prices for 
home consumption, even allowing 60 marks to the dollar. 

In the second report, dated May 31, Mr. Achenbach states (1) 
that Director Maret told him that all rubber balls ordered or in 
stock in Germany on November 8 (1920) had only one price for 
the home market and that was the new price; (2) that America 
recewwes a cheaper finish through a cheaper production, the balls 
for America being unassorted while the balls for German con- 
sumption are assorted; (3) that they dump everything on Amer- 
ica that could not be sold in Germany. 

With the third report, dated September 7, Mr. Achenbach 
transmits price lists of three German manufacturers of rubber 
balls who are not members of the syndicate, and the prices set 
forth in these lists are the same as those found in the syndicate 
list. 

These reports are in evidence without objection, and without 
claim that by any of the statements therein contained the appel- 
lant was surprised at the time of trial. Considering the time that 
elapsed between even the receipt of the latest of them there 
would seem to have been ample time to refute the more material 
facts set forth, especially as to the methods of dealing between 
the syndicate and the factories, and also the price lists both of 
the syndicate and the manufacturers who are not members of 
the svndicate. The burden of proof was at all times on the ap- 
pellant, and 1f rubber balls were sold at wholesale in Germany 
for home consumption by the syndicate members or by manufac- 
turers or wholesale dealers, not members of the syndicate, at 
prices lower than the uniform prices set out on the price lists 
it would seem as though there had heen ample opportunity to 
obtain and present on the trial evidence of that fact. There ts 
no such proof in the record. The only circumstance for which 
such a practice might possibly be inferred is the statement of 
Director Maret hereinbefore noted “that syndicate wholesale 
dealers must resell at fixed prices, depending upon the quan-. 
tities sold, giving a wholesale dealer larger discounts than the 
smaller dealer,” but I am not inclined to take serious notice of 
that statement since no effort was made to prove by detailing 


_actual transactions that it had any real foundation in fact. 


There is unquestionably an open wholesale market valve for 
rubber balls in Germany, and what that market value is is the 
problem with which I am confronted. Of one thing J am fully 
satisfied, viz., that the prices from the factory members of the 
syndicate to the wholesale dealers who are members do not con- 
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stitute such market value. Market value is thus defined in para- 
graph R of Section III of the tariff act of 1013: 


“That such actual market value shall be held to be the price 
at which such merchandise is freely offered for sale to all pur- 
chasers in said markets, in the usual wholesale quantities, and 
the price which the seller, shipper, or owner would have received, 
and was willing to receive, for such merchandise when sold in 
the ordinary course of trade in the usiil wholesale quan- 
tities, mie 

If the syndicate members who are dealers resold freely at the 
syndicate prices there would therefore be no benefit to them 
from their membership, inasmuch as they would be doing busi- 
ness without profit. I can not believe they are doing business 
from any philanthropic motives. Of course they are in business 
for profit. The syndicate lists as well as the lists of the manu- 
facturers who are not members of the syndicate clearly indicate 
that the prices specified therein are NET with 2 per cent discount 
for cash, and these are the prices at which I find from the rec- 
ord rubber balls are freely offered for sale in usual wholesale 
quantities in the market of Germany. Two claims against find- 
ing that the balls in question should be appraised at the German 
market value of balls sold for consumption in that country are 
made by the appellant: One, that as compared with the bal!s 
sold for consumption they are inferior in finish and quality of 
rubber, and the other that by actual gauge measurement the quan- 
tity of rubber in the balls sold in Germany of a given size 1s con- 
siderably in excess of that found in balls of similar size in these 
importations. To the first of these claims I attach no credence. 
I do not overlook the facts that witnesses for the importer tes- 
tified to imperfections in color and striping. and that large quan- 
tities of balls delivered by it to purchasers have been returned. 
The first of these propositions is more than negatived by witnesses 
called by the Government who, after examining and carefully 
comparing samples of imported balls from importations of Borg- 
feldt and Company and samples of balls manufactured by the 
New York Rubber Company pronounced them, as far as appear- 
ances and inflation went, standard balls. When called upon to 
produce a record of the returns of rejected balls the importer 
failed for what seemed to me not a good and sutficient reason. 
Other sellers, it was shown, had likewise had balls returned. 


As to the second proposition the testimony of the importers, 
Witness Rosengran, as to the difference in the quantity and qual- 
ity of the rubber in these balls as compared with the syndicate 
balls sold in Germany to Borgfeldt, the other balls, is uncontra- 
dicted, and I therefore feel constrained to give it credence and 
make allowance therefor. 


I therefore find that the foreign-market values of all of these 
balls are the prices contained in the German price lists in evi- 
dence, less 2 per cent cash discount, and in addition a deduction 
of 20 per cent for inferiority in quality.

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LONDON’S ROYAL TOYS 


Collection of Dolls in London Museum is of Rare 
Interest 


There is a room in the London Museum which is en- 
tirely devoted to toys. The toys are all exclusively of 
the London that is past and gone and a few particulars 
of the contents of this room as described by a corre- 
spondent of the “Times,” will no doubt prove of interest 
to our readers, 

Nothing approaching the complex pieces of mechanism 
on sale in the bazaars of this age of machinery is to be 
found among them. These toys of an older time were 
obviously designed to satisfy far simpler and more ele- 
mental feelings in the child. 

Yet, it may be said, the amusements of children have 
fundamentally little changed. For the first impression 
conveyed by the exhibits is that the favorite plaything of 
the child has always been the doll. It has served that 
purpose in every age. It has survived in all countries 
even today, that is, of course, for girls, and also for boys 
on whom it has not yet dawned that they are any different 
from girls. For boys who know they are boys the oldest 
and most popular toy would seem to be the wooden horse. 
One of King George’s toys, which has just been added 
to the room, has the horse for its central and most im- 
posing feature. It is a striking model of a royal coach. 
The coachman in Royal livery is seated on a hammer- 
cloth of scarlet and gold; and there are two gorgeous 
footmen standing behind; but finest of all is the team 
of six prancing horses. The coach belonged to the King 
as a child and to his brother, the Duke of Clarence. 

Queen Mary’s Doll House 

Another remarkable plaything of Royalty now to be 
seen on loan in the room is Queen Mary’s doll’s house. 
It was a present from her mother, the Duchess of Teck, 
and the miniature furniture, and fittings—gifts or pur- 
chases made in the course of several years—were per- 
sonally arranged by her Majesty when she was a girl. 
The house is between 3 feet and 4 feet high, and about 
3 .feet in width. The front opens like two doors on 
hinges, disclosing the interior of ground floor and two 
upper floors. On one side of the hall is the kitchen, and 
on the other is the dining room. Upstairs are the draw- 
ing-room and the music-room, and on the top floor there 
are a bed-room and a nursery. Each room is provided 
with its appropriate furniture—tables, chairs, cabinets, 
pictures—of the tiniest and daintiest kind. On the center 
table in the drawing-room are diminutive copies of the 
Bible and the History of England. The little kitchen 
has a range, cooking utensils, and a dresser with break- 
fast and dinner ware. Miniature toys fit for a toy house 
are to be seen in the nursery. 

Dolls Dressed by Queen Victoria 

The collection of dolls dressed by Queen Victoria when 
a girl—which has been in the room for some time, is 
added to, rearranged, and docketed. The dolls are small, 
of the plainest kind, in wood, and their painted faces are 
exactly alike. Distinction is given to them by their 
dresses, varied according to the character represented— 
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Court ladies, opera singers and dancers, and_ historical 
personages. Of the 100 dolls or so in the collection, about 
half were dressed by the Queen when Princess Victoria, 
the others being the work of her first governess, Louise 
Lehzen. The young Princess, who was devoted to dolls, 
derived the greatest pleasure from this pastime. Her 
painstaking industry (and her good taste) is seen in the 
delicate needlework of the embroidery of. most of the 
costumes. The materials are simple and inexpensive, but 
the most is made of them by minute decoration and fin- 
ishing. Another noticeable thing is the number of lady 
dolls carrying babies. One stately lady in an elaborate 


Court dress of white satin has in her arms two infants in 
long clothes.

Grizzard Stages Unique Display; Grades and Tunnels

A toy electric train runs continuously on an elaborate 
track containing signals and everything in a store window 
on East Sixth street, Cleveland, Ohio. 

But people who crowd up to the window discover the 
train is not to advertise holiday toys. Instead, it is the 
unique method devised by John A. Grizzard, founder of 
the Grizzard Insurance Savings System, to illustrate the 
life insurance principle. 

The train leaves Outlook station with all the pep of 2

It is the first time in America this method has been 
used to advertise insurance, according to Mr. Grizzard. 


CHILDREN FLOCK TO STORE TO VIEW TOY 
AUTO SHOW. 


Juvenile Los Angeles stormed Robinson’s department 
store one Saturday recerttly, to witness a double attraction 
staged on the fifth floor which is devoted to toys. 

An automobile show of 1923 toy automobiles, with 
speedsters, racing cars, sedans and touring cars was giv- 
en for the boys, and a doll’s spring fashion show was 
held for the girls. Several features of dancing were also 
staged during the morning and afternoon. 

Saturday is often set aside by this store for special 
features for children, and this day’s event was heralded 
by newspaper advertising. In the automobile show the | 
cars, which closely resemble the famous “real’’ makes of 
cars, were shown in a large ring at one end of the fifth 
floor, while the fashion show for dolldom was held at the 
other end of the store. : 

Dolly Dimple clothes, made especially for Robinson’s, 


were shown in this parade. A sample of the fashions set 


for dolls by this store was the first figure in the parade— 
a doll wearing a black taffeta cape over blue chiffon with 
a hat to match. 
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Increasing Toy Business by Playing to Schools 


By FRANK H. WILLIAMS 


ID you ever stop to think how big a percentage of a 

toy store or toy department’s business is due to pur- 
chases made for youngsters who are interested in some 
particular school? 

Only the very youngest children for whom purchases 
are made at the toy store are not interested in schools. 
School, for all the other youngsters for whom purchases 
are made, is one of the biggest interests in their lives. 

Right here, it would seem, lies the opportunity for the 
alert toy merchant to do some intensive business promo- 
tion which though very inexpensive should prove to be 
exceedingly effective. 

Wouldn’t it be possible for the toy store to secure and 
hold the interest of a big percentage of the city’s children 
and parents by judiciously playing to the schools of the 
city? Wouldn't it be possible to stage local school ex- 
hibitions in the store’s show windows and to otherwise 
exploit various schools in such a way as to make every 
child attending each individual school and every mother 
and father of such children want to come to the store and 
look at the exhibition? And wouldn’t the result of bring- 
ing so many children and parents to the store result in 
considerably increased business for the establishment? 

Suppose, for instance, that the store starts in by giving 
publicity to the First Ward school. Suppose that this 
publicity takes the form of a window display in the store’s 
show windows in which are shown pictures of the 
school and the pupils. And suppose that samples of the 
children’s work are also shown and that names of pupils 
and teachers are also shown in neatly typed lists placed 
on placards. And suppose that in addition to this win- 
dow display the store also has a display inside in which 
further interesting pictures of the school are shown and 
in which further interesting examples of the work done 
by the children are on display. 

Wouldn’t such a display arouse the interest i every 
youngster attending the First Ward school? And 
wouldn’t this interest be communicated to the parents of 
the children. And wouldn’t every pupil of that school 
and every parent of the pupils and every teacher in the 
school go out of their way to look at the store and to see 
the exhibition? And wouldn’t all this tend to make 
everyone connected with that particular school think ex- 
clusively of that particular store whenever considering 
the purchase of toys. 

And if this stunt was repeated for every school in the 
city wouldn’t the accumulated interest result in a very 
nice increase in business for the store? 

The store could, of course, announce the stunt in its 
. first window display by a placard reading about like this: 

“WE’RE PROUD OF OUR CITY’S SCHOOLS! 

“Always the schools of this city have been in the fore- 
front of educational institutions. 

“Always our schools have been noted for the good 
work they have accomplished and for the high grade 
young men and women which they turn out. 


“We are proud of our schools and because we feel that 
more praise should be given them for the things they 
have done, we are going to have a weekly exhibition dur- 
ing the coming months in which we will each week show 
pictures of some particular school and also show some 
of the work done by the pupils attending each school. 
Each exhibition will be prepared with the cooperation of 
scholars and teachers and will be shown in our windows 
for an entire week. 


“Watch for the exhibition of YOUR school or the 
school which your kiddo attends. And if you have any 
pictures of samples of work which you would like to see 
incorporated into the exhibition of that school, bring 
the material in to us as soon as possible. 


“Remember, all these exhibitions will be entirely free. 
Attend all of them. 


“Learn what the schools of our city are doing.” 

Wouldn’t such an announcement as this create a vast 
amount of interest and wouldn’t it much more than 
double or triple the number of people looking at the 
store's windows and entering the store? And wouldn't 
all this inevitably increase the stores’ business at once in 
a very satisfactory manner? 


Of course all the teachers would, almost as a unit, be 
glad to cooperate in such an exhibition as they would be 
glad to have the public see just what the scholars under 
them were accomplishing. And the scholars themselves 
would, of course, do everything in their power to make 
the exhibitions a success. All this would, of course, mean 
that the exhibitions would be staged with a minimum 
amount of time and effort spent by the store proprietor 
and employes. 

Of course this stunt is not the only method by which 
the store could call itself to the attention of the school 
children and the parents of school children and by so 
deing secure a big percentage of all the toy business 
originating in the city’s schools. 

It might, instead of using the foregoing plan, adopt 
a simpler plan along the same lines. It might use in its 
display windows from week to week pictures of the vari- 
ous school buildings of the city and then attach to the 
bottom of each of these pictures some typed data telling 
of the time when the building was erected, the number 
of pupils, the scholars who had the highest marks in 
that particular school during the past term and so on. 

Then attention might be called to the stunt by the use 
of a placard reading like this: 


“WHAT YOUNGSTERS’ NAMES WILL AP- 
PEAR ON THIS HONOR ROLL? 


“During the next few weeks we are going to show in 
this window pictures of the various local schools. And 
with each picture we are going to present the names of 
the pupils in each school who attained the highest marks 
in their studies during the preceding term. 

“Will YOUR name be on this list, young folks?

Many a merchant has definite ideas about a board of censors 
for moving pictures. He recognizes and approves their work, 
when “Passed by the Board of Censors” is flashed on the screen. 
Yet often he does not realize how the idea with some shift of 
emphasis, could be applied to his own business. He needs only 
to substitute “Consumers” for “Censors,” and he has an ade- 
quate test for his merchandise. 

To be “Passed by the Board of Consumers,” is the good for- 
tune of articles of quality construction. But who compose the 
Board of Consumers? Its membership is unlimited because it 
includes all those who have the dollars and sense to buy. Its 
approval is sought by every discriminating dealer. Its power is 
perpetual because the present decade influences the next as to 
what and where to buy. 

Consult Your Board of Consumers. 

In fact the wise merchant works very closely with his “Board 
of Consumers.” Experience teaches him that high-grade goods 
is preferred by the majority. No matter whether or not this 
preference is apparent, he knows it is there. It may be sub- 
ordinated for a brief period; it may even be dormant. Never- 
theless, the dealer who does things will never lose sight of it. 
When his “Board of Consumers” cut out the merchandise which 
is high-grade, because they think it too high-priced, he arranges 
for special sales, which allow them to buy quality at a lower 
cost. He does not do this often, for he kncews that they know 
that articles of worth, of necessity, are higher priced. He will 
rather emphasize in his advertising copy that the enduring value 
of higher-priced articles, makes their actual cost lower. He will 
make clear in their own minds what they have felt right along 
about considering workmanship above price. 

High-Grade Juvenile Vehicles Pass the Board. 

Juvenile vehicles, to take a specific instance, that are of more 
than average material and construction, are consequently higher 
in price than less carefully made articles of the same line. But 
they are even more readily “Passed by the National Board of 
Consumers” when properly displayed and intelligently sold. 
Taking for granted the desire of the child to own one, and the 
readiness of the parents to fulfill the wish, higher grade, higher 
priced automobiles, bicycles, velocipedes, tricycles, coaster

wagons, hand cars and doll vehicles—any wheel plaything, in 
fact—can be sold with not too great sales effort. 

It can be pointed out with telling effect that here is a wheel 
plaything “strong as an ox.” Its pneumatic tires easy alike on 
child and floors; its frame able to stand the strain of a load of 
three youngsters, or a famed heavy-weight, if he should absent 
mindedly step on its truss; its hub caps nickel plated to save 
clothes and furniture—its entire construction designed to pro- 
mote its own length of service and prevent harm or destruction 
caused by its users. Its price becomes negligible when these 
facts are presented. A vehicle which will last the length of child- 
hood is reasonably priced even if quite high in comparison with 
a lower priced vehicle which is ready for the scrap in a short 
time. , 

Low Cost Sells the Board on High Prices. 

Somehow or other people are careless in their statements and. 
a low priced article which gave good service for its price, will be 
judged harshly when spoken of to the neighbors, if it did not 
last a great length of time. On the other hand, merchandise of 
high quality and its usual attendant high price will come in for 
even more than its share of praise, because of the enduring qual- 
ity of its service. Although the price may be higher, the actual 
cost is lower as the vehicles stand up under long, hard use. I 
have heard parents say, “Yes, John and Jimmy and Hal all used 
that velocipede and it is still just as good as new. We are going 
to give it to nephew Billy as a present.” In the meantime, John 
and Jimmy and Hal are in the market for other vehicles of the 
same line, because it was “Passed by the Board of Consumers.”

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Window Display of Strauss Toys 


This illustration of the window display of Strauss Me- 
chanical Toys at Shulman & Sons shows the advantage 
that the wholesaler attaches to window displays which 
were formerly considered proper for retail stores only. 
This display is located where a large number of buyers 
pass each day, and has considerable advertising value 
which should be reflected in the increase of sales which 
it will probably influence. 


This display stand used for this item is one of several 
styles which have been designed and patented by Ferdi- 
nand Strauss. A feature of this display stand is that 
the spring motor which operates them will run from 
eight to ten hours, carrying from 50 to 100 pounds. 


In connection with window display, Mr. Ferdinand Strauss 


says in a recent booklet to the trade: 


“T have been studying this question of attractive window dis- 
plays for a good many years.

A little interesting history is timely here, to fully explain the 
why and wherefore of the N. R. M. Expo.

Consequently, after due deliberation and investigation, it has 
been decided to utilize the room as an all-year permanent display 
of radio sets, eyuipment and accessories—toys of all kinds, in- 
cluding wheel goods, and lastly gift shop specialties. 


However, it will not be restricted as a buyers’ room exclusively, 
but adequate means will be adopted to make tt a general publicity 
room as well. 

The manufacturer is thus doubly serviced. For not only will 
buyers be able to view his display, but the public visiting the 
room will be educated to the advantages of his goods. Informa- 
tion will be given where such merchandise may be obtained at 
retail. 

A sales force will be established to take any orders or arrange 
for a buyer to see a more representative assortment of the manu- 
facturers’ wares in the sample rooms of the association on the 
first floor of the hotel. There is no extra charge for selling. 


During the day radio concerts will be given. At specified times 
on certain days during the week demonstrations will be made of 
the different radio equipment. 

This will be one of the means of obtaining a large attendance. 
The association is undertaking certain methods by which it will 
guarantee that 1 per cent of the people passing by the Hotel 
Imperial will, out of natural curiosity, visit the room. 

At first sight this may seem a negligible quantity. Bear in 
mind the fact that by actual count 1,000 people pass on Broad- 
way between $list and 32nd streets every seven minutes, making 
an average of over 8,000 people an hour from 9 a. m. to 6 p. m. 
Moreover, the N. R. M. [expo will be situated on the main floor 
of the Hotel Imperial, directly accessible from all entrances. 


As to the room itself, it 1s arranged to accommodate two 
hundred individual lines. Lach compartment is divided into two 
sections, an upper and lower unit. The decorations are lovely; 
each unit is decorated in old ivory, offset by darker tones and 
banded by strips of white, forming a splendid and harmonious 
background for each exhibit. 

Each unit is equipped with two powerful reflecting lights and 
a display sign, mahogany framed, with white Ictters on a black 
feld. Every compartment is glass enclosed and locked, prevent- 
ing merchandise from becoming soiled or lost. 

The compctent sales force is composed of experienced sales- 
men who will give impartial attention to lines displayed.

The hotel will have 3,000 rooms, which is 800 more than in the 
Pennsylavnia Hotel-in New York which is the world’s largest 
today; be twenty-five stories high, with a convention hall to seat 
4,000 persons and an exhibition hall of 35,000 square feet. Work 
on the building will begin soon and it is expected to be com- 
pleted within a year and a half.

HEN a retail store begins to lose its grip, or en- 

counters what may seem to be more than its fair 

share of difficulties, a common plan is to look around for 

sme new idea or scheme that can put it on its feet again. 

You see a great deal of this in these days when sales have

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AN IDEAL OF STORE SERVICE 
NE of the speakers at the recent convention of ad- 
O vertising men held in Milwaukee expressed a fine 
thought and one that merchants can well afford to ponder 
when he said: | 

“Tf we get the idea that every store is a semi-public 
institution and every person working in that store or in 
that industry is in himself also a public servant, then we 
have mapped out a new kind of work for the advertis- 
ing man. The advertising man in the retail world has 
his task absolutely clearly defined. 

“He assumes from now on that his store, the place 
where he works, is first of all an institution that exists 
at the sufferance of the public because it gives the kind 
of service that the public wants, and that it succeeds in 
proportion as it puts the emphasis on public service, as 
it puts the emphasis upon a social purpose in the institu- 
tion, letting the profits take care of themselves.” 

The standard of salesmanship in retail stores in this 
country is far below what it should be. In fact, we be- 
lieve that the big store in the cities is suffering terribly 
for lack of courteous and intelligent sales people. There 
is the lack of personal interest which we often find in 
many stores in smaller cities and towns. 

If store managers could impress upon employes the 
idea of service which we just quoted there would be a 
great difference in the treatment given to customers. The 
buying of merchandise would become a pleasure instead 
of a bore and sales would correspondingly increase. The 
store would become more of a public institution and 


would reflect the ideal service which it must strive for 
if it is to succeed. 


TOY BUYING STARTS IN EARNEST 


VIDENCES of an increasing appetite for goods on 

the part of buyers are plentiful. Many manufac- 
turers report that the middle of May saw the breaking 
point in the buyers fast. Others say the first of June. 
But the great majority are agreed that the month of June 
ushers in a busy season which will run from now till the 
holidays. 

Supporting this testimony are the reports from retail- 
ers and wholesalers published on another page in this 
issue. These show conclusively that buyers are now open 
for business. Some state that 30 per cent of their buying 
is to be done; others place it as high as 75 per cent. A 
good average is 50 per cent. 

Other reassuring features of the reports are the com- 
parisons between business this year and last year. Toy 
buying is far from a slump according to the statistics 
furnished by dealers. The outlook for fall is splendid 
and manufacturers can rest assured that there is going 
to be a tremendous turnover in toys the coming six 
months. American manufacturers will read with satis- 
faction that part of the reports which deals with foreign 
toys. The sale of American toys will be but slightly 
affected by imports for 1922. Most dealers report that 
their purchases of import goods are not making any ser!- 
ous inroads on their buying of domestic toys. 


_ -.- 
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LOOKING FORWARD PAYS. 


¢¢] F I had known in advance what I was going to have 
to undergo I simply could not have done it.” 


This remark, made to the writer by a friend who was 
just recovering from a long siege of sickness, applies 
closely to the business situation. Now that the patient is 
on his feet again and is growing in vigor every day it 1s 
permissible to speak plainly about certain things that a 
few months ago were under a ban, and properly so. 


_ Looking back over the doings of the last two years and 
calling things by their proper names, one 1s obliged to 
adnut that the country really has gone through a merchan- 
dise panic of the first water. It was not spectacular. 
There was little whoop and hurrah made about it. Busi- 
ness people were not tearing their hair and beating on 
their breasts in despair. But the crisis existed just the 
same, even though it was for the moment called by an- 
other name. 


The unquestioned recovery from these conditions, and 
the rapid way in which business now is coming back into 
its own, speaks well for the resiliency, combativeness and 
the recuperative powers of American manufacturers, job- 
bers and retailers. 


If there had been any general giving way, it 1s easy to 
see that we might today be looking upon a string of busi- 
ness wrecks rather than the far more inspiring spectacle 
of game fighters forcing their way through all sorts of 
difficulties and with final victory almost within § their 
grasp. 

Particular credit is due the retailer. It takes a real 
man to run a retail store in times of stress. The retail- 
er’s duties are onerous at all times. His ability has to be 
many sided and his performance legion. The plucky 
way in which the retailer has smashed his way ahead 
is a real inspiration that is going to have its effect upon 
business generally for a long time to come. 


Now that things undeniably are on the upgrade; now 
that all the bitter lessons taught by the periods of inflation 
and deflation have been learned letter perfect, a general 
handshake all around is in order. The crisis is behind us. 
But its lessons will not be forgotten. 


If everybody concerned will continue pressing ahead 
with the same variety of fine courage that has been mani- 
fest during the last few months, everything soon will be 
in ship-shape. It must not be forgotten, though, that real 
courage is called for now. Some timid retailers can 
hardly believe that the storm is past. They are still hug- 
ging the shore, afraid to venture out. Now is the time to 
cut loose from prejudice and useless fears. Now is the 
time to look things squarely in the face and accept them 
for what they really are. A business man does not have to 
guess any more. The time has come when he can strike 
out with every confidence, and when he can gain in pro- 
portion to his outlay. 


The present happy outcome is an illuminating example 
of the benefits of continuously shaping one’s policy with 
most of the emphasis upon the future and not allowing 
conditions of the moment to shunt one off the main track. 
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GOING IT ALONE. 


USINESS, when you come to analyze it, is really one 
vast co-operative proposition which yields results to 
all in pretty much the same proportion that each contrib- 
utes to the labor of producing. Call this idealistic if you 
like. Call it visionary. But the fact remains that nobody 
is going to reap for himself alone 100 per cent of the re- 
sults of anything he undertakes. The harder he strives, 
the larger his share is going to be. But, willingly or no, 
he supplies a certain proportion of the momentum which 
carries the whole business machine forward. 


This is a principle that works both ways. If an adver- 
tiser has to give, he also receives. When all is said and 
done, therefor, he gets really more out of advertising than 
he would if dependent upon his own efforts entirely. 


There is a thought here that ought to be distinctly en- 
couraging to the smaller business man, whether he be pro- 
ducer, distributor or retailer. He may be weighted down 
by the idea that he is so far overshadowed by his larger 
competitors that for him to poke his head above the 
stream in an advertising way would be effort wasted. 
Here,- though, is the way it really works out. The big 
man by his heavy artillery, and perhaps spectacular meth- 
ods, stirs up interest in the particular kind of merchandise 
which he may be advertising. He gets people to thinking 
more about that class of goods. This means that every- 
body selling such goods is going to be in on a certain pro- 
portion of the benefits—and the proportion is decided by 
the extent to which he hooks up with the situation. A 
sniall dealer could camp right down beside the biggest de- 
partment store in the country and get more business than 
would be possible if he were located two blocks away. 


The mail order houses have been accused of taking 
much business from the town stores. They have. But 
also, through widening people's education in merchandise, 
they have produced more business for the retail store than 
they ever can take away. 


We shall all just have to conclude that advertising, in a 
manner of speaking, is really a co-operative proposition. 
The united efforts of advertising of all degrees the coun- 
try over is what really produces the great wave of demand. 
Anybody who gets in the way of this wave is sure to get 
some of the benefits. But the real benefits come to the 
one who puts forth real efforts himself and thus makes 
his own business part of the stream. 


These are bedrock principles that anybody selling goods 
should take the time to ponder carefully in these event- 
ful days of reconstruction.

Toys AND NOVELTIES addressed a letter of inquiry to cer- 
tain toy dealers, retail and wholesale. The answers 
printed below show very clearly that there is a large vol- 
ume of business to be placed this month and next. This 
buying is already in progress and the toy business of the 
country should be very active from now on to the holi- 
days. The questions we asked our readers were as fol- 
lows:

Are you handling radio goods in your toy department? 


If so, are the sales satisfactory, and what price sets 
sell best ? 


Bisbee, Ariz.—Toy sales are about the same as last 
year. Dolls, and children’s vehicles are selling best. We 
will replenish first on vehicles, mechanical toys, toy books 
and dolls. Our purchases so far this year are 100% less 
than last. All of our buying is still to be done. We be- 
lieve toy business this year will be better than last.— 
P. D. Merc. Co. 


Hartford, Conn.—Toys have sold better with us this 
year. Wagons, velocipedes and games are selling best. 
We are buying more toys this year. The foreign situation 
affects us very little, and mostly-on dolls. We expect 
business to be much better this year.—G. Fox & Co. 


Waterbury, Conn.—We are selling about 14 as many 
toys so far this year as last. None are selling well and 
we will replenish on few lines. Our purchases are about 
the same as last year. We are undecided when we will 
place orders. The foreign situation affects our purchases 
of American goods.

Trinidad, Colo.—Toy sales so far are about the same 
as last year. Kiddie kars, skates and books are selling 
best.

The 
foreign situation affects us only in dolls and some me- 
chanical toys. We expect a small increase in business this 
vear.

We expect larger sale on lower priced crystal sets when 
new broadcasting outfit of the Courier-Journal is in opera- 
tion. They should sell also very well at Christmas.—The 
Sutcliffe Co.

Large rubber balls, iron taxi cabs, wagons and dolls are 
selling best. We will replenish first on dolls. Our pur- 
chases will be heavier this vear. Very little of our buying 
has been done yet. We expect toy business to be better 
this year than last—Herpolsheimer Co. 


Detroit, Mich.—There is a decidedly better demand for 
toys this year. Wheel goods are selling best. Our pur- 
chases are running ahead of last year. 25% of our buy- 
ing is still to be done and we are ready to place orders 
now. The foreign situation affects our purchases of 
American goods. We are looking for and building for a 
decided gain in business this year—Crowley Milner Co. 


North Adams, Mass.—Toys are not selling as well as 
last year. Wheel goods are selling best, and we will re- 
plenish these first.

Suggestions from summer merchandising plans 


an Cleveland and Detroit 


TEARN’S, Cleveland, 

is one of the few stores 
that maintain an active 
toy department all the 
year around. The entire 
fifth floor 1s devoted to 
toys and dolls, the estab- 
_ ment of the department 
ment here being of very 
recent date. They carry 
a good line of Frech dolls, 
but they are very little in 
demand, even at moderate 
prices. The objection to 
German goods has van- 
ished and they buy as 
freely there as any place 
when the prices and qual- 
ity are right. Summer 
goods, especially of the 
wheel and sand toy vari- 
ety are having a good sale and in order to push 
them more effectively .one large window is devoted to 
them. The large window had cream color walls and gar- 
lands of small red roses. Overhead an aeroplane sailed 
in a circle, and on the floor were several dolls, standing 
among doll furniture. Yachts and bicycles, sand pails 
and tennis balls, bats and wheelbarrows scattered through 
the display all spoke of summer outdoor delights. 

A Fourth of July Window. 

Another window, arranged for the Fourth of July, 
had hung on the wall a large flag, and looped garlands 
of evergreen, tied with streamers of red, white and blue. 
On pedestals were shown two large flags partially folded 
and top of which were placed racks of smaller flags, 
from which racks also dangled several gayhued Chinese 
lanterns. Rolls of tri-color crepe paper for decorative 
purposes, and boxes of paper napkins, and paper dishes, 
were scattered over the floor—all offering suggestions 
for comforts and conveniences for a patriotic outing. 

Frequently there 1s a dead wall on one side of the 
building where a shallow show case can be placed to 
advantage, or it may be that the store is narrow and little 
room available for a deep window. At any rate, shallow 
trims are often desirable, and for an effective summer 
display it would be hard to surpass the simple arrange- 
ment of the Standard Drug Co., of Cleveland. The firm 
has a large toy and doll department, and are featuring 
sanitary wash playthings, for the beach or the bath. 
Accordingly, against the polished background were placed 
long, narrow shelves, on which were three units of mer- 
chandise. The first contained a bath novelty that sold 
freely—little dolls made of rubber sponges, and dressed 
in suits of gay red, yellow and green rubber. These dolls

went under the name of 
Cute Kids. The central 
section showed elephants, 
donkeys and other ani- 
mals cut from  wocd, 
painted bright colors and 
mounted on wheels. 

At May’s Toy Depart- 

ment. 

A very interesting toy 
department, both to chil- 
dren and adults, is that of 
May’s which is located on 
the third floor. On the 
wall were large canvasses 
depicting Jack the Giant 
Killer, the Brownies, and 
Red Riding Hood, while 
on the opposite side was 
pictured the story of all 
the characters that go to 
make up the tale of The House that Jack Built. Char- 
acter dolls, especially the Indian, and the Jackie 
Coogan, were being extensively featured. 

One large table showed sand boards, on which figures 
of animals and people were made in fine white sand on a 
black surface, while around it were pails, shovels and 
little tin dishes for making sand pies. Mr. Stauffer, the 
manager, said that an excellent business had been done 
in these sand toys, though the goods were rather slow 
moving at first, due to the backward season. A large 
doll hospital in the rear takes care of all broken and dis- 
abled toys and dolls and guarantees to turn them out as 
good as new. Of much interest to the youngsters is the 
children’s play room, which has a dozen windows, in- 
suring plenty of light and fresh air. Here is a merry- 
go-round, swings, sliding board, and blackboards, while 
in one corner is a complete little play house for the chil- 
dren, with little wooden chairs and other furniture. On 
the wall in the play room are a number of pictures of 
babies and children in substantial frames, the same being 
on sale in the art department. 

Hot Weather Helps. 

If there is anything that will create a friendly feeling 
for the merchant in the mind of the customer, it 1s the 
showing and exploiting of merchandise that will make hot 
weather more endurable. This was achieved very suc- 
cessfully by the Lion Store of Toledo, O., who showed 
a big veranda partially floored with a grass mat. At one 
side was a screen door and a lattice archway covered with 
climbing roses. At the opposite side were coils of hose. 
In the center was a table covered with a white cloth, on . 
which was a basket filled with oranges, lemons, grape 
fruit, and bottles of grape juice, lime and loganberry 
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juice and ginger ale; while a smaller basket on the floor 
held similar fruits and juices. A small girl in white was 


reaching for an-orange on the table, and behind her was 
a larger girl holding a bowl of fruit punch. Tall holly- 
hocks were set in the background, and a large card sug- 
gested “Hot Weather Helps.”

Last summer, in order to present 
a cool appearance, they were in pastel tones, and showed 
children enjoying all manner of outdoor sports. In the 
fall the large room is redecorated in more vivid tones. 
Newcomb-Endicott’s Displays | 

The Newcomb-Endicott Co. have a large toy depart- 
ment on the third floor adjacent to the house furnishing 
department. At the entrance is a large tent with the sign 
‘““Next-to-Nature Play Villa,” with the flap turned back 
to show small table, chairs and dishes inside, and a little 
victrola rendering selections. The Jackie Coogan doll 
was featured extensively by them, and close by were 
books and magazines for summer reading. Three tables 
were set for childrn’s out door parties, with paper napkins, 
dishes and cups, and paper souvenirs of flowers and cut- 
out animals. In order to increase the sale of the dolls 
they arranged a window full of them. In the _ back- 
ground was a large panel of flowered cretonne, and scat- 
tered through the window were pictures showing scenes 
from Peck’s Bad Boy, the youthful star’s release of last 
summer. On the floor, and on shelves and pedestals were 
shown a score of the little dolls in the cap and sweater 
affected by Coogan in several of his pictures. 

Cunningham’s have a large toy section on the main 
floor, adjacent to the soda fountain. Novelties are most- 
ly featured at this season, and the popular Bang Bird 
was being demonstrated extensively. 


At Crowley-Milner’s 
The Crowley-Milner Co. had an excellent manner of 


calling attention to goods on which there was a special 
sale. Wishing to close out their summer toys in prepara- 
tion for placing the fall stocks on the shelves they ar- 
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ranged an attractive window showing several baby gates 
hung on the wall, and on a pedestal a see-saw upon which 
were poised two large dolls dressed as children. From 
the board hung several baby swings. In the center of 
floor was a baby pen, with rubber and celluloid toys in- 
side, and a garden seat just high enough for the little ones. 
The display was completed by a sprinkling can and a num- 
ber of little spades, hoes and rakes. While a large card 
by the pen announced “Summer Sale of Children’s Play- 
things.” 

They also took occasion to announce that this sale in 
the daily papers, with cuts and prices of a number of the 
articles. Customers on entering the store were greeted by 
signs placed at frequent intervals “Summer Toy Sale on 
the Fourth Floor.’”’ In the department itself large cloth 
banners about three feet in width were hung the entire 
length of the department, upon them being printed “Sum- 
mer Toy Sale.’ Carr Whipple, advertising manager, ex- 
plained that frequently stores spend good money on news- 
paper advertising and window displays, but when the cus- 
tomer enters the store there is nothing to show that a sale 
is in progress or where it 1s being conducted. Many walk 
out rather than make inquiries, but with these big signs

A Cafeteria Toy Department 


ND now comes the new plan of selling toys in a 
“Serve Yourself” department, very much like 
the cafeterias which infest the west and the grocery 
stores which literally pepper the South. | 


Steele Smiths Department Store of Birmingham, 
Ala., has installed the self service plan in twelve de- 
partments, and one of them is the toy department. 
Six of the self service “stores” are given over to hard- 
ware, housefurnishing goods and toys, the other six 
are devoted to men’s wear. boys’ wear, women’s un- 
derwear, piece goods both white and colored, and 
house dresses. 


“It was only after much thought and figuring that 
we decided to install the self service in the toy de- 
partment,” said Mr. A. W. B. Johnson, manager and 
owner of the store. ‘“There were special conditions to 
take into consideration before we could think of mak- 
ing the change. One of them was the awkwardness 
of handling the toys and another was the possible high 
percentage of breakage that might result from leav- 
ing the shoppers of tender age free to roam over the 
department, especially if they were unaccompanicd. 


“In eliminating the awkwardness of handling we 
placed the heavy objects‘as conveniently as we could 
and detailed the floor walker to assist in case of ne- 
cessity. With regard to the high percentage of break- 
age we just took a chance and so far we have not re- 
gretted it.” 


The arrangement of the self-service toy department 


‘the middle. 


is most convenient because it is so entirely simple. 
‘There is an oak railing waist high around the floor 


space and the tables and counters are ranged around 
inside of it with a row of double deck counters down 
The goods is displayed on these counters 
and tables. There is a turnstile for entrance into the 
department and another for exit with the cashier’s 
desk stationed between the two. The cashier, wrap- 
per and salesgirl combined is the only employee who 
has anything to do with the merchandising end in the 
toy department and she is entirely responsible for 
every piece of goods that is sold. She sits facing the 
department which she overlooks from a slightly ele- 
vated position, making it possible for her to see what 
goes on and reducing the possibility of loss by theft. 

“Our reasons for installing the self service plan in 
the stores have to do with the possible profits to us 
and to the customer as well as the psychological effect 
that a store run on this plan has on a certain class of 
customers,” said Mr. Courtney advertising manager 
of the store. 


Reduces Expenses. 


“First, we have been enabled to reduce the ex- 
pense of running those departments until it is possible 
for us to reduce the prices on everv article from ten 
to twenty-five per cent and at the same time make a 
larger profit than we did before. With one stroke 
we have raised our own profits and lowered the ex- 
pense of our customers. 
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“Another and even more important thing we think 
is the effect on the customer. Our store is one of the 
thousands which cater to people living on small sal- 
aries and wages. That class of customer has, as a 
rule, determined what he can spend for an article be- 
fore.he enters the store. He knows just what he can 
afford and he is going to try to keep within it. It 
embarrasses him and wastes the clerk’s time if one 
urges him to buy a more expensive article than the 
one he has planned to buy. 

“So we decided to put the goods out there and let 
the people look around and choose for themselves. Unb 
to the present time we have found the plan entirely 
satisfactory.” 


FOREIGN BUYING BECOMES MORE 
DIFFICULT 


Also Less Advantageous According to Vice President 
of Big Milwaukee Store 

Milwaukee, Wis.—Carl Herzfeld, vice president of the 
Herzfeld-Phillipson Co. which operates the Boston Store 
here, has returned from an extended tour throughout 
Europe. Mr. Herzfeld made the trip with the express 
intention of analyzing the economic situation in Europe 
from the standpoint of the American retailer who is in the 
market to buy over there on a large scale. ‘The itinerary 
of the European trip included visits to England, France, 
Germany, Switzerland, Czecho-Slovakia, and Italy. 


Regarding conditions in Europe as seen by an observ- 
ant American buyer, Mr. Herzfeld made the following 
report: 


“As as result of my tour through France, I came to 
the conclusion that French prices are extremely high. 
Neither merchant nor manufacturer seems to have liqui- 
dated prices and stocks. Buying in France is almost 1m- 
possible. 


Effect of Value Fluctuations 


“Germany is gradually coming up in prices of com- 
modities, owing to the uncertainty of raw materials, the 
coal shortage, and the constant demand of labor for more 
marks. Understand, however, that the demand for more 
marks does not necessarily mean a demand for higher 
wages, because of the fluctuation in the “Valuta” as they 
call it over there. The fluctuation in the price of exchange 
is such that the uncertainty of the value of the mark is 
responsible for increased demand for more marks by the 


workers. Prices are going up, and buying is becoming. 


more difficult. 


“There seems to be only one solution for the difficulties 
in which Germany finds herself. This solution involves 
a foreign loan to Germany, and this loan can come only 
from the United States. Whatever idemnity reduction 
is made will help Germany and also the rest of the world, 
because the reparation money now being made 1s helping 
no one. 
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“The English market is comparatively small for Ameri- 
can buying, but is in a position to deliver, though at prices 
none too cheap. 


“There is a sincere endeavor on the part of the Euro- 
pean countries to get back on their feet, which is a great 
deal more noticeable in Germany than in any other Euro- 
pean country. The Germans are working might and main 
to build up their shattered industry and commerce. They 
are bringing into play all their scientific knowledge to re- 
construct the country, and the ordinary classes are work~ 


ing and saving with their customed thrift. The country: 


as a whole 1s working might and main, and although tax- 
ation 1s almost unbearable, yet, the average citizen does 
his duty like a good soldier.” 


Mr. Herzfeld also stated that general Europe at the 
present time does not offer the advantages to the Ameri- 
can buyer which one might be led to think it did. In some 
articles, especially those which were always cheaper over 


_ there than here, the European market is still a good buy- 


ing ground, but with the general stiffening of exchange, 
and the gradual stabilization of industry, it will be found 
that Europe is not the trading center which some buyers 
believe.

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PRESIDENT BOOSTS TARIFF PROTECTION. 


Extracts from President Harding’s Speech Before the 
United States Chamber of Commerce at Its Con- 
vention in Washington, D. C., May 18, 1922. 

“I know you are interested in world restoration. So 1s 
your Government. But I beg to remind you we must 
always be right at home before we can be very helpful 
abroad. We do not mean to hold aloof; we want to play 
a great nation’s—aye, a great people’s—part in the world. 
I do not know of anything that would help more than to 
give the world an example of a commercial nation with 
an abiding conscience. I wonder if you understand just 
what I mean by that. Let me give you one example. 


“We are having the problem of tariff legislation. It is 
not an easy task. J am sure you know where I stand, be- 
cause I have spoken officially to Congress. I believe in 
an American industry first of all in the world. I do not 
want American industry destroyed to build up some other 
in foreign lands. 


“An illustration was brought to the attention of some 
members of Congress the other day of imports being 
brought into the United States because of conditions in the 
old world. Let me take a hypothetical figure. Imports 
were brought in, and with the tariff added on a single 
article. the first cost of which was, we will say, 25 cents, 


the article was priced to sell to the American consumer 


at $5. That is a commerce without a conscience. 

“You cannot be astonished that there is complaint from 
both American producer and consumer. You cannot af- 
ford to destroy American industry to facilitate an import- 
ing trade like that. You cannot afford to have inter- 
national exchanges of a destructive character. 

“We want to trade with the world. I believe it is pos- 
sible to trade with the world without any destruction of 
American productivity. I wish for such an arrangement. 
Let us sell things that Americans can produce advan- 
tageously to those who cannot produce them. Let us 
buy the things that they have to sell to us and which we 
do not produce. 

“While we are marching in that procession, it is always 
wise to keep in mind those who have difficulty in main- 
taining the pace, and the forward moving army must be 
one of contentment and continued good fortune. If we 
may have in America conditions under which men may 


produce and enjoy life with something of luxury as well. 


as the necessities, we shall have a contented citizenship, 
and out of a contented citizenship comes patriotic 
citizenship.”

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TOYS AND SCIENCE. 


In the Seemingly simple Action of Some Toys There 
Are Plenty of Scientific Principles to Study. 

The top season is once again in full swing, says “T. G.” 
in the Lonpon Dairy Mart. Why boys spin peg tops in 
the spring is one of those puzzles which science has per- 
haps not troubled to investigate; yet it was while watch- 
ing a small street boy whipping a top upon the pavement 
that it occurred to me how large a part the top has played 


in the scientific world. 


The earth wobbles as it spins around the sun. The 
motion is very slow, but it 1s believed that it is this wob- 
bling motion which caused the Glacial periods, during 
which the Polar ice came grinding down as far south as 
London. 


The late Lord Kelvin frequently illustrated this motion 
of our planet by the aid of a spinning top. 

There are three phases in the spinning of a top. In the 
first, it spins violently in small circles and rises to an up- 
right position; in the second, it “sleeps,” spinning mo- 
tionless in one spot; in the third, it begins to wobble, and 
it is this third movement which so capitally illustrates the 
gyration of the earth. 

Later on in the year the flying of kites is a most popular 
pastime. So long ago as 1749 a Scottish doctor, Alexan- 
der Wilson, first made use of a kite in meteorology by 
sending one up with a thermometer attached to the tail. 

Then came Benjamin Franklin’s famous experiment in 
collecting electricity from the upper air by means of a kite 
string; and since then the kite has become indispensable 
to weather experts. The meteorologist relies almost en- 
tirely on kites to find out what the weather is doing a mile 
or so above the surface of the earth. 

The kite has played an equally important part in aero- 
nautics. Professor Langley, Lilienthal, Pilcher, and all 
the early experimenters worked with kites, and it may be 
said that the invention of the box-kite was the first great 
step towards man’s mastery of the air. 

Children blow soap bubbles for amusement, never 
thinking that these lovely, irridescent globules give the 
scientist an opportunity for examining matter in its form 
of finest division. 

A very pretty experiment in acoustics can be achieved 
by the use of a child’s tin horn. Tie a sheet of thin paper 
firmly over the big end, hold the horn so that the paper is 
level, scatter over it a little fine sand or lycopodium pow- 
der, then sing a note into the horn. You will find that 
the powder has formed itself into an intricate geometrical 
figure. It was in this way that the first voice pictures 
were obtained. 

Men of science lecturing to mixed audiences often 
have their tables covered with objects generally used in 
playing games. Billiard balls, for instance, children's 
india-rubber balls, toy balloons, and the like. In the 
course of such lecture Lord Kelvin once rolled two bil- 
liard balls together, then asked his audience what caused 
the click, and presently explained that the sound was 
made not by the impact of the two ivory surfaces, but by 
the air getting away in such a hurry.

Three of the 
windows were covered with simulated grass and cement 
and on these were shown a fire wagon, a juvenile auto, 
and several coasters, and velocipedes manned by models 
of youngsters in play suits. Up in the big toy room 
there was a space cleared the entire length of the room 
and roped off in approved arena style. Here there were 
races of autos, tricycles (for girls), velocipedes, coasters, 
and what probably aroused the most enthusiasm among 
the crowds of spectators, the race on sammie-kars for 
the littlest ones.

boys, firemen, policemen or soldiers. The girls could be 
Indian maidens, cowgirls or nurses. In order to call 
special attention to their Indian suits and accessories they 
showed in one of their windows an actual Indian, in paint 
and feathers, engaged in the peaceful occupation of basket 
weaving. Around him were a number of the completed 
baskets, which found ready sale—the coarser ones for 
lunch baskets, and the finer one for May baskets or work 
baskets.

This latter entrance 
is on the side, and in order to give it due prominence 
there is a sign on the wall, with a huge hand six feet 
long, pointing downward, and the words “Toys in the 
Basement.” There is no getting away from this sign— 
it can be plainly read from the opposite side of the street. 
Drawing special attention to the department there is a 
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large window next to the sign, which is kept constantly 
filled with an interesting display of toys. This window 
is especially valuable when there is a sale, as in that case 
it is filled with particular article or line that is offered at 
reduced prices, and people who would otherwise merely 
pause to admire, are confronted with the big hand “Toys 
in the Basement” and knowing just where to go, and the 
room being so easy of access, their steps turn almost un-

CONTEST FOR MARBLE SHOOTING 
CHAMPIONSHIP. | 


Boys of 14 Compete at Jersey City. Buster Rech 
Wins Over Michael Troiano. 

HE New York correspondent of the “Daily Mail” 

states that the sporting instincts of Americans were 
aroused to a high pitch of enthusiasm by the staging at 
Jersey City of a boys’ national tournament to decide the 
“marble shooting championship of the world.” Michael 
Troiano, 14, the champion of Washington, journeyed 
from the capital on the invitation of the Mayor of Jersey 
City to test his skill against Charles “Buster” Rech, a 
boy of the same age, who was recently acclaimed cham- 
pion of New Jersey. 


More than 3,000 boys witnessed the tournament, while 
bands played and picture men filmed the various stages of 
the game. It is estimated that tens of thousands of mar- 
bles changed hands in the course of the day, as boys all 
over the country: were betting on the result. 


The Superintendent of the State playgrounds laid out 
a circle a foot in diameter, placed 10 marbles inside it, 
then he marked off the first shooting line 20 ft. away. 
Through a megaphone the rules were announced. 


The slim, black-haired challenger lifted his right foot 
off the ground and shot his “taw.’”’ A moment later the 
defender with his first shot sent one of the 10 marbles roll- 
ing out of the ring. He thus became “poison,” and was 
at liberty to shoot at Troiano’s “taw.” 


Amid shouts the contestants for 15 minutes maneuvered 
with extraordinary skill for position. Then “Buster” 
Rech sent the marble of the Washington boy spinning 
across the ring and won first game. 


In the first stages of the second game Troiano out- 
played the challenger magnificently. ‘Buster’ was in des- 
perate position when from a distance of 15 ft. he hit his 
opponent’s marble with a resounding smack and was pro- 
claimed champion of the world. | 

“Buster” shot with the knuckle and Troiano with the 
thumb nail, and the result is held to establish the superi- 
ority of knuckle shooting. Newspapers today devote as 
much space to describing the match as to describing a 
prize fight. The winner was formally presented with a 
silver cup, which he will probably have to defend again, 
when a New York boy will contend for the world honors 
in Central Park. 

The loser ascribes his defeat to a swollen hand due to 
excessive handshaking, while being entertained as the guest 
of Jersey City. 
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OUTLOOK STEADILY IMPROVING 


Dry Goods Association Finds Much Encouragement 
in Increasing Volume and Unit Sales of Retail 
Stores—Tendency Toward Stabilized Prices 

NALYZING the business situation in the light of 

the complete Federal Reserve reports for April and 
taking into consideration the general industrial revival 
and farming improvement, the National Retail Dry Goods 


Association finds that the outlook is steadily improving. - 


The report lays stress on the actual gain in sales volume 
and in number of unit transactions which was made dur- 
ing the month of April. Department stores, it is stated, 
made the greatest gains. 


The report in part is as follows: 

As compared with April of last year, the figures as- 
sembled on April 30 in the 12 Federal Reserve districts 
from 461 department stores showed a decrease in sales 
values of only .6 of 1 per cent. Since April, 1921, prac- 
tically all prices of merchandise in department store lines 
have markedly declined, so that the actual sales volume, 
as well as the number of sales transactions, made large 
gain in April, 1922. Some, but by no means all, of these 
gains are attributed to postponement into April of much 
of the March trade because of bad March weather and 
also to the coming, this year, in April of Easter, a potent 
seasonal buying factor. 


“By classes of retailers, the greatest gains were made 
by department stores and the greatest declines in sales 
volume by mail order houses. Not only did the depart- 
ment stores increase 9.6 per cent over March, 1922, but 
they gained 2.2 per cent over April, 1921. Mail order 
houses dropped 7.2 per cent below March, 1922, and 2.1 
per cent below April, 1921. Increasing business is noted 
in 5 and 10 cent chain stores, and grocery chains gained 
slightly more than 1 per cent during April as compared 
with the month preceding. Chain drug stores fell off in 
April a fraction of I per cent from March. 


Advance Is Substantial But Not Spectacular 


“The increased stability of prices, noted in the associa- 
tion’s May Review, embracing trade conditions covering 
the spring season, has since been noted by the U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce and the deduction is drawn that 
very encouraging auguries are warranted from the fact 
that business is advancing in less spectacular but more 
substantial manner. 

“Numerous factors have combined to force this broad 
conclusion. The decrease in failures, noted in the May 
Review of Trade, continues. From May 1 to May 31, 
they dropped to 1,960 as compared with 2,167 during 
April with liabilities of only $44,402,886 as against 
April’s total of $73,058,627. This is a reduction in num- 
ber of 9.5 per cent and in amount of about 4o per cent. 

“Building activity, as reported by the Bureau of Eco- 
nomics of the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion June 1, is nearly double the normal volume—199 per 
‘cent, to be exact. The significance of this revival ex- 
tends beyond the satisfaction of the nation’s urgent need 
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of housing of all kinds and, as applying to one of the key 
industries, is significant of wide release of funds and 
greatly increased confidence in the future. Taken in con- 
nection with April lumber shipments 18 per cent above 
normal, 256 per cent increase in bank clearings and 60 
per cent increase of capital authorized for new corpora- 
tions, it constitutes evidence that the country is returning 
to its stride in varied fields of production and trade. 
Living Costs Becoming Stable 

“Latest figures assembled by the National Industrial 
Conference Board show a tendency toward stabilizing 
living costs, with clothing rising very slightly in price 
from the low level remarked in recent reports on clothing 
having reached rock bottom, issued by the National Re- 
tail Dry Goods Association. To quote the National In- 
dustrial Conference Board: 

““On April 15, 1922, the cost of living was 54.8 per 
cent above what it was in July, 1914. This represents an 
increase of less than one-tenth of I per cent since March 
15, 1922. The only change in the entire budget within 
the month was a slight increase in clothing prices which 
had an insignificant effect on the budget as a whole. Deal- 
ers are of the opinion that there will be little or no change 
in clothing prices within the next few months and real 
estate operators report the same regarding house rents. 
The future price of coal for domestic use is said to de- 
pend largely on the outsome of the present strike on both 
the anthracite and bituminous fields.’ ” 


PERSONNEL OF ZELLER-LACQUER MFG. CO. 


There have been many rumors circulated among the trade 
during recent weeks to the effect that the Zeller-Lacquer Manu- 
facturing Company were interested in one way or another with 
another company manufacturing the same type of products. Mr. 
Hugo Zeller wishes it to be understood that there is now abso- 
lutely no connection, either financially, personally, or otherwise, 
between any individual now in the Zeller organization and any 
other lacquer manufacturing company. 

It will be remembered that the Zellers at one time were actively 
and financially interested in the Egvptian Lacquer Mfg. Com- 
pany, Dr. Gustavo Zeller being its founder, but since the Zeller 
Lacquer Manufacturing Company was formed by the Zellers and 
other executives of the Egyptian organization, they have sold out 
their interest complete so that, today, there is positively no con- 
nection whatsoever between the two concerns. 

To be sure, the Zeller Lacquer Manufacturing Company is 
today made up entirely of the same experienced executives and 
workmen, who for years comprised the Egyptian organization 
but there the connection ends. It is hoped that this explanation 
may serve to clear up any misunderstandings which have lately 
existed thoughout the trade. 


When a Father Is Not a Father.

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A NOVEL DISPLAY OF GLASS BALLS. 
By Felix J. Koch. 


ARIETY i is not only the spice of life—but of trade 

as well. The novel window—the window that 1s 
different from all other windows in the locality handling 
wares of the same sort—is the window to arrest the eye 
of the passer; bring him closer for inspection; bring him 
inside the store to see the objects emphasized by it and 
then many others; and, with price and service right, to 
win his steady and usually remunerative trade. 

Basing his expenditure of time to achieve the results 
desired on these facts, the window-trimmer of a leading 
five-and-ten-cent store of Cincinnati, brought no end of 
buyers into his emporium through the use of brilliantly- 
colored glass balls for Yule-trees in a rather novel wise. 

Odd moments, when trade was dull at certain counters 
in the store, or in the shipping room downstairs, em- 


ployees were asked to lend a hand, joining strands of 
balls (there are usually six or twelve balls to a cord, as 
these come from the factory). Cords were united in this 
way to form a long “string” of the balls which would 
reach from the top of the show-window almost to the 
base. 

These cords then, as completed, were placed in a row 
across the front of the window, forming what might well 
have been mistaken for a highly-colored Japanese screen. 

A small electric fan, concealed among the wares be- 
hind this screen, played the strands back and forth be- 
hind the windowpane; the motion, of itself, serving to 
attract the passers’ eyes. By night hidden electric lamps 
above the window flooded rediance on the strands and 
served to catch such eyes as well. | 

Behind the curtain of the balls, wares of varied sorts 
were exposed in more usual fashions. People passing 
might not otherwise have paid much heed to these. 

The brilliant shades of the balls, their colors mingled 
on purpose—their gentle swaying, their flashing their 
shades almost as a kaleidoscope would into the eye, as 
result of this motion, arrested the attention instantly, 
bringing pedestrians closer to inspect the display. Com- 
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ing near and catching full effects of the riot of color, 
these folk went inside to buy the balls. The balls were 
sold far at store rear. One saw many bargains on the 
way to and from the counter. 

It need hardly be added, in consequence, that not only 
did the window sell no end of balls for Christmas tree 
and similar decoration, but it sold no end of still other 
wares beside.

IMPORTERS FROM GERMANY SEEK MEANS 


TO ENFORCE CONTRACTS. 

A news dispatch from Berlin states that the American, 
British, French and Belgian governments, it is under- 
stood, contemplate associating themselves in an effort to 
secure protection for their business men from the con- 


stant interference with contracts by the German export 


control authorities, which makes dealings with German 
manufacturers and exporters a highly precarious affair. 

It is a matter of frequent occurrence that the foreign 
purchaser of a bill of goods for future delivery, for 
which he holds a perfectly valid contract, cannot secure 
delivery because the export license board then declines to 
permit the seller to fulfill the contract unless he sets a new 
and far higher price. 


The four powers are trying to obtain arrangements 
under which the contract, when originally concluded, can 
be submitted to a license board and the terms authorita- 
tively vised so trouble will not arise at the time of ship- 
inent. The German government representatives insist that 
is impracticable, but foreign representatives maintain that 
without some such assurances a sound normal develop- 
ment of trade with Germany is out of the question. 

Foreigners seeking to do business with Germany are 
already handicapped enough by the established German 
business practice of writing in contracts a clause permit- 
ting the seller to mark up prices to meet any unexpected 
increases in the cost of production and a court has deliv- 
ered an interpretation compelling the buver to accept de- 
livery at the higher price. 

Consul General Coftin discussed the situation with the 
United States Chamber of Commerce during his recent 
visit to America. He found them agreed that some pro- 
tective action is needed against the arbitrary invasion of 
contractual relations between the buyer and seller by the 
export control authorities.

IRVIN BACK FROM EUROPE.

He brings back the usual 
story of a shortage of goods in that country, but states that he 
was able to cover all the import orders taken by the firm this 
year. In order to accomplish this he went into the Bavarian 
districts himself and secured toys direct from the small cottage 
manufacturers in many cases, as this was about the only way of 
securing certain kinds of goods. Moreover his connection with 
the house of Gutmann & Schffnie, one of the largest toy firms in 
Germany, enabled him to secure merchandise where he otherwise 
would have failed. Strikes among the metal goods workers has 
delayed the manufacture of metal toys and the destruction by fire 
of the largest doll head factory in Germany put a bad’ crimp in 
the doll business. Consequently goods are scarce and prices 
soaring. 

Mr. Irvin advises buyers to buy imported goods from stock on 
the side, for many American buyers who are trusting to Ger- 
man firms to deliver goods bought early in the year will be dis- 
appointed. | 


The Con F. Drees Mfg. Co. advises us that their business 
this year looks much brighter than it has for the last eighteen 
months. Although they have received only a small amount 
of real business, yet they are receiving inquiries, and from all 
indications there will be a fair volume of business during the 
fall. 
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URGES BUYERS TO INSURE THEMSELVES 
BY PLACING ORDERS. 


C. H. Dietze, Jr., general manager of the Kirchof-Patent 
Co., makers of candle holders, writes at length concerning 
business conditions. He has the following interesting com- 
ment to make: 


“At this time of year there is a natural falling off of busi- 
ness with the dealer and jobber, but usually we find it neces- 
sary to engage additional factory labor to increase our pro- 
duction sufficiently to fill our orders for very heavy June, July 
and August shipments and heavy shipments throughout the 
remainder of the year. We have been accustomed to ship- 
ping out large quantities of merchandise before June, but find 
that this year practically all orders call for shipment during 
July, August, September and October. This means that we 
must manufacture ahead to meet these requirements and also 
as much as possible to ascertain the probable volume of 
orders for the remainder of the year and build up our stock 
accordingly. If orders are not to be shipped as early as in 
past years. we must necessarily have the merchandise ready 
when the customer wants delivery, and this means that our 
production must be pushed to the utmost and our stock rooms 
filled. At the present time our stock rooms are filled as cus- 
tomers do not want to take in the merchandise so early, and 
it will now be necessary to curtail production unless large 
quantities of merchandise move from the factory and stock 
rooms. As a matter of fact we have already slightly cur- 
tailed production on this account. 


“We also find that a great many customers are not yet 
buying for fall and winter requirements and are apparently 
waiting for still further drops in prices. Personally after the 
long slack period there has been I believe that in general 
prices are at their lowest for the year. As a matter of fact 
our prices are the lowest that they have been in years, and 
before the end of the year I believe that there will be increased 
prices on most of our line, and I also believe that many other 
manufacturers will also hnd it necessary to increase their 
prices. ; 

“A good many buyers are also depending upon German or 
other foreign merchandise, and are therefore holding up 
orders which otherwise would go to American manufacturers. 
In many cases at the last minute after they have been dis- 
‘appointed by European merchandise and delivery they will 
place their orders with American manufacturers and expect 
prompt delivery. This is a hardship upon the American manu- 
facturer. Of course, he appreciates the business and as a 
matter of fact is glad to get it, but in most cases he cannot 
give proper delivery due to the late date on which the order 
was received. 

“In further reference to the import situation, it 1s very 
unsettled and many buyers may find it necessary to buy 
American merchandise where they had counted upon Euro- 
pean merchandise at lower cost. Buyers, I am sure would 
do far better by patronizing home industry, especially during 
such unsettled times, and I am sure that this would aid in 
bringing about business prosperity. 

“In our case (Christmas tree candle holders and tree wire) 
we must ascertain in advance the approximate quantity of 
merchandise required for the year and carry same in stock 
until ordered and then shipped. We must pay our employees, 
we discount all merchandise bills and have a large overhead 
expense to meet, besides having our investment tied up in 
merchandise which if we continue to manufacture during 
times such as these we may find that we will soon have pro- 
duction above estimated demand and may perhaps have to 
carry over a large stock to the next year. If all buyers would 
place their orders in January, February and March we would 
have definite information on which to base our production 
schedule, and would be in a position to give much better 
delivery if some of our customers would take in their stock 


in April, May and June, especially so in view of the fact that 
we finance the transaction by allowing special dating of Sep- 
tember Ist, thirty days net. 

“We also desire to announce that C. H. Dietze, Sr., pro- 
prictor of The Kirchhof Patent Company; C. H. Dietze, Jr., 
general manager, and L. R. Dietze, assistant to C. H. Dietze, 
Jr., have organized a partnership independent of The Kirch- 
hof Patent Company, which is known as the Dietze Radio 
Company. Offces are located at 30-32 Stirling street, Newark, 
N. J. The scope of the new business is manufacturing and 
jobbing radio equipment, also to operate retail stores and a 
retail mail order department. This company carries stand- 
ard equipment and manufactures detectors, minerals, con- 
denser plates, etc.”

Vermilionized Rubber Ball. 


A vermilionized rubber’ ball without paint or varnish, a 
novelty never before seen on the American market, was an- 
nounced recently by the Miller Rubber Company, Akron, 
Ohio. The new ball is a deep rich crimson red, the kind that 
is especially attractive to kids’ eyes. Brilliant and non-fading, 
it is the last color in vulcanized rubber to be perfected by 
American science. 

Announcement was made recently by the Miller Rubber 
Company of a new discovery by which vulcanized rubber may 
be made in any shade of color, ranging from the most deli- 
cate pink and blue to the deepest blues and purples. The 
new colors are a significant triumph of American science. The 
work begun when the nation was contronted by war condi- 
tions and embargoes on foreign colors has now been com- 
pleted. 

‘Prior to the war few colors were in the United States, and 
American companies were absolutely dependable on foreign 
sources of supply. It was not long ago, however, before the 
textile industry had practically solved its color and dye prob- 
lem. But there was no solution in sight for the rubber 
maker, who had the heat problem to deal with as well. 

As a consequence an addition to the research laboratery 
was established in the Miller factories at Akron to work out 
formulas for the colors most used. The whole effort at first 
was bent on duplicating or substituting the foreign products. 
In a few months the company was no longer dependent on any 
foreign country for the colors of its products. 

For the past vear the research laboratory has been engaged 
in developing color combinations that hold under the action 
of sulphur at a temperature of over 280 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The color is now vulcanized into the rubber.

REES DAVIS AND HER DOLLS. 


How a Former Actress Is Succeeding in the Business 
of Designing and Making “Different” Dolls. From 
an Article by Guy W. Bilsland in the Golden 
Rule Magazine. 


Upon Miss Davis’ return from the New York Toy Fair 
this winter, I met her—a young woman of distinctive 
and attractive personality, radiating vim and vivacity, and 
speaking through expressive gray eyes the energy of her 
Scotch-Irish ancestry and the enthusiasm which interest in 
her work inspires. 

Miss Davis was reluctant to talk about herself, disclaiming 
any thought of being a “big success.” But it was impressed 
upon her that not one woman in a thousand, at her age, 
would have had the initiative and genius to have established 
a business of her own, and that in the story of her ambitions 
and achievements there was inspiration for other forward- 
looking woman. 


“Well, that’s different. If there’s anything in the story of 
poor, little, ambitious me to help any others, you’re welcome 
to it. Anyway, whatever I may have done so far, I have al- 
ways felt that success is just the product of right thinking and 
acting. Anyone can be successful if he knows himself and 
learns how to manage himself in the best manner. 


“I was born down in Texas. Was in a convent from the 
time I was nine until I was sixteen; then I had a varied life 
of art and stage—both study and both work. When I was a 
kiddie in the convent I openly prayed to the God the others 
knew—openly and loudly I prayed to become a saintly nun. 
But when I was alone in my little room with the God I knew 
—my master of make-believe—I poured forth prayers of am- 
bition. I wanted to be either a circus rider or a bookie at 
the races! Being alone with no one to sympathize with my 
wild dreams, placed me in a world of my own where I built 
castles and pretended, and these characteristics have stayed 
with me always. 

“When I was later out in the business world I found that 
those dreams and idols were essential to success, but that 
I must back them up with work—real work and insistent 
desire and persistent will. Every dream can be made a realiza- 


tion if one works from the right angle and does so sincerely.” 


“My grandmother taught me to enjoy the little things in 
life,” continued the fair lady of the dolls. “One of my earliest 
recollections is of making toys from potatoes and other vege- 
tables, under her direction, and she also showed me how to 
get the most out of them. From my eighth year I was always 
contriving playthings of some kind for my own amusement, 
and on the stage my spare moments were utilized in designing 
dolls and toys for the children of some of the members of 
the company, with results that encouraged me to turn my 
attention to toys. And now I have a shop of my own where 
I not only can continue the play-habits and toy experiments 
of my girlhood, but where folks also pay me for my playing. 
Which isn’t so different from ‘play-acting’ on the stage, is it? 

“When I first went on the stage to play the part of a little 
tot with aprons and curls I did not think of it as a play- 
ground. The stage was my first work shop—I played and 
rehearsed, but had time to study painting and sculpture. My 
dressing room was my studio, and here I created grotesque 
dolls—then cuddly, lovable little characters, the kind babies 
love to hold when they go to bed. 


“I took my first toys, at the suggestion of some of my 
friends, to the buyers of-the big stores and asked for criticism 
and suggestions—men like Mr. MacDonald of Wanamaker’s 
in Philadelphia; Mr. Gibson, of Marshall Field’s, and Mr. 
Walters, of Sears, Roebuck—three great buyers for dis- 
tinctively different patronage. This was a very illuminating 
experience. Many of my toys that appealed to me as being 
beautiful and artistic were revealed to the unerring instinct 
of the buyer as totally unsuitable as a commercial proposition. 
This meant the surrender of many of my ideals. It meant a 
greater bringing in of the commercial influence into my 
scheme of things—a combination of the artistic and the 
commercial. 

“The buyers have been kind and indulgent and I regard 
their judgment as the first consideration in determining the 
commercial aspects of a proposition. The things they want 
and can sell are the things I want to create. I still design 
and make my idols of color and dreams, but they find a wel- 
come nook in my own studio only.”

Reasoning 
further, and psychologically. as it were, Miss Davis remem- 
bered that a baby’s first instinct is to reach and grasp. Baby 
play is at first chiefly play with the sense of touch; babies all 
and always want something to hold in their hands. 

Looking around the shops and otherwise investigating, she 
discovered that the other manufacturers were making toys for 
the older children, but that the tiny little snoozer had been
